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Chicago,  March   12.— Amonif  the  the- 
atrical maniigers  of  the  country  who  are 
most  vitally  interested    in    the  bill  now 
before  the  Minnesota  le^'islature,  which 
provides  that  any  female  who  shall  ap- 
pear   upon    any   stage    or    platform  in 
tignts  or  any  other  garments  e.xposing 
the    nether    limbs,  shall    be  liable  to  a 
tieavy  fine  and  a  long  term  of  imprison- 
wmt.  David  Henderson,  the  director  of 
toe  Chicago    Opera  house,  is  probably 
the    most    prominent.      He    was    the 
pioneer    in    the    intioduotion    into  this 
•^^^^^ry  of  the  brilliant  extravagnnzjis 
which    for   scores  of  years    have   given 
pleasure    to   the    amusement-goers     of 
London  and   the  principal  amusement 
cities  of  England  and  the  continent,  such 
as  his  most  recent  productions,  "The  Ar- 
abian Nigh  te,"  "The  Crystal  Slipper"  and 
•'Bluebeard  Jr." 

Just  now  arrangements  are  being 
made  for  a  tour  of  "The  Crystal  Slipper" 
through  the  territory  afifected  by  the 
pending  measure,  and  should  the  bill  go 
through  both  houses  and  receive  the 
fifo^ernor's  signature,  next  month's  tour 
of  "The  Slipper"  in  Minnesota  will  be 
the  last  opportunity  that  will  be  afforded 
to  the  granger  to  see  spectacles  of  that 
sort. 

^'i  conversation  this  morning  Manager 
Henderson  was  inclined  to  regard  the 
measure  in  question    as    a   jest,  and  ex- 
pr®^6tl    the    opinion    that  it  would  be 
killed    before  it  could  reach  the  gover- 
nor.    "It  is  a  most  absurd  matter  from 
beginning  to  end,"  he  qaid.  "If  the  Dog- 
berrys  of  Minnesota  wish  to  keep  their 
theaters  closed  a  goodly  share  of  the  time 
this  bill  would  be  an  expeditious  means  of 
so  doing.    They   do  not  stop  to  think  in 
their  virtuous  indignation  that  in  aim- 
ing this  against  immoral  and  vulgar  per- 
formances,   they    banish    the    plays    of 
Shakespeare  and  nearly    all    the  classic 
repertoire.    There    is   scarcely  a  play  of 
Shakespeare    at     present    holding    the 
boards  m  which  it  is  not  necessary    that 
one  or  more   female    characters   should 
appear  in  tights.    Apart  from    the  hero- 
ines  of   Shakespeare,    Rosalind.    Viola, 
Imogene   and    many   others,  there  are 

Irninor  characters.  Even  in  "Hamlet" 
there  is  the  player  queen  whcT  makes  her 
^™t  appearance  in  tights,  in  "Richard 
III,"  there  is  the  elder  prince  played  by 
a  young  woman." 

"But  is  there  not  too  great  freedom  in 
the  display  of  feminine  charms  in  many 
stage  performances?" 

"No  doubt  there  is.  Tights  like  every- 
thing else  can  be  abused.  But  to  assert 
that  there  is  anytbia^  inherently  im- 
moral about  them  is  simply  ridiculous. 
One  might  as  well  legislate  to  determine 
the  cut  of  the  corsage  of  ladies  in  the 
boxes  of  a  theater.  Every  now  and  then 
we  encounter  such  spasms  of  holy  hor- 
ror on  the  part  of  the  ignorant  hypo- 
crites'who  do  more  harm  to  public  mor- 
ality than  they  can  ever  repair.  It  was 
only  a  few  weeks  ago  that  the  reading 
of  Longfellow's  "Building  of  the  Ship" 
was  prohibited  by  the  unce  guid  board 
of  education  of  Brooklyn,  while  the  cru 
sades  of  Mr.  Comstock's  society  in  New 
York  against  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
of  modern  paintings  has  become  a  mat- 
ter of  ridicule  from  one  end  of  the  coun- 
try to  the  other.  This  Minnesota  bill  ie 
of  the  same  order,  and  it  will  be  killed 
not  only  because  of  its  foolishness  but 
by  the  ridicule  that  will  be  universally 
heaped  upon  it." 


SIMPSON-S  SOCKS.

Annapolis,    Md.,    March    12.— Repre 
sentitive  Jerry    Simpson,  better  known 
as  the  "Socldess  Statesman"  from   Kan- 
sas, oreated  a  sensation  today  among  the 
Maryland    farmers   now   in    convention 
here,  when  he  interrupted    the  proceed- 
ings to  deny  a  stateiuent  that  he  did  not 
wear  hose.      His    explanation  was    pre- 
cipitated   by    a    reporter    who,  during 
recets,    called    at   the    Maryland    hotel 
and    sent    to    hini    a    note    requesting 
Simpson  to  deny  or  uihrm    the    current 
report  as  to  footgear.    The  note  wound 
up,  "Do  you  wear  socks?"    After    wait- 
ing s-jme  time  the  reporter  went  away 

Soon  after  Mr.  Simpson,  hatless  and 
with  his  overcoat  over  his  arm,  rushed 
into  the  hall  and  demanded  immediate 
recognition.  He  then  handed  to  the  sec- 
retarir  the  note  left  for  him  and  asked 
that  it  be  read.  There  was  a  quiet 
smile  on  every  farmer's  face  when  the 
secrel,ary  tiniehed  reading  it,  and  all  eyes 
were  turned  instantly  on  Simpson.  He 
faced  the  convention  and  spoke  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Ml-.  President,  this   letter  refers  to 
me,  end  I   wished  it  read  in   order  to 
make  a  personal  explanation.     There  is 
no  truth  in  the  story.      The   statement 
originated  from   the  morbid  brains  of  a 
republican  editor  in  Kansas.      The  man 
who  v^as  against  me  was  a  representative 
of  the  silk-sixjcking  aristocracy.    At  the 
time  cf  the  election    I  told    my    people 
that  I  expected  to  get  the  other  fellow's 
socks,  and  not  only  did  I  get  them,  but  I 
got  hill  shoes   as    well.    I    want   to  say 
right  liere  that  1  do  now  wear  socks  and 
I  put  ihem  on  after   the   defeat   of  In 
galls,  which  I  believe  was  the  beginning 
of  an  era  that   marks    a  time    when  the 
humblest     people   can    wear   socks.     I 
deem  it  necessary  to  explain  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Maryland  the   much-vexed    ques- 
of  socks." 

This  speech  was  greeted  with  tumult- 
uous applause  and  laughter  by  the  as- 
sembled farmers.

CARPENTERS  AND  BUILDERS 

Association  Will   Meet   to  Decide  Uie  »e- 

luandti  of  the  Journeymen. 

Chicago,  JVlarcb  12.— This  evening  the 
members  of  the  Carpenters  and  Build- 
ers association  will  finally  decide 
whetheir  or  not  the  demands  of  the 
journeymen  shall  be  granted  or  sub- 
mitted to  arbitration.  The  men  have 
decided  to  strike  in  a  body  two  weeks 
from  next  Saturday  unless  their  de- 
mands are  granted. 

The  employers  say  that  the  real  dif- 
ference between  them  and  the  men  is 
not  the  seven  and  a  half  cents  on  mini- 
mum rates,  but  the  question  whether 
the  men  should  be  graded.  They  say 
there  a::e  carpenters  who  rank  in  their 
demantls  with  the  most  expert  workmen, 
who  are  little  betttr  than  unskilled 
laborern,  and  were  grades  established 
the  expert  workmen  would  have  no 
cause  to  complain  regarding  either  hours 
or  wages. 

Meanwhile,  unemployed  carpenters 
are  drifting  rapidly  into  the  city,  and 
the  employers  say  that  if  it  comes  to  a 
strike  tiiere  will  be  little  trouble  in  get- 
ting a  sufficient  number  of  non-union 
men  to  enable  them  to  pull  through 
with  tho  contracts  which  they  have  on 
hand. 

A    NEW    LINE. 


Paris,  March   12.— The   Societie 
Depots   de    Comptes   Couranta  is  in  a 
most  critical  position.      This   bank  suf- 
fered acutely  during  the  recent  financial 
crisis  in  London  aiid  Buenos  Ayr«s.      It 
has  only  18,000,000  francs  with  which  to 
meet    claims    amounting    to  08,000,000 
francs.    At  a  meeting  held  this  morning 
by  the  directors  it  was  decided  to  ask 
the  national  government  to  come  to  the 
assistance  of  the  bank.      Immediately 
after  this  decision  Mr.  Donon,  managing 
director,  called   upon  M.  Rouvier,  minis- 
ter of   finance,  and  plainly  stated  the 
whole  case.  Rouvier  then  asked  the  bank 
of  Prance  to  come  to    the    assistance  of 
the   Societie    des    Depots   de  Comptes 
Courants,but  the  Bank  of  France  direct- 
ors refused  aid.    Leading   financiers  of 
France  and  the  minister  of  finance  were 
twice  in  session  today  in  an  endeavor  to 
bring  about  some   arrangement  similar 
to   that    which,    in    the  case  of  Baring 
Bros.  &  Co.,  saved  that  house  from  utter 
collapse,   but    the    financiers    failed    to 
come  to  an  understanding. 

The  first  reports  of  the  Societie's  being 
in  difliculty  were  promoted  by  bear  oper- 
ators on  the  Paris  bourse,  and  when 
these  rumors  were  first  circulated  the 
position  of  the  bank  was  financially 
sound.  At  12:15  p.  m.  today  the  Societie 
was  paying  freely  and  meeting  all  de- 
mands made  upon  it  by  the  sharp  run 
now  in  progress. 

2:30  p.  m.— The  Bank  of  France  has 
agreed  to  advance  the  Societie  the 
money  required,  60,000,000  francs,  which 
sum  is  guaranteed  by  the   bills  of  the  I 


TOO  PREVIOUS  STRIKERS. 
CloakmakerK  Arralifued  and   Returned 
Jamaica     for  Trial. 

New  York,  March  12.— Central  office 
detectives  yesterday  arraigned  in  the 
Tombs  police  court  Joseph  Ilarondess 
and  the  twelve  Russian  cigarmakers 
who  were  arrested  for  having  engaged  in 
the  attack  upon  Herman  Green baum, 
the  cloak  making  contractor,  and  his 
family  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  Monday 
night,  when  Mrs.  Greenbaum  was  bru- 
tally assaulted  and  her  4-year-old  son 
was  cruelly  burned  with  vitriol. 

The  prisoners  were  separately  iden- 
tified by  Greenbaum  and  then  turned 
over  to  the  police  of  Jamaica.  The  pris- 
oners were  handcuffed  together  and 
taken  over  the  ferry  to  Long  Island 
City.  

Central  American  Line. 

Washington,  March  12.— The  govern- 
ment of  Gautemala  has  entered  into  a 
contract   with    the    Cosmos    Steamship 
company  for  the  establishment  of  a  line 
of   steamers  to   sail  monthly  each  way 
between  the    ports  of   Guatemala  and 
Hamburg,  Germany.    The  steamers  are 
to  be  of  not  lees  than  1500  tons  capacity. 
Six  steamers  will  perform  the  service, 
touching  at    Hamburg,   Grimsby,  Ant- 
werp and  Bourdeaux.      The  Guatemala 
government  pays  the  line  $1000  for  each 
steamer  callinjr  at  Guatemala  ports,  not 
less  than  one  a  month.

Boats  to  be  Built  to  Cross  the  Atlantic  in 
Five  Days. 

New  I'oRK,  March  12. — Seaboard  says 
that  Austin  Corbin  will  establish  the 
finest  triinsatlantic  steamship  line  be- 
tween tt  is  country  and  Europe  by  build- 
ing eight  12,000-ton  steel  ail-American 
steamships  capable  of  attaining  a  speed 
of  twenty-four  miles  an  hour,  to  run 
from  Montauk  Point,  L.  I.  to  Milford 
Haven,  England,  in  five  days.  The  pass- 
age of  the  postal  subsidy  bill,  which 
grants  $^1  a  mile  to  ffrst-class  ships,  re- 
moves all  disability  from  American  en- 
terprise.

— A  local  paper  to- 
day says:  There  will  be  no  meeting  of 
the  natiooal  World's  fair  commission  in 
April.  The  fact  is  there  is  not  enough 
money  remaining  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion fort  ae  current  fiscal  year  ending 
July  1  to  pay  the  salaries  of  commisijion, 
its  oflBcers  and  the  clerical  expenses  of 
their  departments. 

Members  of  the  board  of  control  have 
been  confiidering  the  financial  question 
and  the  result  will  be  a  report  recom- 
mending a  reduction  of  salaries  and  a 
proportionate  reduction  of  all  expenses 
in  the  administrative  department  of  the 
national  commission. 


AFFLICTED   ENGLAN  D. 

First  a    Blixzard  and  Then  a   Cold    Snap; 
The  Loss  Great. 

London,  March  12.— Following  the 
blizzard  of  a  few  days  ago  a  severe  frost 
set  in  all  over  England.  Many  wrecks 
are  reported  to  have  occurred  on  the 
coast  and  a  number  of  people  have 
frozen  to  death.  Gangs  of  laborers,  num- 
bering hundreds,  have  been  sent  to  clear 
the  railroad  lines  in  Devonshire  and 
Cornwall,  where  the  snow  drifts  have 
piled  up  twelve  feet  deep  frozen  into 
almost  a  solid  mass.

COMPLICATIONS. 


Position    of   a  Prominent  So- 
ciety Man  of  Brussels. 

Brussei^.  March  12.— A  wealthy  resi- 
dent and  prominent  society  man  of  this 
city,  M.  Antoine,  has  just  been  con- 
demned by  the  correctional  tribunal  to 
one  year  imprisonment  as  the  result  of  a 
peculiar  mixture  of  conjugal  bliss.  M. 
Antoine  is  popularly  known  in  society 
as  the  emperor  of  the  hunchbacks,  not 
on  account  of  any  physical  deformity, 
but  simply  because  he  is  the  president 
of  a  crowd  of  gay  young  bloods  whose 
members  attire  themselves  as  polichi- 
nelles  on  carnival  days.

his  palatial  home  and  once  more  took  up 
his  abode  with  his  former  wife,  who  hav- 
ing regretted  her  appeal  to  the  courts, 
was  ready  and  willing  to  extend  him 
sympathy  and  shelter.  For  a  few 
months  his  life  was  again  a  garden  of 
roses,  but  by  the  aid  of  detectives  his 
ex-mistress  and  present  wife,  learned  of 
his  whereabouts  and  one  day  last  month 
a  couple  of  gendarmes  swooped  down 
upon  his  abiding  place  and  escorted  him 
to  the  detention  prison. 

Upon  trial  Antoine  was  bitterly  de- 
nounced by  his  second  wife  and  tear- 
fully defended  by  his  first,  but  the 
pleadings  of  the  latter  could  not  save 
him  from  the  heavy  sentence  already 
stated.

Work  is  being  pretty  generally  con- 
tinued in  developing  iron  properties  this 
winter  on  both  the  Vermilion  and  Mes- 
abi  ranges.  At  the  Mountain  Iron  com- 
pany's mine  a  body  of  ore  is  in  sight 
estimated  to  contain  1,200,00CJ  tons  of 
ore.  It  IB  700  by  STjO  feet  and  consists 
of  soft  hematite  ore  of  the  Bessemer 
grade  and  very  rich,  averaging  G.18  per 

cent  metallic  iron  and  about  .042  phos- 
phorus. The  body  of  ore  is  struck  at 
from  fifteen  to  thirty  feet  below  the 
surface,  consequently  no  mine  on  the 
Mesabi  range  can  be  worked  so  cheaply. 
A  large  amount  of  ore  could  be  shipped 
this  year  if  railv/ay  facilities  were  pro- 
vided. The  net  profit  on  this  ore  is  at 
least  $2  per  ton,  making  $2,400,000  cash 
in  sight. 

The  formation  of  the  Mesabi  range  is 
very  similar  to  the  Gogebic,  the  ore  lying 
in  pockets,  and  the  formation  being 
ing  more  or  less  flaL  Thus  ore  has  been 
struck  on  the  Pauly  property,  one-half 
mile  south  of  the  Mountain  Iron  com- 
pany's find,  which  is  located  on  the 
backbone  of  the  range.  Work  on  the 
Pauly  property  is  temporarily  aban- 
doned on  account  of  water  filling  into 
the  test  pits.  Pumping  machinery  will 
have  to  be  employed  to  keep  the  water 
out. 

On  the  Anderson  property  a  test  pit 
has  been  lately  put  down  on  the  east 
side  of  the  working  shaft  with  very  en- 
couraging results.  The  drift  from  the 
main  shaft  now  in  about  100  feet  from 
the  working  shaft  down  ninety  feet  i 
showing  better  and  better  prospects.  The 
ore  as  yet  is  mixed  with  veins  of  very 
high  grade  of  Bessemer.  The  drift  is 
being  extended  under  the  swamp  which 
is  now  drained  and  test  pits  can  be  sunk 
anywhere. 

The  crews  at  the  Stone  mine  have  now 
a  shaft  down  sixU>en  feet  in  the  cupping 
of  the  ore  bed.  Up  to  this  time  they 
have  been  engaged  in  stripping  the  ore 
body. 

The  Great  Northern  mine  has  a  shaft 
down  190  feet  in  paint  rock,  the  same 
material  in  which  the  shaft  of  the  Pio- 
neer mine  is  sunk.  They  will  go  down 
from  200  to  250  feet  before  cross-cutting. 
At  the  Mailman  mine  shaft  No.  3  is 
down  eighty  feet  and  a  cross  cut  from 
that  is  fifty-three  feet  in  cletir  ore  of 
high  grade. 

The  Mesabi  Range  Sydicate  own  9500 
acres  of  land  commencing  in  section  31- 
60-13  and  extending  in  continuous  liue 
to  section  10-60-12.  It  is  all  on  the 
range.  The  syndicate  is  composed  of  T. 
B.  Hoover,  B.  D.  Brown,  C.  E.  Lovett,  P. 
W.  Merritt,  A.  W.  Bradley  and  W.  W. 
Spalding.  They  are  working  twenty- 
five  men,  with  good  showing  of  ore.  but 
hope  to  be  shippers  before  next  fall.

The  board  of  public  works  has  forty- 
two  men  engaged  in  opening  a  trench  on 
Bench  street  to  connect  the  Fourteenth 
avenue  sewer  with  the  Bench  street 
sewer,  which  empties  into  the  lake  at 
Second  avenue  east.  The  trench  will  be 
completed  this  week. 

The  injunction  case  brought  by  the 
gas  and  water  company  will  not  be  tried 
before  next  May.

It  might  be  well  to  recollect  that  the 
di\y  before  the  water  company  made  its 
bluff  by  enjoining  the  sewer  system.  The 
Herald  published  a  notice  that  the  city 
was  about  to  change  the  east  end  sewer 
outlets  to  connect  with  the  Second  ave- 
nue sewer,  and  that  work  was  to  begin 
the  following  day.  If  the  water  co :upaoy 
had  postponed  its  bluff  much  longer, 
there  wouldn't  have  been  a  peg  to  hang 
it  to.

Louis,  Lake,  Cook,  Itasca    and  Beltrami 

ctjunties  into  the  eighth  logs  and  lumber 
district  of  the  state.  This  will  only  leave 
for  a  new  district  a  small  corner  of  the 
Fifth  district,  of  which  Mr.  Ash  now 
has  charge,  namely,  the  northeast  corner 
of  Carleton  county,  including  the  Clo- 
quet  section. 

Mr.  Ash  thinks  it  a  clever  scheme  of 
the  Cloquet  lumbermen  to  get  a  luml)er 
district  of  their  own.  The  old  district 
was  very  indefinitely  described  as  in- 
cluding the  territory  tributary  to  St. 
Louis  river  and  bay  and  its  confluents. 
This  left  the  north  shore.  Lake  and  Cook 
counties  and  the  Rainy  river  district  in 
doubt.  The  new  bill  removes  this  doubt 
but  leaves  out  a  corner  of  the  territory 
of  the  Fifth  district,  and  is  discreetly  si- 
lent as  to  the  head<iuarter8  of  the  dis- 
trict, which  it  is  supposed,  considering 
the  governor's  well-known  love  for  Du- 
luth, will  be  located  at  Grand  Rapids.

THE    RAILROAD  PROBLEM. 

Judge  Cooley,  president  of  the  inter- 
Btate  commerce  commission,  in  a  late 
address  gave  fresh  evidence  of  the  thor- 
oughness of  his  knowledge  of  railroads 
in  his  definition  of  the  railroad  problem. 
This  problem,  he  said,  is  not  to  be  found 
in  the  condition  or  equipment  of  the 
railroads,  in  the  relations  between  cor- 
porations and  employes,  between  state 
legislation  and  the  laws  of  congress,  in 
that  railroad  rates  are  high  or  that  they 
discriminate  unjustly. 

The  real  problem,  said  Judge  Cooley. 
is  '•the  power  as  it  exists  now  to  make 
and  unmake  the  rates  for  passenger  and 
freight  transportation.  So  long  as  500 
bodies  of  men  in  the  country 
are  at  liberty  to  make  rate 
sheets  at  pleasure,  and  to  unmake 
or  cut  and  recut  them  in  every  direction 
and  with  little  restraint  on  the  part  of 
the  law  except  as  it  imposes  a  few  day's 
delay  in  putting  changes  in  force,  the 
problem  will  remain  to  trouble  us." 

These  are  true  words,  probaly  they 
echo  Judge  Cooley's  helplessness  in  sug- 
gesting a  remedy.  It  is  one  thing  to  un- 
derstand the  conditions  of  the.problem, 
and  another  to  find  the  solution.  This 
is  to  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  it 
is  to  the  solution  of  this  very  problem 
that  the  recently  organized  Western 
Railway  association  is  addressing  itself. 
It  might  be  hazardous  to  predict  that  it 
will  find  a  solution,  but  it  is  at  least 
something  that  it  recognizes  the  evil, 
and  that  it  is  spurred  by  the  strongest 
considerations  of  self  interest  as  well  as 
of  public  policy  in  its  attempt  to  discov- 
er a  remedy. 


THE  SPRING  DRESSING. 

There  is  great  hope  among  those  whose 
business  brings  them  directly  into  con- 
tact with  the  wheat-growers  of  the 
Northwest  that  the  year  1891  will  be 
better  for  the  farmer  than  several  that 
have  lately  preceded  it.  Neither  wheat 
nor  corn  were  up  to  the  mark  last  year. 
For  several  reasons  the  farmers  of  West- 
ern Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  have 
suffered  because  of  drouth.  Even  until 
well  along  in_  the  winter  the  outlook  for 
moisture  in  the  spring  was  poor.  Now, 
however,  by  the  snows  of  February  and 
early  March,  the  situation  is  changed. 

It  is  recognized  by  every  agriculturist 
that  the  snows  of  early  March  collect 
the  ammonia  in  the  atmosphere  and 
scatter  it  upon  the  soil  just  at  the  time 
when  it  is  most  needed.  Those  who 
lamented  that  we  did  not  have  early 
winter  snows  may  be  comforted  by  the 
fact  that  a  good  Providence  has  sent  the 
snow  just  at  the  time  when  it  is  likely  to 
aid  in  producing  abundantly.  In  1884 
the  United  States  raised  512,700,000 
bushels  of  wheat,  the  largest  crop  ever 
produced  in  this  country.  It  would  be 
no  surprise  if  the  wheat  harvest  of  1891, 
BO  favorable  are  the  present  conditions, 
equalled  the  yield  of  1884. 


DULUTH  AN  OCEAN  POHf. 

Some  time  ago  The  Herald  published 
an  extract  from  an  addre^  delivered  at 
Montreal  before  the  Canadian  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers,  by  Mr.  E.  L.  Corthell,  a 
noted  engineer  of  Chicago  and  New 
York.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he 
went  exhaustively  into  the  subject  of 
deep  waterways  from  the  upper  lakes  to 
the  sea,  detailing  every  project  that 
has  been  brought  up,  giving  the 
estimated  costs  of  canals  and  ship  rail- 
ways that  would  insure  to  vessels  of  3000 
tons  cargo  and  twenty  feet  draft,  free 
and  quick  access  to  the  ocean. 

There  is  no  city  in  Ajnerica,  no  people 
on  the  globe,  more  deeply  interested  in 
the  question  of  fair  waterways  to  ocean 
than  the  citizens  of  Duluth,  and  the 
dwellers  of  the  Northwestern  woods  and 
prairies.  Any  project  that  makes  Du- 
luth a  seaport,  whether  it  be  ship  rail 
ways  or  canals,  cannot  fail  to  be  of  the 
utmost  importance.  Mr.  Corthell's  idea 
is  that  a  ship  railway  between  the  head 
of  Georgian  bay  on  Lake  Huron  and  Lake 
Ontario  at  or  near  Toronto,  with  enlarged 
canals  in  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  will  be 
the  most  economical,  quickest  and  in 
every  way  the  best  method  of  attaining 
the  desired  result. 

Capitalists  stand  almost  ready  to  take 
hold  of  this  ship  railway,  the  Canadian 
government  is  enlarging  the  St.  Law- 
rence canals,  Duluth's  chamber  of 
commerce  and  board  of  trade  could 
make  no  wiser  move  than  to  aid,  by  res- 
olution and  in  any  other  way  possible, 
the  carrying  forward  of  these  and  other 


The  passing  of  the  ot)pyright  bill  by 
the  late  congress  is  an  act  that  rails  for 
special  mention  and  honor.  It  removes 
a  national  stigma  under  which  we  have 
long  and  deservedly  sutTered,  and  we  can 
now  look  the  rest  of  the  world  in  the  face 
without  blushing.  It  has  taken  a  pro- 
longed and  bitter  struggle  to  set  our- 
selves right  on  this  cjuestion;  but,  better 
late  than  never.  That  the  bill  is  all 
that  it  should  be,  or  that  it  will  satisfy 
everybiKly  interestecl  in  its  provisions, 
cannot  be  claimed,  but  it  is  a  begin- 
ning, at  least,  and  it  is  on  the  side  of 
honesty  and  justice.  As  its  workings 
are  experienced,  its  shortcomings  will 
become  known,  and  there  will  be  no 
ditliculty  in  the  way  of  improving  it  by 
amendments.  The  main  thing  was  to 
establish  a  principle  by  legal  euaotment; 
to  recognize  the  rights  of  both  native 
and  foreign  authors,  and  that  has  been 
accomplished.  If  the  bill,  as  framed, 
does  not  cover  every  point  satisfactorily, 
it  at  least  covers  iuternational  copyright 
on  bnmd  and  general  grounds,  and  it  is  a 
beginning,  a  solid  foundation  on  which 
to  rear  a  better  and  more  perfect  build- 
ing. It  was  but  natural  that  many 
should  carp  at  the  bill  for  what  it  does 
not  accomplish;  but  these  should  re- 
member what  it  really  has  accomplished, 
and  wait  for  the  future  to  remedy  the 
rest.  The  opprobrious  term  "literary 
pirates"  can  no  longer  be  hurled  at  us. 
That  is  the  one  important  thing  that  has 
been  achieved,  and  what  has  been  done 
in  this  direction  will  never  be  undone. 
The  national  honor  has  been  set  right. 
Minor  details  affecting  publishers  and 
authors  can  be  settled  in  the  future. 


The  Remonstrance,  a  little  paper  pub- 
lished by  those  women  in  Massachusetts 
and  elsewhere  who  believe  that  the  ex 
tension  of  the  suffrage  to  their  sex,  is 
ill-advised,  prints  a  table  which  shows 
that  fourteen  states  and  territories  in 
1889  and  eight  in  1890  rejected  various 
forms  of  suffrage  propositions,  while  the 
cause  of  woman  suffrage  gained  no 
ground  save  the  moral  advantage  of  the 
admission  of  Wyoming  as  a  state. 


The  American  Institute  of  Mining 
Engineers  has  elected  John  Birkinbine 
president.  A  better  man  could  not  have 
been  chosen  and  The  Herald  congratu- 
lates the  engineers.  According  to  the 
Bulletin  of  the  American  Iron  and  Steel 
association.  Mr.  Birkin  bine's  presi- 
dency means  a  broadening  and  increase 
in  activity  in  the  institute  that  will  be 
of  the  greatest  value. 


The  Herald  has  all  along  believed,  and 
freely  stated  as  its  belief,  that  the  West 
Duluth  annexation  fight  would  result  in 
a  compromise  and  that  there  would  be 
neither  annexation  nor  separate  charter 
this  session.  This  statement  will  be 
abundantly  borne  out  by  facts.  Union 
and  annexation  later,  is  many  times  bet- 
ter than  a  house  divided  against    itself. 


A  correspondent  writes  urging  a  bet- 
ter salary  for  the  health  officer,  and 
states  that  when  Duluth  pays  him  what 
his  work  deserves  it  will  have  better 
right  to  demand  the  work  it  calls  for.

NEW  METHODIST  CHURCH.

A  Model  Modern  Edifice  and  an  Addi 
tion  to  Duluth;  Will  Seat 
1800. 


Full  detail  plans  for  the  First 
methodiet  church,  to  be  erected  next 
Bummer,  are  on  exhibition  at  the  office 
of  McMillan  &  Radcliffe,  architecta  In 
the  preparations  of  the  plans  these 
gentlemen  have  been  associated  with  the 
well-known  tirm  of  Weary  &,  Kramer, 
cathedral  architects  of  Akron,  Ohio. 
The  building,  as  previously  announced, 
is  to  be  located  on  the  corner  of  Third 
street  and  Third  avenue  weet  and  exca- 
vations are  already  well  under  way. 

The  structure  will  occupy  eighty -six 
feet  on  Thinl  street  and  extend  129  feet 
down  the  Hveaue,  with  main  entrances 
on  the  street.  It  will  be  built  entirely 
of  browu  stone  in  a  tasty  Gothic  style, 
with  the  masonry  of  that  beautiful  sur- 
face known  as  rock  range  and  trimmings 
of  dressed  stone  of  the  same  color.  A 
square  tower  140  feet  high  will  occupy 
the  northeast  corner,  with  lesser  towers 
on  the  other  corners,  and  the  general 
outline  of  the  exterior  wdl  be  such  as  to 
present  light,  lasty  curves  and  outlines 
and  at  the  siime  time  preserve  the  idea 
of  massiveness  and  stability. 

Entering  on  the  s'reet  level   through 
tiled  vestibules,    dcors   open    into    the 
main  audience  room.     This  will   have  a 
total  seating  capacity  of  900.     It  is  to  be 
auditorium  shaped,  finished   in  natural 
oak    and    upholstered    in     harmonious 
colors.     The  ceiling  is  dome  shaped  with 
chandelier  in  the  center.     Large  folding 
doors  divide  this  rcx)m    from    a  Sunday 
school  room   at  the  rear.    The  general 
plan  of    this  apartment  corresponds  to 
the  auditorium,  the    floor   and    ceiling 
being  continuous   and  when  thrown  to- 
gether will  give  a  total  seating  capacity 
of  1800.      A  gallery  extends  from  front 
to  back,  large  enough    to    accommodate 
400  people,  and  with  woodwork  and  fur- 
nishings the  same  as  that  of    the    main 
apartment.      Classrooms  in  the  extreme 
rear  may  also  be  opened,  thus  furnishing 
still  more   space  whenever  it  is  desired. 
This  arrangement  is  such  that  the  total 
floor  space,  with  galleries  of  this  story, 
can    be   placed    in    one    large  audience 
room.  The  organ  loft  back  of  the  pulpit, 
choir  gallery  and  anterooms  are  large 
and  roomy. 

A  basement  with  entrances  on  the  ave- 
nue and  weet  side  is  devoted  to  a  lecture 
room  46  by  50  feet  and  a  diningroom  40 
by  57  feet,  ladies'  parlor,  pastor's  study, 
class  rooms,  check,  cloak  and  store 
rooms,  and  other  necessary  apartmentn 
all  of  good  size,  well  lighted  and  venti, 
lated.  The  lecture  and  dining  rooms  are 
also  separated  by  folding  doors  and  can 
be  used  as  one  room  whenever  desired. 
The  woodwork  is  of  natural  oak. 

A  sub- basement  next    the  alley  con- 
tains the  boiler  room  and  janitor's  apart- 
ments.   Connections  with  the  different 
stories  are    made  by  spiral  stairs,   one 
above  the  other,  thus  economizing  room 
to    the  best  advantage.    Special  pains 
has  been  observed  in  the  general  sani- 
tary arrangement  throughout  the  build- 
ing, and  a  careful  study    of    the    plans 
plainly    evidences    the    fact    that     the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  worshippers 
enter  not  a  little  into  the  construction 
of  modern  churches.    The  windows  are 
all  of  cathedral  glass,  very   ornamental, 
preserving  the    air  of  artistic  religious 
architecture.       The    church     complete 
with  furnishings  will  cost  $80,000.

WANTS  TO   BUILD. 

A  Minneapolis  Party  Would  OriranUe   for 
ExtenHlre  Balldiue  Operatiouit. 

A  gentleman  representing  a  party  of 
Minneapolis  capitalists  has  been  in  the 
city  several  days  endeavoring  to  work  up 
a  Bcheme  for  the  building  of  a  row  of 
fire  proof  four,  Ave  or  six-story  whole- 
sale houses  along  the  harbor  front  some- 
where in  Bay  Front  division.  His  idea 
has  been  to  get  local  owners  of  the 
ground  to  take  stock  in  the  enterprise,  to 
secure  other  stock  here  and  some  little 
outside,  while  the  building  contractors 
represented  by  the  man  now  here,  would 
also  take  some,  and  to  put  in  about 
$250,(X)0  in  buildings  arranged  for  whole- 
sale purposes  only,  to  be  connected  with 
the  water  front  and  railway  systems. 
Tenants  for  the  buildings  are  to  be  ob- 
tained lator. 

So  far  but  little  encouragement  has 
been  offered  the  Minneapulitan,  owners 
of  Duluth  pro^H^rty  se«ming  to  believe 
they  can  improve  their  property  for 
wholesale  and  other  purposes  without 
the  intervention  and  assistance  of  out- 
side contractors.

WHAT    AN    ONEOTAN    SAYS. 

Lon  Merrltt  Speakit  Hit*    I>U>c«   With   Kef- 
ereuoe  to  Coiuproniine. 

^|There  is  a  good  deal  of  complaint  to- 
day among  Oneota  people  over  the  elec- 
tion outcome  and  the  supposed  compro- 
mise effected  yesterday  on  the  question 
of  annexation  of  West  Duluth.  Said 
Lon  Merritt  today: 

"The  West  Duluth  charter  boomers 
have  been  defeated  at  every  point.  They 
claimed  the  manufacturers  were  against 
annexation.  Some  letters,  petitions  and 
telegrams  to  the  legislature  proved  that 
the  manufacturers  were  against  a  separ- 
ate charter.  Then  Mr.  Boyd  shifted  his 
ground  and  wanted  a  charter  in  behalf 
of  the  dear  people.  We  held  an  election 
on  the  issue  of  annexation  and  the  issu- 
ance of  no  more  franchises  and 
the  supporters  of  these  principles  were 
elected  by  tremendous  majorities.  Now 
what  does  Mr.  Boyd  and  his  anti-annex- 
ationists  do.  They  come  at  once  to  Du- 
luth and  propose  a  compromise  on  their 
own  terms  at  a  time  when  Duluth  had 
them  on  the  run. 

"Oneota  is  anxious  to  come  into  Du- 
luth at  once,  but  she  is  given  no  hearing 
at  all  and  will  probably  have  to  remain 
in  West  Duluth  in  spite  of  the  decisive 
majority  lately  given  for  annexation  at 
the  polls.  We  are  sold  out  by  Duluth 
and  West  Duluth.  That  is  the  whole 
thing  in  a  nutshell  and  we  were  given 
no  hearing  at  all." 

No  Sab-Contracts. 

The  Boss  Plasterers  association  and 
the  Journeymen  Plasterers  union  have 
agreed  that  hereaftor  one  will  take  no 
sub-contracts  and  the  other  will  work 
for  no  sub-contractor.  Plastering  con- 
tracts in  Duluth  will  be  direct  with  the 
owners  or  architects.  The  associations 
claim  that  the  practice  of  doing  work  on 
sub-contracte  for  irresponsible  building 
contractors  has  often  resulted  in  great 
loss  and  trouble.

How  Jews  Are  Treated  in  Russia. 

[P.  G.  Hubert  Jr.,  in  March  Forum.l 
Let  US  suppose  a  part  of  our 
own  community  subjected  to  the 
legal  restrictions  which  now  obtain 
in  Russia  with  regard  to  the  Jew.  Our 
laws  on  the  subject  would  then  read 
as  follows: 
,  "All  Jews  born  in  the  United 
States  shall  be  regarded  as 
aliens.  No  Jews  shall  dwell  in  any  part 
of  the  United  States,  except  the  states 
of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Caro- 
lina, Georgia,  Alabama  and  Mississippi, 
unless  they  are  graduates  of  some  state 
university,  members  of  a  learned  profes- 
sion, skilled  artisans  holding  certificates 
from  a  technical  school,  or  members  of  a 
chamber  of  commerce  who  pay  loOO  a 
year  fur  that  privilege.  Now  Jew  shall 
hold  any  government  or  municipal 
office.  Ni' Jews  shall  pay  special  taxes 
in  connection  with  religious  services.  No 
synagogue  may  be  opened  without  the 
permission  of  the  United  States,  and  no 
public  prayers  may  be  held  in  any  other 
place  than  a  synagogue.  When 
more  than  ten  Jews  wish  to  meet  to- 
gether for  consultation  or  discussion, 
they  must  obtain  permission  from  the 
municipal  authorities.  Married  Jews 
who  become  converted  to  Christianity 
are  ipso  facto  divorced  on  conversion; 
but  the  wife,  if  she  remains  a  Jewess, 
may  not  marry  again.  All  Jews  attain- 
ing the  age  of  twenty  years  shall  serve 
five  years  in  the  active  army  and  thir- 
teen years  in  the  reserve,  but  no  Jew 
may  become  an  officer  or  even  an  officer's 
servant.  No  Jew  shall  serve  in  the 
navy." 

Such  a  condition  of  affairs  as  is 
implied  in  this  paraphrase  of  the  Rus- 
sian laws  affecting  Jews  is  so  impo.ssibIe, 
so  inconceivable,  in  this  country  and  to 
us,  that  we  can  scarcely  imagine  it  to 
exist  anywhere  else.  And  yet  there  is  no 
exaggeration  in  such  a  paraphrase.  The 
Jew  today  in  Russia  is  hedged  around 
by  a  set  of  restrictions  as  whimsical  and 
as  offensive  as  anything  devised  by  the 
fanatics  of  the  middle  ages,  carried  out 
with  a  savage  brutality  which  is  possible 
only  in  a  half-civilized  country.  Jews 
are  both  heretics  and  aliens  in  Russian 
eyes.

Bloody  Work  Now  In  Active 
ProjerresH. 
New  Yokk,  March  13.— More  letters 
have  been  received  giving  additional  de- 
tails of  the  rebellion  in  Chili.  A  bloody 
battle  has  been  fought  at  Pisagua,  in 
which  the  rebels  were  defeated  after 
having  lost  forty  killed  and  thirty-four 
wounded.  The  confiscation  of  rebel 
property  on  a  grand  scale  is  being  re- 
sorted to  by  the  government.  The  en- 
tire property  of  Don  Edwards,  the  rich- 
est man  in  Chili,  w<*s  confiscated. 

A  terrible  disaster  took  place  at  Port 
Coronel.  The  Esmeralda  appeared  in 
the  harbor  and  demanded  the  surrender 
of  the  town.  This  was  refused.  A 
shower  of  grape  and  canister  was  fol- 
lowed by  solid  shot.  People  fled 
to  the  heights,  while  some  took 
refuge  in  the  railroad  station. 
A  shot  struck  the  station  soon  after. 
Before  anybody  could  escape  the  roof 
and  walls  fell  in,  burying  200  men, 
women  and  children.  When  the  com 
mandant  surrendered,  sixty  seven  dead 
bodies  were  taken  out  and  about  100 
persons  were  hurt. 

The  blockade  of  Valparaiso  is  begin- 
ning to  tell.  Provisions  are  scarce  and 
expensive,  and  it  is  believed  the  place 
will  soon  be  surrendered. 

TURKEY  AT "tHE~WORLD'S    FAIR. 

An    Klaborate    Display    of    Literary     and 

School  Work  Promised. 

Constantinople,  March  13.— United 
States  Minister  Hirsch  has  delivered  to 
the  Porte  the  formal  invitation  of  the 
United  States  asking  Turkey  to  be  rep- 
resented at  the  World's  fair  at  Chicago. 
It  is  believed  the  Porte  will  accept,  but 
some  time  will  elapse  before  an  official 
reply  can  be  given.  It  is  announced  t.iat 
by  the  sultan's  orders  a  collection  will 
be  made  of  copies  of  all  Turkish  books, 
magazines  and  other  literary  works  pub- 
lished since  the  accession  to  the  throne 
of  the  present  sultan,  Abdul  Hamid. 

These  works  will  be  richly  bound  and 
sent  to  the  World's  fair.  A  file  of  the 
legal  paper  Djeridei  Mahkem,  from  the 
time  of  ite  establishment  up  to  the  most 
recent  date,  beautifully  bound,  with 
covers  adorned  with  the  arms  of  the 
Ottoman  empire,  will  also  be  sent.  The 
exhibit  will  comprise  several  paintings, 
works  of  students  in  the  Imperial  School 
of  Arts.  The  sultan's  photographers 
will  prepare  an  elaborate  series  of  views 
of  th«  imperial  barracks,  schools  and 
other  public  buildings. 


New  Yo!:k,  March  13  —American  mer- 
chants and  shippers  will  be  interested  to 
know  that  a  wharf  is  about  to  be  con- 
structed o\  er  the  almost  impassable  bar 
at  Kotonou,  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa. 
That  place,  which  belongs  to  the  French, 
will  be  henceforth  the  great  storehouse' 
for  all  goods  destined  to  Dahomey  and 
the  region  of  the  Benin  Gulf.  A  large 
inaportation  and  exportation  business 
will  have  its  center  there,  and  vessels 
will  be  no  bnger  compelled  to  stand  off 
the  coast  and  be  loaded  or  unloaded  by 
means  of  small  rowboats,  which  are 
often  wreclied  while  attempting  to  cross 
the  bar. 

M.  Viard,  a  French  engineer  familiar 
with  the  Western  African  coast,  is  now 
aboard  the  steamer  Congo  on  its  wav  for 
the  Benin  CJulf.  He  has  obtained  from 
the  Paris  government  the  concession  for 
building  a  wharf  at  Kotonou.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  it  will  be  opened  to  the  com- 
merce of  all  nations  at  the  beginning  of 
next  year.

Tagoma,  Wash.,  March  13.— A  corpora 
tion  which  gives  promise  of  becoming 
one  of  the  most  important  electric  rail- 
way construction  companies  of  the  age 
has  just  been  organized  here  with  a 
capital  of  1500,000.  The  company  owns 
the  exclusive  patente  to  what  is  claimed 
to  be  the  only  successful  method  of  ap- 
plying an  electric  current  to  an  under- 
ground wire  ever  invented.  Contracts 
have  alreadj  been  made  for  the  construc- 
tion of  railways  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
Kansas  City,  Omaha,  Providence,  R.  I., 
and  several  other  cities.  The  company 
has  incorporated  as  the  Wheeless  Under- 
ground Electric  companv. 

The  principal  points  in  the  Wheeless 
system  consists  of  a  different  application 
of  the  electric  current  to  the  wire.  In- 
stead of  charging  a  continuous  trolley 
wire,  it  is  divided  into  sections  of  300 
feet  each  and  charged  automatically  as 
the  car  passes  from  one  section  to  an- 
other.

THE   RESULT. 

As  editorially  stated  in  The  Herald 
yesterday,  the  annexation  question  ie 
settled.    Yesterday  this  paper  said: 

The  Herald  has  all  along  believed,  and 
freely  stated  as  its  belief,  that  the  West 
Duluth  annexation  fight  would  result  in 
a  compromise  and  that  there  would  be 
neither  annexation  nor  unlimited  separate 
charter  this  session.  This  statement  will 
be  abundantly  borne  out  by  facts.  Union, 
and  annexation  later,  is  many  times  bet- 
ter than  a  house  divided  against    itself. 

This  is  almost  exactly  what  was.  done 
at  a  meeting  held  last  night  at  St.  Paul, 
which  meeting  did  not,  however  come  to 
an  agreement  until  after  10  o'clock,  be- 
cause of  the  almost  unchangeable  deter- 
mination of  Mr.  Boyd  to  push  the  sep- 
arate charter  bill.  Mr.  Boyd  stated  that 
he  had  been  maligned  and  ridiculed  and 
he  proposed  to  push  the  matter,  and 
there  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  he 
could,  sick  as  he  is,  have  pushed  it  to 
such  good,  or  bad,  effect  as  to 
easily  carry  the  separate  charter.  There 
isn't  the  least  doubt,  moreover,  that  the 
lack  of  good  faith  and  good  sense  on  the 
part  of  a  share  of  ihoee  who  have  fought 
in  this  matter  "for  Duluth"  has  ma- 
terially strengthened  Mr.    Boyd's  cause. 

The  result  is  a  most  excellent  victory. 
The  Heiald  has  never  believed  that  im 
mediate  annexation  of  a  lot  of  unim- 
proved territory  was  necessary  or  ad- 
visable, but  it  did  not  want  to  see  a 
separate  charter  for  West  Duluth.  Such 
a  compromise  as  has  been  made  is  ap- 
parently the  beet  for  all  concerned  and 
it  is  a  peaceable  solution  of  a  vexed 
question.  There  is  one  phase  of  the  late 
quarrel  that  has  disgusted  all  Duluthi- 
ans,  and  can  hardly  be  referred  to  in  too 
strong  language.  It  is  the  stand  taken 
by  Governor  Merriam's  late  private  sec- 
retary, a  man  who  lives  in  Superior  and 
who  claims  to  stand  so  near  the  governor 
that  he  can  get  anything  he  wants. 
He  has  persistently  lobbied  against  and 
lied  about  Duluth,  has  unblushingly 
used  his  influence  with  the  chief  ex- 
ecutive as  a  bribe  and  has,  all  in  all,  be 
haved  in  a  manner  deserving  not  tht- 
slightest  consideration  or  respect. 


There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  there 
is  any  party  this  side  of  the  line  in  favor 
of  restricted  reciprocity.  How  powerful 
a  party  might  be  which  should  adopt 
the  broader  views  of  reciprocity  is  one  of 
the  problems  yet  *o  be  solveil;  but  the 
problem  of  restricted  reciprocity,  such 
as  has  been  proposed  by  Sir  John  Mac. 
donald,  has  already  been  solved.  The 
administration  of  this  country  will  not 
meet  the  representatives  of  the  British 
government  half  way  or  any  way  at  all 
on  that  proposition. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  announced 
through  the  state  department  its  deter- 
mined opposition  to  the  policy  which  Sir 
John  Macdonald  has  endeavored  to  make 
the  people  of  Canada  believe  will  be 
successful.  Moreover,  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  how  the  Macdonald  govern- 
ment can  expect  any  commissioners  sent 
here  in  the  name  of  the  Dominion  to  be 
otVicially  rtn-eived.  If  the  British  gov- 
ernment desires  to  enter  into  any  nego- 
tiations with  the  United  States  with  re- 
spect to  reciprocity,  the  negotiations 
will  of  necessity  be  conductetl  through 
the  British  foreign  otlice  and  the 
British  minister  here,  and  it  is 
known  to  be  the  policy  of  the  state 
department  that  no  negotiations  relating 
tij  any  new  questions  with  Canada  will 
be  entered  upon  until  after  the  pending 
controversies  respecting  the  fisheries  and 
the  Bering  sea  question  shall  have  been 
settled.  Sir  Charles  Tupper  and  his  as- 
sociates can  undoubtedly  come  here  as 
private  gentlemen,  and  be  well  received 
as  they  were  before,  but  they  cannot 
complete  any  negotiations.  The  Do- 
minion government  has  no  diplomatic 
relations  with  the  United  States,  and 
cannot  be  placed  on  a  diplomatic  footing 
at  the  state  department  here,  even  with 
the  assent  of  the  British  government. 


AN  UNTIMELY  E^D. 

Something  over  a  year  ago  the  Wimo- 
daughsis  club  was  founded  in  Washing- 
ton. Its  peculiar  name  was  formed  from 
the  first  syllables  of  the  words  wives, 
mothers,  daughters,  sisters,  and  was  in- 
tended to  be  an  index  of  its  character. 
It  was  an  organization  for  social  and  in- 
tellectual improvement.  Classes  for  in- 
struction in  the  arte  and  sciences  were 
formed,  and  the  club  soon  became  a  fad 
among  the  leading  society  women  of  the 
capital  city. 

A  closer  union  of  the  North  and  South 
was  one  of  its  objects.  But  already  the 
club  has  struck  a  snag  on  the  race  ques- 
tion, A  short  time  ago  Fannie  Smith,  a 
young  school  teacher,  was  admitted. 
She  was  white  enough  to  be  easily  mis- 
taken for  a  Caucasian,  but  the  secretar>- 
of  the  club,  Miss  Desha,  sister-in-law  of 
Representative  Breckenridge,  discovered 
that  her  veins  contained  a  trace  of  negro 
blood,  and  Miss  Smith  was  promptly  dis- 
missed. The  Northern  women  in  the 
club  came  to  her  defense.  Miss  Desha 
resigned,  and  all  the  Southern  ladies 
will  leave  with  her. 

The  incident  is  interesting  as  showing 
the  strength  of  the  race  prejudice 
among  Southern  people.  It  ciakes  no 
difference  how  much  white  blood  a  per- 
son has.  If  there  is  the  slightest  trace 
of  negro  lineage,  it  is  sufficient  to  caust- 
social  ostracism,  just  as  in  the  old  days 
it  was  suflBcient  to  bring  the  octoroon  to 
the  auctioneer's  block.  It  is  the  boast 
of  this  country  that  brains  count  for 
more  than  ancestry.  Even  the  Wimo- 
daughsis,  however,  are  not  above  the 
most  narrow  prej  udices  of  race. 


A  USELESS  MISSION. 

The  Canadian  papers  announce  that 
the  government  of  Sir  John  Macdonald 
is  likely  to  send  Sir  Charles  Tupper  and 
some  other  commissioner  to  Washington 
to  negotiate  with  the  state  department 
for  the  restricted  reciprocity  which  the 
Macdonald  government  endeavored  to 
make  a  feature  of  their  campaign.  It  is 
difficult  to  believe  that  any  such  pur- 
pose is  entertained  by  the  tory  govern- 
mept  of  the  Dominion  in  view  of  the 
facts  which   are  so    well  known  here 


THE  USURY  BILL 


Tlie  Superior  Telegram    comments  in 

the  following  pleasing    strain    over    the 

Minnesota  usury  law: 

If  the  Wisconsin  legislature  can  be 
persuaded  to  let  the  question  alone,  it 
would  be  a  good  thing  for  this  state  to 
have  the  Minnesota  legislature  put  the 
finishing  touches  to  the  usury  bill  now 
pending  there.  If  Minnesota  makes  all 
interest  above  8  per  cent  usurious  with 
the  heavy  penalties  at  present  attached 
to  the  bill  that  will  hasten  greatly  the 
downfall  of  Duluth  and  will  insure  a 
good  deal  of  capital  for  Superior  that 
would  otherwise  be  invested  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  and  other  Minnesota  towns 
or  in  farm  mortgagee.  If  all  interest 
above  G  per  cent  were  made  usurious  in 
Minnesota,  that  alone  would  cause  the 
transfer  of  the  business  of  the  Twin  cities 
to  Superior  at  a  rate  which  would  give 
us  a  population  greater  than  that  of 
Minneapolis  before  1895. 

Perhaps  the   Telegram    expects    that 

under    those    circumstances     Superior 

would  be  able  to  borrow  money  enough 

to  pay  taxes  with. 


The  giant  strides  made  by  Minnesota 
in  the  past  decade  have  been  forcibly 
illustrated  by  a  comparison  made  with 
other  states  in  growth  of  population, 
and  it  is  again  shown  in  the  increase  of 
assessed  values.  The  state  auditor's  re- 
port just  issued  shows  that  the  state 
assessment  in  1881  was  a  little  less  than 
$3<X),000,000.  Now  it  is  a  little  over 
$(300,000,000.  The  school  fund  was  tiien 
a  little  less  than  85,000,000.  Now  it  is 
over  $0,000,000,  being  more  than  double 
that  of  any  state  in  the  Union,  Texas 
and  Kansas  alone  excepted,  and  much 
larger  than  either  of  them.

William  Chalmers  Kaq.,  president  of 
the  St.  Croix  Lumber  company,  has  just 
returned  from  a  winter's  visit.  Mr. 
Chalmers  is  one  of  the  best  known 
lumbermen  in  the  Northwent  and  prob 
ably  represents  a  company  whose  annual 
business  is  fully  equal  to  any  in  the 
country.  He  has  rt»flided  in  Minnesota 
thirty  years,  during  which  time  he  has 
given  his  entire  time  to  the  manufacture 
of  pine  lumber,  and  it  is  said  of  him 
that  there  is  hardly  a  quarter  section  of 
pine  timber  in  that  state  that  he  does 
not  know  the  value  of  and  the  number  of 
saw  logs  it  will  yield  to  the  acre. 

Mr.  Chalmers  l>elieves  that  the  supply 
of  good  white  pine  is  rapidly  being  ex- 
hausted, and  that  the  end  of  this  quality 
will  be  reached  when  the  pine  lands  of 
Minnesota  have  been  cleared  of  their 
forests.  White  pine  is  not  found  in  the 
South,  nor  on  the  Pacific.  The  South- 
ern and  mountain  pines  are  mucli 
coarser  and  greatly  inferior.  The  only 
belt  of  white  pine  on  this  continent  is 
that  which  originally  stretched  along 
the  northern  boundary,  from  New  York 
to  Manitoba.  It  has  yielded  a  generous 
supply  for  a  century  past,  but  it  cannot 
be  relied  upon  to  last  many  more  years 
at  the  present  rate  of  consumption.

Romanres  of  the  Bland  Dollars. 

Illustratetl  American:  There  is  a 
curious  story  about  the  head  of  liberty 
on  the  obverse  of  the  Bland  dollar.  This 
is  said  to  be  modelled  from  the  head  of 
Miss  Anna  W.  Williams,  now  instructor 
of  philosophy  and  methods  of  kinder- 
garten training  at  the  Girls  Normal 
school  in  Philadelphia.  At  the  time  the 
Bland  dollar  made  its  first  appearance 
the  secret  leaked  out  soxehow,  and  to 
avoid  the  notoriety  the  most  indefat- 
igable efforts  were  made  to  deny  the 
fact,  and  even  to  this  day  it  is  difficult 
to  get  any  of  Miss  Williams'  friends 
who  are  in  the  secret  to  admit  it.  Her 
□  ame  went  broadcast  over  the  land, 
however  and  from  almost  every  quarter 
of  the  globe  she  was  deluged  with  the 
most  pressing  and  flattering  offers 
of  marriage.  Miss  Williams  was 
a  student  of  the  Academy 
of  Fine  Arts  when  Engraver 
George  Morgan,  who  made  the 
pattern  from  which  the  dollar  was 
copied,  was  casting  about  for  a  model. 
Some  ladies  among  the  students  at  the 
academy  were  selected  to  pose.  The 
contour  of  Miss  Williams'  features  was 
chosen  as  coming  nearest  to  the  pure 
Grecian  ideal.  Before  the  pattern  was 
finally  adopted  it  was  sent  lo  the 
academy  to  get  the  opinion  of  some  art- 
ists as  to  its  artistic  merits.  The  profile 
was  criticized  in  several  particulars, 
chief  among  which  was  what  was  re- 
garded as  a  too  prominent  chin.  But 
the  authorities  at  the  mint  thought  it 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  types  of  faces 
that  was  ever  submitted  for  the  head  of 
a  coin,  and  it  was  adopted.  As 
to  its  strong  resemblance  to  the 
original,  those  who  see  Miss  Williams 
oftenest  are  best  able  to  testify.  It  is 
considered  a  good  likeness,  but  drawn 
probably  somewhat  finer  than  the  living 
model.  Mr.  Morgan,  by  the  way,  is  an 
Englishman,  and  some  people  insist  that 
he  was  managed  to  declare  bis  origin  in 
the  "Bland"  dollar.  By  holding  the  coin 
with  the  date  uppermost,  and  cover  the 
figure  with  the  finger  on  a  line  across 
the  eye  to  the  hair,  the  profile  develops 
a  likeness  of  Kidg  George,  the  chin  being 
his  nose.  Holding  the  coin  in  the  same 
position,  and  covering  the  medallion  on 
a  line  from  the  chin  to  the  baee  of  the 
cap,  the  curl  of  the  hair  develops  a  lion 
with  its  nose  facing  left.

OettluK  Hott«r  and  the   Efl'evt   Upon   Our 
Little  Karth. 

[New  York  Herald.] 
M.  Tacchini,  the  Italian  astronomer, 
and  M.  Marchand,  of  the  Observatory  of 
Lyons,  have  just  presented  to  the  Paris 
academy  independent  but  accordant  re- 
sults of  taeir  solar  observations.  It 
seems  that  since  the  end  of  1889  (when 
there  was  a  sun  spot  minimum)  the 
folar  fires  have  increased  in  fervor.  In 
1880  M.  Marchand  reports  that  there 
were  only  twenty-nine  groups  of  spots, 
while  in  18'.K)  there  were  forty  three 
groups,  and  that  the  total  surface  of  the 
latter  was  nearly  twice  as  great  as  that 
of  the  foraier.  The  methods  hitherto 
employed  to  decide  whether  such 
changes  afreet  the  earth  have  been  mis- 
leading. It  by  no  means  follows  that 
years  during  which  the  sun's  furnaces 
are  burnin?  with  exceptional  fierceness 
should  be  ;rear8  of  extremely  high  tem- 
perature over  the  earth's  land  masses. 
For  the  surplus  solar  heat  in  such  years 
may  be  so  largely  absorbed  by  the  earth's 
oceanic  messes,  which  e.xceed  those  of 
land  almost  in  the  proportion  of  eight  to 
three,that  at  our  meteorological  stations 
thermometers  will  still  only  register  but 
a  trifle  moi-e  than  the  normal  tempera- 
ture. Moreover,  when  the  sun  is  hot- 
test, evaporation  from  the  earth's  water 
surfaces  is  so  much  in  excess  that  the 
increased  cloudiness  makes  our  tem- 
perature neans  unusually  low. 

But  when  we  compare  the  strongly 
ontrasted  spring-like  winter  of  1889-90 
and  the  rigorous  winter  of  1890-91  in 
Europe  with  the  contemporaneous  con- 
ditions of  solar  activity,  we  apparently 
get  some  important  light  on  the  ques- 
tion. In  the  light  of  the  Herald's  dis 
cussion  of  these  two  winters,  and  espe- 
cially of  its  editorials  of  Jan.  3  and  29i,h 
ult.  on  the  late  intense  frosts  in  Europe, 
it  seems  evident  that  the  sun  epot 
theory  wil  soon  yield  most  important 
clews  to  the  prediction  of  abnormally 
severe  and  mild  seasons.  As  we  have 
previously  shown,  the  great  winter  "cold 
waves"  of  the  northern  continents  are 
due  to  enormous  upper  currents  of  air 
forced  out  of  the  Southern  hemisphere 
by  the  sur 's  expansive  force  when  he  is 
south  of  tlie  equator.  In  the  winter  of 
1889-90,  when  the  solar  fires  were  burn- 
ing feebly,  this  expansive  force  was  in- 
suflBcient  to  create  exceptionally  large, 
cold  breeding  anti-cyclones  in  the  north- 
ern hemisphere.  But,  with  the  recent 
augmentatiion  of  solar  activity  recorded 
by  Professors  Tacchini  and  Marchand, 
this  effect  was  produced  on  a  scale  suffi- 
ciently great  to  lock  Europejand  Asia  in 
the  prolonged  grasp  of  the  frost  king. 

If  when  the  sun  spots  are  multiplying 
as  is  now  the  case,  the  generally  dis- 
turbed condition  of  photosphere  ie, 
according  to  Professors  Young  and  Lang- 
ley,  "necessarily  accompanied  by  an  in- 
creased radiation"  of  solar  heat,  the 
eccentricities  of  the  recent  seasons  in 
America  and  Europe  can  be  explained 
by  the  resulting  variation  in  the  volume 
and  velocity  of  the  great  upper  air  cur- 
rent which  comes  out  of  the  Southern 
hemisphere,  crogpes  the  equator  and  de- 
scends upon  ourNorthern  continent  with 
frost  breeiling  effct.  In  the  winter  of 
each  hemisphere.  Professor  Ferrel  shows 
the  air  of  i;he  higher  strata  flows  from 
the  warmer  hemisphere  to  the  colder 
one."  This  upper  current  sometimes  an- 
nounces its  movements  as  far  north  as 
Lyons,  France,  by  the  deposit  of  the 
celebrated  "red  dust"  or  "blood  rains," 
due  to  impalpable  colored  sand,  which 
Humbolt  saw  rising  into  it  from  the 
valley  of  t  le  Frinoco.

A  meeting  of  the  stonecutters  of  Du- 
luth  was  held  a  day  or  two  ago  at  which 
the  wage  and  hours  of  work  question 
was  discussed.  A  good  many  speeches 
were  made  and  it  was  decided  to  de- 
mand forty-tive  cents  an  hour  and  eight 
hours'  work  a  day.  Quinby  A  Omeis,  as 
the  leading  stone  contractors  at  the 
head  of  the  lake  were  asked  for  their 
views  and  offered  to  pay  forty  and  forty- 
five  cents  an  hour  according  to  the  skill 
of  the  men,  and  to  give  a  nine-hour  day. 
This  was  accepted. 

It  is  expected  there  will  be  more  work 
for  Duluth  stonecutters  this  year  than 
ever  before  except  for  a  short  time  last 
fall,  when  the  Lyceum  contract  was 
being  rushed.  Quinby  A  Omeis  are  not 
only  putting  in  a  couple  more  steam 
derricks  and  enlarging  their  dock,  but 
are  to  add  a  new  gang  of  steam  saws, 
and  nearly  double  their  capacity.  The 
Flag  River  Stone  company  is  intending 
to  add  a  second  gang  of  saws  also,  and 
the  two  concerns  are  both  growing  very 
rapidly.       

THE  CITY  WINS. 

Railways  Must  Fay  Taxes  on  L.and8  I^eased 
for  General  PurposeA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  proceedings  to 
enforce  payment  of  taxes  on  real  estate 
delinquent  on  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary, 1888,  for  The  County  of  St.  tiouia  vs. 

The  St.  Paul  A  Duluth  railroad,  on  trial 
before  the  ftate  supreme  court,  on  appeal 
from  the  district  court  of  this  county, 
decision  was  given  yesterday  in  St.  Paul. 

The  syllabus  was  given  as  follows:  "A 
tract  of  land  own»»d  by  a  railway  corpora- 
tion upon  which  it  had  constructed  a 
dock  or  wharf,  renting  the  same  to  an- 
other corporation  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ii«-s8  of  Belling  and  shipping  coal,  and 
for  the  purposes  of  such  business,  ia  not 
♦-xempt  from  ordinary  taxation,  as  prop- 
erty held  by  the  terms  of  the  lease  the 
tenant  was  under  obligation  to  perform 
certain  service  in  its  line  of  business  for 
the  railway  corporation, and  also  obliged 
to  furnish  a  certain  amount  of  freight 
annually  for  transportation  over  its  lines 
of  railway." 

The  case  involved  the  property  used 
by  the  Northwestern  Fuel  company  as 
coal  dock  No.  1,  and  is  of  importance 
not  only  as  it  affects  this  property,  but 
large  amounts  of  other  improved  and 
rented  property  as  well.

The  mayor,  city  attorney  and  Aid.  T. 
\V.  Hugo  returned  this  morning  from  St. 
Paul,  where  the  lines  for  a  compromise 
on  the  Weet  Duluth  charter  fight  were 
laid  down  late  last  night. 

It  was  a  very  hard  matter  to  come  to 
any  compromise  at  all.  After  the  mat- 
ter had  been  practically  settletl 
here  some  of  the  West  Duluth 
delegation  kicked  over  the  traces  and 
knocked  the  whole  thing  over.  Yester- 
day a  new  deal  had  to  l^  made.  A  bill 
will  bt>  drawn  by  the  city  attorney 
which  will  pass  without  opposition  es- 
tablishing the  future  limits  of  Duluth 
after  ISld.  It  will  extend  from  a  point 
two  miles  beyond  I^eeter  Park  to  Fond 
du  Lac.  It  will  provide,  that  Lakeside 
be  annexed  to  Duluth,  Jan  1,  18U3, 
Ironton  and  West  Duluth  Jan.  1,  1804. 
and  New  Duluth  Jan.  1,  18*A").  The  ter- 
ritory north  of  the  city  will  be  annexed 
at  once. 

In  the  original  agreement  there  was  a 
clause  stating  that  these  suburbs  would 
be  admitte<.l  at  any  time  previous  to  the 
dates  named  when  a  majority  vote  of  the 
people  in  any  one  of  them  would  declare 
for  it.  This  clause  had  to  be  stricken 
out,  because  part  of  the  West  Duluth 
delegation  were  afraid  that  the  people 
would  vote  for  annexation  before  181)4. 

This  agreement  has  been  ratified  by  all 
parties  and  Representative  Boyd  has 
agreed  not  to  oppose  a  measure  of  this 
kind.  A  general  law  is  to  be  passed 
giving  special  powers  to  villages  of  over 
2lX)0  inhabitants  in  the  matter  of  making 
publir  improvementti.  One  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  compromise  measure  is 
that  each  of  the  separate  little  munici- 
palities annexed  to  Duluth  as  well  as 
Duluth  herself  shill  be  responsible  for 
and  settle  up  their  own  debts  contracted 
prier  to  annexation. 

These  compromises  are  very  unsatis- 
factory to  Representative  Kendall,  but 
it  was  the  very  best  which  could  be  ob- 
tained considering  the  fact  that  Duluth 
had  to  fight  the  combined  influence  of 
Weet  Superior  and  the  state  house  gang, 
from  the  governor  down  to  the  dairy 
commi'isioners.  The  governor's  ex- 
p  rivate  secretary,  R.  C.  Elliott,  made  a 
personal  request  of  almost  every  senator 
and  representative  in  the  legislature.  He 
would  state:  ''You  know  my  influence 
with  Governor  Merriam.  If  you  vote  for 
a  charter  for  West  Duluth,  I  shall 
regard  it  as  a  personal  favor  and  will  as- 
sist you  in  any  way  possible.  Duluth 
has  a  debt  of  $18,000,00:)  and  is  trying  to 
coerce  West  Duluth  to  join  it.  I  will  be 
worth  J2.j,000  if  West  Duluth  gets  a 
separate  charter."  There  statements 
come  to  the  ears  of  Duluthians  from 
many  sources  and  a  madder  gang  could 
not  be  found  than  the  Duluth  delega- 
tion. City  Assessor  Cooley  and  ex- 
Mayor  Sutphin  met  Mr.  Elliott  in  the 
capital  and  proceeded  to  cut  his  measure 
in  choice  English  after  a  fashion  which 
made  him  exceedingly  weary. 


The  Important  "Overlapping:  Grants' 
How  LawiiultH  are  Avoided. 

To  a  Herald  reporter  recently  Judge 
Templeton  of  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  gave  a 
few  facts  concerning  the  supreme  court 
decision  in  the  matter  of  overlapping 
land  grants  in  favor  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific and  against  the  Great  Northern,  in 
the  Ived  river  valley  that  will  help  toward 
a  distinct  understanding  of  the  vexed 
question. 

"The  decision,"  he  said,  "will  affect  the 
lands  claimed  in  the  Red  river  valley  in 
North  Dakota  to  the  extent  of  forty 
miles  either  side  of  Fargo.  This  will 
save  the  occupants  of  lands  in  Fargo  and 
also  preserve  the  settlers  who  have  pur- 
chiised  lands  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
within  the  forty-mile  limits  their  rights 
as  against  the  Great  Northern  claim. 
This  takes  in  most  of  the  Grandiu  farm, 
and  there  is  some  doubt  on  a  point  which 
may  take  in  all  of  this  farm. 

"No  legal  opinion  can  be  obtained  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  fifty-mile  limit  is 
also  preserved  in  the  law.  If  that  is  the 
case  the  rights  of  settlers  for  fifty  uailes 
north  of  Fargo  will  be  preserved.  The 
court  holds  that  the  Northern  Pacific  is 
entitled  to  lands  fifty  miles  on  each  side 
of  its  roail  as  definitely  located;  that  al- 
though the  Great  Northern  ana  its  pre- 
decessors were  granted  lands  in  ISoT, 
that  by  releasing  these  grants  for  other 
grants  and  by  the  changing  of  its  pro- 
jected line  to  other  points  it  lost  the 
benefit  of  the  grant  of  1857.  W  hen  the 
line  to  St.  Vincent  was  again  revived  by 
the  act  of  1805  the  priority  of  the  title, 
the  court  holds,  became  vested  in  the 
Northern  Pacific." 

"Vou  will  recollect,"  he  said,  "that  the 
first  decision  gave  these  lands  to  the 
Groat  Northern,  and  it  was  evident  that 
a  tremendous  amount  of  lawsuit  and 
loss  must  be  sustained,  but  the  next  day 
the  Northern  Pacific  got  a  final  judg- 
ment which  saves  all  suits  and  is  a  great 
boon  to  thousands  of  settlers  and  own- 
ers of  lots  in  all  towns  affected."

The  Port  Arthur  Herald  says  that 
Capt.  Eberts,  who  has  been  getting  sup- 
plies for  work  in  the  new  iron  district, 
left  Wednesday  in  company  with  Mr.  J.

THE  WINTERS  FIRE  LOSS. 

The  tire  loss  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  in  February  amounts  to  $9,226,- 
5C0.  This  is  $1,839,475  more  than  the 
fire  lose  in  February,  ISTD,  but  that  was 
exceptionally  light  The  fire  loss  in  the 
first  month  of  the  present  year  was 
$2,051,003  in  escees  of  that  in  January, 
first  month  1S90.  ^  So  far  this  year, 
therefore,  says  the  Milwaukee  Wiscon- 
sin, the  maintenance  of  the  great  .\meri- 
can  ash-heap  has  cost  nearly  ?4,003,CCK) 
more  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year.  The  loss  by  fire  during  the 
three  winter  months  of  18C0-91  and  the 
corresponding  season  of  1889-90  com- 
pares as  follows:

THE  BRAZILIAN   TREATY 

If  any  doubts  existed  that  the  reports 
adverse  to  the  reciprocity  treaty  pur- 
porting to  come  from  Brazil  were  the 
malicious  contrivances  of  jealous  Euro- 
pean merchants  or  of  jealous  American 
newspapers,  such  doubts  are  removed  by 
the  authoritative  news  which  has  lately 
come  to  the  state  department  that  the 
treaty  has  been  formally  proclaimed, 
and  that  in  accordance  with  its  provis- 
ions Brazilian  ports  have  been  opened 
to  American  producta 

Thus  is  concluded  a  great  triumph  for 
American  business  interests,  and  a  great 
triumph  for  American  diplomacy.  The 
result  carries  dismay  to  our  enemies  on 
both  sides  of  the  ocean.  The  proclama- 
tion of  the  treaty  by  the  government  or- 
gan in  Rio  Janeiro  is  all  the  more  grati- 
fying because  of  the  friendly  assurances 
with  which  it  is  accompanied.  The  Bra- 
zilian people  warmly  appreciate  the 
prompt  and  fraternal  greeting  by  which 
the  United  States  welcomed  the  new  re- 
public to  the  circle  of  free  and  independ- 
ent nations.  Reciprocity,  which  means 
America  for  the  Americans,  and  "hands 
off'  to  the  jealous  and  coveting  mon- 
archies of  Europe,  marches  bravely    on. 


The  Moorhead  News  speaks  of  Hon. 
S.  G.  Comstock  in  terms  that  can  but  be 
echoed  by  every  newspaper  in  the  Fifth 
district:  "Hon.  S.  G.  Comstock  reached 
home  Saturday  morning  and  is  once 
more  a  private  citizen.  His  defeat  was 
a  loes  which  hia  district  will  surely  feel. 
No  congressman  ever  worked  harder  or 
more  earnestly  than  Mr.  Comstock  has 
for  his  constituents,  and  we  believe  that 
one  term  of  Kittle  Halvorsen  will  be 
suGBcient  to  convince  theoa  that  an  error 
was  made  when  Mr.  Comstock  was  sacri- 
ficed. The  reapportionment  of  the  state 
put  Mr.  Halvorsen  in  another  district, 
but  leaves  Mr.  Comstock  still  in  thia  one 
—the  new  Seventh.  The  new  district  in 
the  last  election  gave  a  small  alliance 
majority;  whether  it  will  again  or  not  no 
one  knows,  but  what  republicans  there 
are  in  it,  we  are  certain,  will  rally  to  the 
support  of  S.  G.  Comstock  in  '92  and 
have  the  pleasure  of  voting  for  him 
whether  he  is  elected  or  not." 
QDuluth  is,  by  fortunes  of  war,  in 
another  district,  but  Mr.  Comstock  has 
the  beet  wishes  and  the  heartiest  good 
will  of  this  city  which  hopes  for  his  re- 
turn to  congress.  Coming  after  Knute 
Nelson  and  representing  a  district  great 
in  size  and  of  diverse  and  occasionally 
warring  interests,  the  place  which  Mr 
Comstock  had  to  fill  was  a  large  one  and 
a  hard  one,  but  there  was  no  dried  pea 
about  him  nor  never  a  rattling  in  the 
pod  during  his  seat  in  the  halls  of  the 
house.  He  has  not  been  a  talker  but  a 
worker,  and  his  work  has  always  told. 
Duluth  has  every  reason  to  regard  Mr. 
Comstock  with  the  liveliest  interest. 


The  launching  of  two  monster  iron- 
clads at  Portsmouth,  has  inspired  the 
English  press  to  review  the  naval  revolu- 
tion, accomplished  in  Victoria's  reign. 
And  indeed  it  is  wonderful.  The  queen 
found  the  navy  wood,  and  today  it  is 
steel ;  the  largest  vessel  in  commission 
when  she  came  to  the  throne  measured 
4000  tons;  the  displacement  of 
the  Royal  Sovereign  is  14,000. 
In  1837  the  navy  used  sails. 
The  few  steamers  that  had  been  built 
were  stumpy  paddle-wheelers  of  small 
displacement.  Now  masts  are  going  and 
twenty  knots  an  hour  is  d^anded. 
Then    the   sixty-eight  pounder    was    a 


heavy  gun;  now  guns  are  used  that 
will  send  a  shot  more  than  ten 
times  heavier.  But  John  Bull  in 
his  complacency  forgets  that  the  great 
improvements  he  has  made  have  been 
copies;  that  the  United  States  had  the 
first  screw  war  steamer;  that  France 
built  the  first  ironclad  fioating  batteries; 
that  the  United  States  first  used  the 
eleven-inch  gun  on  shipboard.  But  John 
Bull  need  not  lay  these  facts  to  heart. 
He  is  today  far  ahead  of  the  originals. 


Dispatches  from  Honolulu  represent 
the  struggle  between  Liliuokalani  and 
her  cabinet  as  due  to  the  queen's  honest 
belief  that  it  is  within  her  prerogative  to 
dismiss  the  oouncillors  of  Kalakaua  and 
form  a  new  ministry.  The  cabinet  on 
the  other  hand  hold  that  they  can  be 
turned  out  only  by  the  passage  of  a  vote 
of  want  of  confidence  by  the  legislature. 
At  the  latest  mail  dates  the  cabinet  was 
understood  to  have  decided  to  hold  on 
until  the  supreme  court  had  passed  on 
the  oonstituionsl  question  raised.  It 
was  believed  that  the  court  would  bus 
tain  the  cabinet.  Well  informed  corre- 
spondents state  in  private  let- 
ters that  this  cabinet  question  is 
merely  an  incident  in  a  wider  movement; 
that  Hawaii  is  in  the  midst  of  transition 
from  a  monarchy  to  a  republic,  and  a 
little  retardation  or  acceleration  is  of 
small  importance.  The  main  solicitude 
At,  present  of  the  foreign  residents  is  for 
assurance  that  the  queen  will  try  to 
lead  the  native  people  towards  purity 
and  Christianity  and  away  from  vice  and 
superstition.  Of  this  there  is  hope,  but 
no  grounded  assurance,  as  there  are  cur- 
rent reports  that  the  queen  is  at  heart  a 
reactionist  socially  as  well  as  politically. 
The  cloud  over  Hawaii  is  growing  and 
likely  to  burst  this  year. 


The  result  of  the  municipal  elections 
in  New  York  state  do  not  receive  much 
attention  from  tne  democratic  news- 
papers, except  the  New  York  Sun,  which 
calls  its  party  to  note  these  facts:  **In 
Xovember,  1891,  there  will  be  an  elec- 
tion in  New  York,  of  the  highest  impor- 
tance to  the  democratic  party  of  the 
.state  and  of  the  nation.  If  the  repub- 
licans carry  that  election,  they  will  ex- 
pect, and  they  will  be  justified  in  ex- 
pecting, that  the  electorial  vote  of  New 
York  will  be  cast  for  the  republican 
candidate  for  president  in  1892.  In 
Alarch,  1891,  the  democrats  of  New  York 
lire  routed,  and  the  republicans  success- 
ful beyond  their  hopes,  in  the  municipal 
elections.  This  is  no  good  omen  for  the 
fall  election," 


Eight  states  have  adopted  ballot  re- 
form laws  this  year,  making  the  total 
dumber  of  such  enactments  to  date 
twenty-one.  The  politicians  of  Maine 
and  New  Hampshire  in  New  England 
still  hold  out  against  the  reform,  which 
indicates  a  controlling  desire  not  to  re- 
linquish the  bad  methods  that  the  Aus- 
tralian system  would  render  impossibla

A  writer  in 
a  New  York  musical  paper,  the  Ameri- 
can Musician,  found  fault  with  his  ap- 
pearance at  the  Lotus  club  reception  be- 
-ause  there  was  some  slight  defect  in  the 
iHit  or  the  style  or  the  fit  of  his  coat. 
This  aroused  the  sarcasm  and  the  biting 
propensities  of  the  musician,  and  he 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  editor  of  the  paper 
which  is  a  crusher,  noteworthy  for  its 
humor,  its  good  nature  and  its  keen 
edge.  It  so  charmed  the  editor  that  in 
uammeatint;  upon  it  he  declares  tbat  in 
the  event  of  any  accident  happening  that 
might  disable  Scharwenka  from  playing 
the  piano,  he  (the  editor)  will  be  glad  to 
i<ive  him  a  position  on  the  editorial  staff 
of  the  paper.  Here  is  the  letter.  It  is 
worth  reading: 

New  York,  Feb.  16. — My  Respected 
Friend — As  I  know  how  zealously  you 
come  forward  in  behalf  of  persecuted  in- 
nocence, and  spare  neither  trouble  nor 
expense  to  protect  young  and  struggling 
talent  against  malicious  representa- 
tions, I  venture  to  invoke  your  aid  and 
protectio  i  and  entreat  you  to  publish 
these  lines. 

The  encouraging  words  which  I  have 
received  from  circles  of  friends  had 
lulled  me  into  sweet  dreams,  and  I  fondly 
imagined  that  public  opinion  respecting 
ray  artistic  qualifications  had  been  solid 
in  my  favor.  Hence  I  am  filled  with 
grief  and  woe  at  seeing  that  a  writer 
in  the  American  Musician  does  not  like 
my  coat. 

On  a  character  so  kindly  an  gentle  as 
mine  this  deadly  circumstance  would 
have  produced  no  effect  if  the  honor  of 
my  Berlin  tailor  had  not  been  involved. 
My  conviction  is  that  the  respected  con- 
tributor to  the  American  Musician  has 
been  influenced  by  mere  envy  in  xepress- 
ing  such  a  derogatory  judgment  at  my 
clothes;  for  judging  by  the  professional 
glance  with  which  the  pitiless  critic  so 
cruelly  treats  my  best  coat,  the  severe 
gentleman  must  once  on  a  time  have 
been  a  tailor,  which  explains  why  he 
wanted  to  stick  his  needle  into  it. 

Every  tailors'  trades  union  in  the 
world  will  undoubtealy  lament  that  they 
have  lost  such  a  colleague,  who  now  de- 
votes his  shears  to  the  service  of  journal- 
ism. 

Now,  do  not  get  mad  my  dear  Ameri- 
can Musician.  I  am  not  a  bad  sort  of 
a  fellow,  and  if  you'll  just  say  a  good 
word  or  two  for  me  I'll  be  pacified  and 
order  my  next  coat  from  you.  Yours 
sincerely.

With  the  Raging  Sea  as  Enemy  to  the 

Fisher    Folk  and   Their 

Children. 


Pilgrim ing    in  many    lands,    I    have 
been  much  among  their  waterside  folk— 
with  the  fishermen  of  Algiers,  who  are  a 
conglomerate    race  of    Greeks,  Italians, 
Spaniards  and  Arabs;  with  the  fishermen 
of  Sicily,  gloomy  and  voioeltvss  as  Gipsy 
dogs;  with  thoee  of  Barcelona,  the  giants 
of  the  south   of   Spaio;    with  Biscayan, 
Breton  and    Cornish    fishermen,  super- 
stitious   and    sodden    above    all  others; 
with  the  brave  kind  men  of  Claddagb,  at 
Galway,  and  those  along    the  wondrous 
Kerry  coast;  with  the  lazy  fishermen    of 
the  dreamy  Azores,  who,  transferred    to 
our  own  coasts,  prove  the  most  valuable 
recruits  to  our  east  shore    tishing  fleets; 
with  the  cap-and-tasseled  Pescadores    of 
Cuba,  brigands    ail    in   looks  and  ways; 
with  the  squatty  Eskimos  of  the  Liabra 
dor  coast,  satistietl    with  any  fruitajre  of 
the  deep,  which  will    barely  sustain  life; 
with  the  crofter- fisher  of  the  north-Scot- 
tish and  Shetland  coasts;  and  with  our 
own    brave    Gloucester    men    who  risk 
their  Uvea  upon  the  Grand  Banks,  and 
the    'Quoddy    fishermen,  whose     chief 
quarry  is  the  herring,  all  along  the  grand 
Mame  coast  to  the  mist-wreathed  crags 
of  wild  Alanan— and    I  have  been    con- 
tinually impressed  with  the  almost  in- 
definable and  wholly  indescribable  sad- 
ness that  seems  to  brood  over  and  among 
all  this  class  of  people. 

It  is  in  their  cabins  and  homely  social 
life.    It  is  in  their  voices  and  looks.    In 
repose,  it  sets  on    their   faces    pitifully. 
Roused    into    some   great     activity,  in 
storm,  in  taking  tish,  or  in  saving  lives, 
they  have,  grand,    earnest   faces,    these 
fishermen.    But  in  the  quiet  hourSjthere 
i  s  something  hunted,    wearied,  worried, 
dreading  and  dreadful,  to  be  read  in  the 
lines  of  their  faces,    in    the    tremulous- 
ness  of  their    voices,    and    in  the    light  i 
which  shines  from   their  eyes,    that    all 
their  brave  and  hearty  ways  cannot  hide 
or  disguise.    It    is  as    if   the  sea,  from 
which  they  live,  had  whispered  in  secret 
to  each  consciousness  some  savage  threat 
of  reprisal ;  as  if    over    every    little  com- 
fort, home,  joy,  or    well-earned    content, 
hung  the  spectre-hand  of   fate,    coming 
closer  to  the  inner  vision  every  time  the 
fisherman's  heart  grows  glad.    In   what- 
ever degree  this  is  universal,  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  more  marked  among  the  fisher- 
men   of    Yarmouth    than    I    have  ever 
found  it  elsewhere    revealed.    I  believe 
Dickens  saw  and  felt  this    here   at    this 
old  fishing-port,  when  he  created  out  of 
his  great  and  tender  heart  the  pathetic 
characters    of    the    Peggottys;— simple, 
tender;  true;  scorning  baseness;  resolute 
in  all  manly  attributes:  majestic  in  suf- 
fering and  forgiveness;  and  through  and 
over  all,  the  pathetic  thread  of    sadness, 
quivering  like  an  endless    plaint    in    a 
melodious  though  mournful  song. 
*       ♦        + 
It  is  surely  here  among  all  these  thou- 
sands of  Yarmouth  fishermen,  wives  and 
bairns.     The  upward,  far  look    in    their 
eyes,  has  come  as  a  heritage  of  centuries 
of  dolor  and  loss.    The  set,  stern    shut- 
ting of  the  jaws    and    lips,    tells   better 
than  history  can  of  the   endless   fisher- 
fight  against  the  elements  and  poverty. 
For  that  matter,  all    old  Yarmouth  folk 
have  the  resolute,  half  defiant  expression 
that  tells  as  plainly  as  book  can:    ''This 
is  Yarmouth,  as  you  see  it,  because   we 
have  battled  with  the    sea  a  thousand 
years!" 

And  BO  they  have.  A  desperate  and 
unceasing  struggle  against  the  elements 
was  necessary  on  the  part  of  Yarmouth 
folk,  past  and  present,  to  retain  their 
very  existence,  as  well  as  their  trade  in 
herringa  The  history  of  the  Dutch  in 
their  battles  for  the  preservation  of 
their  dykes  against  the  gnawing  of  the 
sea,  cannot  surpass  the  record  of  Yar- 
mouth folk  in  their  struggles  to  preserve 
their  port.  For  hundreds  of  years  it 
was  the  ever-recurring  victim  of  de- 
structive tempests  and  shifting  sands. 
Seven  different  harbors  were  excavated 
between  the  middle  of  the  fourteenth 
century  and  the  time  of  Elizabeth. 
While  the  storms  and  the  sands  were 
destroying  one  harbor  after  another, 
war,  rebellion,  pestilence  and  famine 
assailed  the  brave  Yarmouth  folk  ashore. 
In  the  old  books  one  can  read  how  they 
sold  their  church-plate,  bells  and  vest- 
ments for  funds  to  preserve  the  harbor. 
Again  you  can  find  where  every  inhabi- 
tant, save  the  shipwrights  at  work  on  her- 
ring-boats were  compelled  to  labor  three 
days  of  every  week,  on  Sunday,  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  at  the  excavations.  They 
worked  first  end  worshiped  afterwards, 
inEastAnglia,in  those  rigorous  old  days. 
At  another  time,  when  the  danger  was 
imminent,  the  precious  store  of  the 
town's  gunpowder  was  sold  for  means 
with  which  to  save  the  port.  And  again, 
when  the  seas  had  almost  buried  the 
wharves  and  town  in  sand,  the  entire  in- 
habitants, divided  into  four  bands, 
labored  day  and  night  for  months,  and 
Yarmouth  was  saved.  The  seventh  har- 
boT  done,  it  has  since  stood,  the  greatest 
monument  to  human  pluck  and  invinci- 
bility that  can  be  found  in  ail  Britain 
ttmay. 

Now  as  of  old  the  merchants  of  Yar- 
mouth, Lowestoft,  Gorelston  and  other 
near  ports,  tit  out  larged  decked  boats  of 
from  fifty  to  eighty  tons  burthen,  the 
Yarmouth  and  near  coast  fleet  number- 
ing perhaps  1500  of  these  vessels.  Each 
one  is  mannned  with  a  master,  mate, 
haweeman,  walempn,  net  rope  man, 
net  Btower,  and  about  half  a 
dozen  laborers  or  "capstern  men."  All 
tnese  engage  to  serve  during  the  sea- 
son, at  stipulated  wages,  with  an  allow- 
ance of  a  certain  sum  in  money,  for 
every  "last"  of  herrings  taken. 
All  the  herring  taken  along  the  east  of 
England  coast  are  marketed  at  Yar- 
mouth, and  are  either  shipped  fresh,  in 
carload  lots,  to  the  London  fisamongers, 
or  are  transformed  by  salting  and  smok- 
i  g  int;>  "Yarmouth  bloaters,"  for  ahip- 
n  ent  t )  all  parts  of  the  world  in  the 
little  pine  boxes,  which  from  time  im- 
memorial have  adorned  grocery  store 
windows.  Every  boat  is  furnished  with 
about  100  nets,  each  of  which  is  21 
yards  lontr,  and  about  25  feet  deep. 
These  are  f  ist-ined  in  a  length  to  a  "war- 
rope"  by  cords  which  the  men  cali  "sea- 
sons," each  of  which  is  18  feet  in  length. 
The  nets  are  floated  by  corks,  and  the 
"war-ropes"  by  tubs,  or  buoys.  The 
trade  affords  the  principal  means  of  sub- 
sistence to  about  30C0  fishermen,  6000 
braiders,  Ijeetsters,  towers,  rivers,  ferry- 
men, carpenters,  caulkers,  etc.,  besides 
the  number  of  seamen  employed  in  car- 

Sing  the  fish  to  foreign  markets,  and 
e  commercial  class  engaged  in  con- 
ducting the  gigantic  industry;  as  well  as 
partial  support  to  fully  '20.000  people 
from  the  "North  Countrie,"  and  near 
provincial  districts,  variously  employed 
at  odds  and  ends  of  labor  connected  with 
the  herring  fishing  during  the  height  of 
its  season.

A  night  with  the  Yarmouth  herring 


fleet  is  replete  with  interest  and  often 
with    excitement.      On   more  than  one 
occasion  have  I  been  rooked  in  the  cradle 
of    the    North  Sea  in  no  gentle  fashion 
aboard  these  herring  smacks,  but  great 
storms    during    the  herring  season  are 
rare  exceptions.     About  4  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  the  mass  of  smacks  along  the 
quays  begin  to  swarm  with  men;  and 
half  the  city  folk,  after  an  old  custom, 
straggle  up  and  down  the  quays  to  wit- 
ness   the   daily  departure   of    the  fleet. 
You    will    fincl    each    crew  particularly 
busy  "laying  on"  the  nets,  that  is,  fold- 
ing them  in  a  great  level  pile  in  the  hold. 
This  is  a  work  of  the  greatest  nicety,  so 
that  when  the  nets  are  "shot,"  or  cast 
into    the  sea.  they  do  not  become  en- 
tangled.   While  being  "laid  on"  the  nets 
are  joinetl  together  by  knotting  the  back 
ropes  of  each  net    The  buoys  are  at  the 
same  time  attached.      While  three  iren 
are     engaged      in     this     folding,    one 
attaches     the     sinkers,     and     another 
is     busied     folding     the     back    rope. 
This  done,   one    by  one    the  fleet,  hun- 
dreds upon  hundreils  of   these  smacks, 
drift  gently  out  of  the  Yare-mouth,  and 
across  the   Yarmouth    Roads,  into    the 
open  sea.    As  the  twilight  falls  the  old 
city  sinks  from  sight  into  its  siind-dunes. 
What  at  flrst  was  a  semi  circle  of  bright 
color    from    the    thousands  of  pleasure 
seekers   along     the     beach,   gradually 
merges  into  a  line  of  rose  above  another 
of  white;  these    blend    into  a  ribbon  of 
purple;  and  then    the  city  lights   show 
like   faint,    far   stars   lying  across    the 
horizon,  beneath  the  darkening  purples 
of     the    western    sky,    the    Yarmouth 
beacon-light      blazing    brightly    above, 
alongside     St.    Nichola's    grim,  square 
tower.    To  the    north    and  south,  from 
the  east  shore  ports,  it  seems  as  though 
a  thousand  other  sail  had    met  us  there; 
all  floating  between  the  dark  waters  and 
the  paler   eastern    horizon    sky    like   a 
myriad  sea-fowl  resting  silently  upon    a 
vast  expanse  of  sea. 

But  all  these  thousands  or  more 
smacks  are  moving;  each  gently  tacking 
here  and  there  for  a  suitable  fishing- 
ground'  Here  and  there  sails  are  being 
furled,  and  masts  lowered,  denoting  that 
the  business  of  the  night  with  the  gfeat 
fleet,  manned  by  perhaps,  8003  men,  has 
already  begun.  Soon  it  comes  our  turn, 
net  after  net  flies  over  the  side,  as  we 
float  with  the  tide,  trailing  at  least  a 
mile  behind  us,  like  a  majestic  sea  ser- 
pent, the  corks  and  buoys  dancing  on 
the  waters  farther  than  the  eye  can 
reach.  Then  the  cook  calls  us  below  to 
the  "den"  for  supper.  A  queer  little 
place  it  is.  One  can  hardly  stand  up- 
right in  it.  On  either  side  are  the  sleep- 
ing berths  for  a  crew  of  eight.  There  is 
a  good  American  stove,  on  which  the 
supper  has  been  cooked,  and  a  tiny  table 
at  which  four  of  us  can  sit  at  one  time 
and  eat.    And  how  we  do  eat! 


LEDDELL    KILLED. 


Oanffbt  Under  tho  Wheels  of   h  Train  and 
Terribly  MMUKled. 

Last  evening  S.  F.  Leddell,  lately  of 
the  realty  firm  of  Merritt  &,  Leddell,  was 
almost  instantly  killed.  He  was  run 
over  and  dragged  by  a  train  of  cars  on 
the  short  trestle  just  west  of  Garfield 
avenue,  and  died  before  he  could  be 
taken  to  shelter.  Tliere  is  a  good  deal 
of  question  as  to  how  Leddell  came  to  be 
on  the  track  or  where  he  was  going.  He 
was  struck  and  pushed  by  the  train  be- 
fore it  could  be  stopped  nearly  to  Seven- 
teenth avenue  west.  There  the  police 
Batrol  was  called  and  he  was  taken  to 
elson's  undertaking  rooms,  but  died  on 
the  way. 

Leddell  had  been  out   driving  during 
the   day    to   West  Duluth.      He   had 
evidently  started  for  town  and  the  train- 
men believe  he  was  running   beside  the 
train  and  trying  to  board  it,  in  order  to 
reach  Twentieth  avenue  in  time  to  catch 
a  St.  Paul  &  Duluth    Short    line    train. 
His  body,  when    examined,    whs   found 
fearfully  mutilated,  there  was  a   cut  on 
the  top  of  the    head;    both    arms    were 
broken  and  bruised,  and  both   legs  man- 
gled.   The  face  was    uninjured.      Fore- 
man Mclntyre  of    the    switching    crew 
states  that  he  was  on  the  rear  platform 
of  the  coach;  at  what  would  be  the  rear 
of  the  train  if  it  was  going   toward    Du- 
luth.   He  was  watching    the  track  and 
signalling  the  engineer  to  back  up.    The 
track  wjiH  clear  and  the  coach    was  just 
passing  over  the  little    trestle    between 
Garfield  avenue  and  Twentieth    avenue, 
when  he  felt  a  jar  and  gave  the  signal  to 
stop." 

S.  Fred  Leddell  was  34  years  old  and 
usually  a  good  business  man.  lie  came 
from  New  J^^rsey  to  the  head  of  the 
lakes  in  18SIi,  lieing  employed  at  that 
time  as  civil  engineer.  He  brought  with 
him  his  wife,  agrand-daughterof  ex  Col- 
lector Robertson  of  the  state  of  New 
York.  Mr.  Leddell  became  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Leddell,  Hawkes  &  Co., 
wholesale  dealers  in  produce.  He  later 
became  partner  in  the  real  estate  busi 
ness  with  J.  H.  Sharp,  and  still  later  be- 
came interested  with  F.  W.  Merritt  in 
the  firm  of  Merritt  &  Leddell.  Lately 
he  has  been  doing  business  alone.  He 
leaves  an  estate  to  the  amount  of  about 
I25.C0O,  and  had  no  children.

About  midnight  we  who    remain   on 
watch  "try"  the  nets.    A  half  dozen  or 
more  are   hauled    in.    Perhaps   not    a 
single  herring  is  found.    The    nets  are 
cast  out  again.    Then  it  is  drift,  drift, 
drift  until  3  o'clock  in  the  morning,  more 
than  ICrO    silent    smacks    in  company, 
trailing  10C3  miles  of  nets.    At  this  hour 
all  is  commotion  throughout  the  entire 
fleet.    The  daily  drawing  of  the  sea  lot- 
tery is  at  hand.    On  each  smack's  stern 
is  a  machine   called   the    "Iron  Man," 
worked  by  one  man,  which  hauls  in    the 
back-rope  over  three  pulleys,  and  is  equal 
to  about    two     and     one-half     men's 
strength.    The  remainder  of   the   crew 
are     hauling      in      the      middle    and 
foot        of       the      nets,    shaking    the 
wriggling,  silvery,    squeaking  fish  from 
the  meshes   into  the  hold  as   the    nets 
come  over  the  gunwale;  the   "scummer- 
boy"  with  his  "scummer,"  iika  a  salmon- 
landing  net,  eagerly    scooping  up  every 
herring  which  by  mischance  drops  back 
into  the  sea,  from  which  service  his   en- 
tire wages  are  secured.    If  few  fish  have 
been  taken,  it  is  a  wearisome  task  haul- 
ing in  more  than  a  half  mile's  length  of 
dripping  nets.     If  three,  or  four  or  half 
a  dozen  "lasts"  are  secured,  as  is   often 
done,  the  men  work  under  the  greatest 
excitement  and  good  feeling.      Finally, 
as  perhaps  the  dawn  is  just  breaking,  the 
entire  fleet  is  heading  towards  Yarmouth 
before    a    spanking    breeze,    the    light- 
laden,  unlucky  craft  out-speeding  those 
deep-sunk  with  their    precious  freights, 
rendering  easy  and  cheery  the   onerous- 
ness of  lagging  behind. 

Half  a  thousand  crafts  may  already  be 
berthed  at  the  quays  and  discharging 
their  fish  when  your  own  smack  arrives. 
If  so,  you  will  find  half  a  hundred  thou- 
sand Yarmouth  folk  and  sight-seers 
swelling  the  motley  throngs  to  greet  you. 
The  herrings  are  disposed  of  in  a  jitfy  by 
auction;  carted  to  the  fishhouses;  cov- 
ered with  salt  for  twenty-four  hours; 
and  are  then  washed  in  vats  by  the  cur- 
ers,  called  "towers."  Then  they  are 
spitted  through  the  head  upon  spits 
about  four  feet  long  by  women,  glib  ot 
tongue  and  dextrous  of  fingers,  locally 
known  as  "rivers."  From  their  hands 
they  are  conveyed  to  the  huge  "smoke- 
houses," where  they  are  hung  in  tiers  in 
narrow  passages  from  forty  to  fifty  feet 
high;  and  in  these  process  of  smoking 
goes  on  in  gentle  smudgings,  with  fre- 
quent intermissions,  several  weeks. 
They  have  then  become  the  rich,  juicy, 
toothsome  "Yarmouth  bloaters?'  of  com- 
merce.

DOES    NOT    AGREE. 


Board  of  Works  Opposes  New  Plans  for  the 
Lake  Avenue  Viaduct. 

A  short  time  ago  the  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth road  sent  in  a  revised  plan  for  the 
proposed  Lake  avenue  viaduct,  its  re- 
vision consisting  m  a  proposal  to  start 

the  road  over  the  tracks  from  Michigan 
instead  of  Superior  street,  raising  Michi- 
gan street  six  feet  at  the  crossing  and 
going  up  over  the  tracks  on  a  7  per  cent 
grade,  going  down  on  the  lower  side  also 
at  a  steep  grade  to  the  regular  grade  of 
Lake  avenue.  It  was  also  proposed  to 
make  the  roadway  thirty  feet  wide. 

The  board  of  works  has  been  consider- 
ing the  question  this  week  and  has  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  not  recom- 
mend the  change.

A  second  vessel,  the  Masaba,  will  soon 
be  launched  at  the  Chicago  yard.  It 
will  be  the  sixth  and  last  of  the  Heet.  At 
the  launch  today  there  were  present  a 
large  number  of  stockholders  of  the  Min- 
nesota Iron  company,  and  of  the  Globe 
Shipbuilding  company,  of  Cleveland, 
which  IS  the  largest  stockholder  in  the 
new  Chicago  shipyard. 

The  yard  here  is  in  tight  straits  for 
more  vessels  to  build.  At  present  there 
IS  not  a  large  vessel  under  contract  or  in 
sight  and  it  looks  as  if  the  two  now  here 
would  be  the  only  ones  turned  out  this 
year.  A  yacht  or  two  will  probably  be 
launched  later,  but  so  far  Chicago  has 
not  proved  the  best  place  in  the  world 
for  building  ships.

The  present 
law  makes  a  fee  of  $1000  for  all  cities  of 
over  10,000  people.

THE  MAFIA- 

A  Lieutenant  of  New  Orleans  Police  Tellx 
of  the  Organization. 

Denver,  March  16.— J.  H.  Moore,  ex- 
lieutenant  of    the  New  Orleans  police 
force  gives  a  statement  of  the  causes 
leading  to  the  killing  of  Chief  Hennes- 
sey which  throws  an  entirely  new  light 
on  the  matter.      He  says  that  while  the 
Matia  may  have  had  something  to  do 
with  the  murder,  he  has  strong  reasons 
to  believe  that  they  were  nothing  more 
than  hired  assassins.      He  ascribes  the 
troubles  to  an  old  feud  between  some  de- 
tectives which  had  its  foundation  in  the 
times  of    the  famous  whisky  ring  and 
sugar  ring  excitement  of  twenty  years 
ago,  when  several   men   lost  their  lives. 
The  same  bitter  Hght,  he  says,  was  the 
cause       of      the      killing      of      Elder 
Hennessey      by       Guerin       in       1872. 
Guerin,      according      to      Moore,      wua 
not  supposed  to  be  a  member  of    the 
Matia,   and  such  a  charge  was  not  made  i 
against    him    until    recently.    He  does, 
not  believe  that  Macheca  had   anything  j 
to  do  with  the  killing  of  Hennessey,  as  he 
was  a  man  of  too  great  wealth   to  risk 
interference  with  such  affairs,  although 
he  was  something  of  a  politician.    The 
murder  of  Chief  Hennessey,  he  has  no 
doubt,  was  due  to  an  old  detective  feud 
which  for  years  was  the  main  issue  in 
local  politics.    It  was  simply  a  quarrel 
over  spoils,  which  were  richer,  perhaps, 
than  ever  before. 

This  view  of  the  case  may  aid  in  the 
further  prosecution  ot  those  suspected 
of  bribery,  and  may  also  be  the  means  of 
unraveling  the  web  of  mystery  which 
surrounds  the  whole  affair.

<u)d  O'AIalley. 

New  Orleans,  March  1(3.— The  victims 
of  Saturday's  mob  were  all  buried  yes- 
terday, Marches!,  Manastero  and  Tra- 
hina  in  the  potter's  field.  The  others  re- 
ceived the  rites  of  the  church,  and  ihe 
services  over  Caruse  and  Macheca  were 
celebrated  at  St.  Louis  cathedral.  The 
Italians  who  escaped  are  closely  guarded 
and  are  assured  the  most  perfect  protec- 
tion. It  is  believed  that  part  of  those 
killed  were  guilty,  while  others  were  un- 
doubtedly innocent.  Public  sentiment 
demanded  justice  and  excitement  car 
ried  matters  too  far. 

The  vigilance  committee  is  said  to  be 
still  at  work,  and  it  is  said  that  today 
will  be  a  day  of  reckoning  for  Detective 
O'Malley.  The  jury  will  also  be  attended 
to,  probably  through  the  courts.  The 
state  had  evidence  against  several  of  the 
jurors  before  the  verdict  was  announced, 
and  it  is  said  that  one  of  them  has 
already  confessed.  The  grand  jury  will 
mdict  one  juror  tomorrow  and  more  will 
follow. 

It  has  come  out  that  the  reason  that 
the  prosecution  did  not  make  use  of  the 
Politz  confession  during  the  trial  was 
because  he  did  not  incriminate  himself, 
but  swore  that  all  the  other  prisoners 
were  guilty. 

Chicago  ItaliHnit  Protest. 

Chicago,  March  16.— Oscar  Durante, 
editor  of  L'ltalia,  denies  that  Chicago 
Italians  contributed  anything  to  the  de- 
fense of  the  prisoners  charged  with  Hen- 
nessy's  murder.  He  also  denies  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Mafia.  Two  thousand 
Italians  attended  the  mass  meeting  in 
Ulrich  hall,  Saturday  evening,  and  pro- 
tested in  the  strongest  terms  against  the 
slauifhter  of  their  countrymen  in  New 
Orleans.  A  telegram,  couched  in  the 
most  fiery  language,  waii  authorized  to 
be  sent  Secretary  Blaine  denouncing  the 
outrage.

New  York,  March  16.— Pretty  Toma 
Hanlon  is  the  leading  lady  and  bright 
star  of  G«>orge  H,  Adam's  "He,  She,  Him 

and  Her"  oompany,  which  haB  been  seen 
during  the  past  two  seasons  in  the  lead- 
ing amusament  centers,  and  is  now  mak- 
ing a  tour  of  one  and  two  night  stands 
in  Ohio.  Apparently  somebody  has 
Drought  the  names  of  George  and  Toma 
into  too  close  juxtaposition  to  suit  Mrs 
George  H.  Adams,  for  that  lady  has  just 
issued  a  card  to  the  public,  in  which  she 
says:  "I  w  ish  to  contradict  the  malicious 
reports  that  are  prevalent  through  the 
country,  tind  generally  believed  by  the 
press  anc  public,  that  Toma  Hanlon  is 
the  wife  of  George  H.  Adams.

WILL   BE   RETURNED. 

Kemains  of  Senator    Ballingall     to  be  In- 
terred in  this  Country. 

Ottumwa,  la.,  March  16.— The  remains 
of  the  late  Senator  P.  G.  Ballingall,  who 
died  at  see  a  week  ago  today  while  on  a 
tour  aroucd  the  world,  are  not  to  be  laid 
to  rest  in  Hong  Kong,  where  the  tempor- 
ary interment  took  place.  The  United 
States  consul  at  that  point  has  been 
cabled  to  have  the  body  embalmed  and 
enclosed  ia  a  handsome  casket  and  re- 
turned to  this  country  on  the  first 
steamer  leaving  for  either  San  Francisco 
or  Vancouver.  On  their  arrival  the  re- 
mains will  be  met  by  a  committee  from 
this  city  s.nd  escorted  with  mortuary 
honors  to  his  old  home,  where  elaborate 
memorial  services  will  be  held.  A  move- 
ment is  also  on  foot  to  erect  a  monument 
to  his  honcir  in  this  city. 


London,  March  16.— Queen  Victoria 
has  drawn  down  upon  herself  a  perfect 
torrent  of  denunciation  by  her  action  in 
ordering  that  "drawing  rooms"  be  held 
during  Wednesdays  in  Lent  Attend- 
ance upon  these  events  is  practically  ob- 
ligatory on  the  part  of  both  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps  and  of  the  ministers  pleni- 
potentiary from  foreign  countries,  and  it 
happens  that  both  of  these  bodies  con- 
tain a  large  number  of  Roman  catholics 
and  high  churchmen  who  object  most 
strongly  to  participate  in  a  court  lunch- 
eon upon  a  "holy  day."  To  make  matters 
worse,  on  one  of  the  "drawing  room" 
days  this  month  there  was  a  special 
Lenten  service  in  the  chapel  royal  at  the 
very  time  when  the  reception  was  in 
progress.  Some  members  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps  are  as  irate  as  they  were  a 
few  years  ago,  when  on  the  occasion  of 
he  majesty's  holding  a  court,  a  formal 
notification  was  issued  from  the  foreign 
oflSce  that  the  queen  would  receive  the 
members  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  male 
and  female. 

It  is  officially  announced  today  that  as 
the  fatigue  of  traveling  from  the  Riveria 
to  Darmstadt  and  Hamburg  would  be 
enormous,  the  queen  has  abandoned  her 
projected  trip  to  Germany.  This  change 
of  plans,  however,  will  enormously  in- 
crease the  cost  of  the  queen's  foreign 
trip.  At  the  Villa  Palmieri  there  would 
have  been  no  rent  to  pay,  and  practic- 
ally everything  was  ready  for  her  ma- 
jesty. At  Grasso,  however,  a  large  sum 
will  go  in  rent,  while  over  two  score  of 
wagons  loaded  with  furniture,  china 
and  other  household  goods  will  have  to 
be  dispatched  from  Windsor  across  the 
continent. 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  is  the  cost  of 
a  pretty  novelty  in  the  shape  of  a  tea 
service  which  is  now  being  manufactured 
for  the  princess  of  Wales  by  John  Mort- 
lock  &  Co.  It  was  designed  by  the 
princess  herself  and  is  being  manufac- 
tured under  her  personal  superintend- 
ence. The  design  is  after  an  old  Wedg- 
wood plate,  the  border  being  etched  in 
graduated  lines  of  orange.  The  service 
consists  of  sixty-three  pieces,  and  on 
each  one  is  a  photograph  taken  by  her 
royal  highness  in  Scotland  and  printed 
by  herself  from  her  own  negatives.  The 
views  are  small,  but  at  the  same  time  ex- 
quisitely soft  and  distinct.  Most  of  them 
are  pretty  bits  from  the  grounds  of  Bal- 
moral and  Abergeldie,  and  figures  of 
members  of  the  royal  family  and  house- 
hold appear  in  almost  every  picture. 


A    MISTAKEN    MOB. 
Firt«eu   ScaudinavlanM   Under  Arrest 
Participating:  In  a  Mob. 

Sioux  City,  March  16.— Fifteen  Scan- 
dinavians are  under   arrest  for    an    at- 
tempt to  lynch   Lars  Christianson.    He 
was  suspected  by    Peter    Larenson   of 
criminal  intimacy  with  his  wife.    Satur- 
day a    meeting   of  Larenson's    friends 
was        held       at        which       fifty-five 
men      were      present.      The     meeting 
resolved  to  lynch  Christianson.      Late 
Saturday  night  thirty  of  them  got  to- 
gether, armed  themselves  with  clubs  and 
proceeded    to    the   residence   of    I.    O. 
Smith,  where  Christianson  was  lodging. 
Christianson  learned  of  his  danger  and 
escaped  to  the  police  station.     The  mob 
attacked    Smith,    who   meanwhile    was 
holding   them    at    bay,  and    beat   him 
severely. 

Larenson  and  the  leaders  are  under 
arrest  and  he  is  now  satisfied  that  his 
suspicions  of  his  wife  were  unfounded. 
It  is  probable  that  those  who  partici- 
pated in  the  mob  will  be  severely  pun- 
ished.

Sympathizers  with  Parnell  are  ready 
to  lend  whatever  aid  they  can,  but  the 
more  cautious,  and  especially  those 
Irishmen  who  believe  Parnell  has  for- 
feited his  right  to  political  support,  are 
not  disposed  to  render  any  remunerative 
aid  unless  assured  in  black  and  white 
that  all  money  contributed  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  purposes  intended.  Large 
sums  of  money  have  already  disappeared 
\yith  nothing  to  show  for  it,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  verj  little  money  will  go 
across  the  Atlantic  "for  the  Irish  cause" 
without  a  strict  accounting. 

A  Hundred  Kgyptiiiiis  Killed. 

Cairo,  March  16.— A  terrible  disaster 
occurred  today  at  the  arsenal  of  Omdur- 
man.  A  hundred  dervishes  were  killed 
by  an  explosion,  ivhich  destroyed  im- 
mense stores  of  ammunition  and  shat- 
tered the  arsenal  building. 


CLERK    MANNING    TALKS. 

Tells  Something  of  Workings  of  the  Mafla 
in  New  Orleans. 

Boston,  March  16.— Maj.  H.  F.  Man- 
ning, city  clerk  of  New  Orleans,  is  at  the 
Youngs  hotel.  When  interviewed  he 
said:  "It  is  hard  to  jsy  when  mob  law 
is  justifiable,  but  if  an  occasion  ever  de- 
manded it,  it  was  here.  The  Mafia  is  a 
society  of  paid  assassins.  For  sums  of 
money  ranging  as  low  as  $5  it  was  pos- 
sible to  get  an  enemy  or  rival  put  out  of 
the  way.  The  Mafia  had  never  been 
molested  till  Hennessey  came  into  oflSce. 
New  Orleans  had  never  had  a  chief  of 
police  who  dared  attack  it." 

MORE    THAN    ITS    SHARE- 

Syracuse    Had   Another    Destructive    Fire 
Sunday  Mornini;. 

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  March  16.— At  5 
o'clock  yesterday  morning,  before  the 
firemen  had  left  the  smoking  ruins  of 
Saturday's  conflagration,  a  fire  broke  out 
in  the  St.  James  episcopal  church  in 
Tock  street,  and  having  destroyed  the 
structure,  spread  to  the  McClennan  flats 
adjoining.  Families  living  in  the  flats 
were  panic-stricken  and  there  was  a  wild 
rush  for  safety.  It  is  believed  that  one 
woman  must  have  perished  in  the  flames. 

The  Standard  Watch  company  occu- 
pied the  whole  of  the  ground  floor  of  the 
McClennan  building,  and  their  loss  is  a 
heavy  one.  The  total  building  loss  is 
estimated  at  $75,000;  insurance  about 
$55,000.  It  is  estimated  that  the  losses 
by  fire  in  Syracuse  since  Saturday  morn- 
ing aggregate  over  $1,200,000. 

£nglisbmen  After  Piano  Key  Factories. 

Essex,  Conn.,  March  16.— An  English 
syndicate  has  had  an  agent  in  this  place 
sounding  the  owners  of  the  three  large 
piano  key  factories  with  a  view  to  pur- 
chasing the  concerns  and  merging  them 
into  one.  There  are  three  factories  and 
they  use  two-thirds  of  the  elephant 
ivory  brought  into  the  United  States, 
and  each  maintains  an  agency  in  South 
America  fur  the  purchase  of  tuska 
Nearly  all  the  leading  piano  manufac- 
turers in  the  country  buy  their  keys  in 
two  towns.  It  is  said  that  if  the 
deal  is  consummated  the  prices  of 
pianos  and  organs  will  be  materially  in- 
creased.

It  is  understood  his  familyf  here  will 
have  nothing  to  do  with  him  so  long  as 
he  remains  faithful  to  the  ballet  girl. 


The  Depot  oompany  has  finally  com- 
pleted the  matter  of  securing  the  con- 
sent of  property  owners  for  building  the 
approaches  to  the  south  end  of  the  Sixth 
iavenue  viaduct  The  city  engineer  this 
forenoon  completed  his  plans  and  turned 
them  over  to  the  board  of  public  works 
for  the  building  of  theee  approaches. 
The  main  approach  will  run  400  feet 
along  Sixth  avenue  west,  to  within 
about  100  feet  of  the  Duluth  Dry  Goods 
company's  store.  It  will  be  erected  of 
iron  and  will  be  sixty-six  feet  in  width, 
and  costing  $62  per  running  foot  or  $24,- 
800.  The  other  approach  will  be  built 
of  wood  at  right  angles  to  the  main  ap- 
proach running  400  feet  along  railroad 
street.  It  will  cost  $10  per  foot  or  $400 
altogether.

A    WORTHY  ENDEAVOR. 

If  the  annouQcemeat  regardioK  Au8- 
tin  Corbin's  iDtontioa  to  eetabliah  a  new 
American  line  of  transatlantic  eteam- 
ahips,  recently  published  in  the  tele- 
graph columns  of  this  paper,  was  made 
on  hia  express  authorization,  it  would  be 
more  satisfactory.  However,  there  can 
be  no  queetion  that  it  is  semi-official  and 
BubstantiaU:  embodies  Mr.  CJorbin's 
plans. 

The  project  is  certainly  a  striking 
and  audacious  one  and  one  that  will 
have  the  best  wishes  of  all  who  believe 
America  is  the  best  country  on  the  face 
of  the  globe.  It  involves  a  jump  from 
twenty  knots,  which  is  about  the  sea 
speed  of  the  four  fastest  ocean  steamers 
now  atloat,to  twenty-four  knots,which  has 
never  yet  been  attained  by  any  large 
vessel.  It  is  problematical  whether  this 
speed  can  be  reached,  but  if  it  is  to  be 
achieved  at  all,  American  shipbuilders, 
who  are  now  constructing  the  fastest 
and  strongest  war  vessels  in  the  world, 
are  certainly  the  ones  to  do  it.  Consider- 
ing the  requirements  in  size  and  speed, 
the  price  of  the  eight  Corbin  ships— 
$1,500,000  each — is  not  excessive.  The 
City  of  Paris  and  City  of  New  York, 
which  the  new  >->merican8  vessel  will 
totally  eclipse,  cost  about  $1,000,000 
apiece,  and  it  is  said  that  their  builders 
lost  money  on  the  contract. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  if  the 
Corbin  line  is  put  in  operation,  the 
American  steamers  will  take  the  cream 
of  the  passenger  trade,  and  the  English 
companies  will  have  to  produce  larger 
and  faster  ships  or  content  themselves 
with  second-rate  business.

The  Hill  excise  bill  in  New  York  con-

As  a 
matter  of  fact  no  municipality  around 
the  head  of  the  lakes  has  ever  issued 
any  bonds  to  aid  any  manufacturing 
concern,  or  any  other  concern,  except  in 
one  or  two  cases,  years  ago,  where  rail- 
ways have  received  grants  of  bonds. 


ARTICLES  OF  NEED. 

The  Milwaukee  Wisconsin  moralizes 
at  some  length  over  tobacco,  beer, 
whisky  and  newspapers,  somewhat 
diverse  subjects  one  might  think.  Horace 
Greeley,  forty  years  ago,  remarked  that 
the  time  would  come  when  every  indi- 
vidual in  this  country  who  could  read 
would  pay  for  a  newppaper;  but  he  ad- 
mitted that  that  halcyon  day  was  far  off. 
He  proved  that  the  average  American 
expended,  year  in  and  year  out,  for 
tobacco,  at  least  $10.  For  liquids  in  the 
form  of  beer  and  whisky  he  calculated 
the  average  expenditure  at  least 
four  times  the  above  figure. 
And  how  much  better  it  would  be  for 
these  men  to  cut  down  on  their  tobacco, 
beer  and  whisky,  and  thereby  save  suffi- 
cient to  take  a  daily  newspaper.  Greeley 
thought  the  average  users  of  tobacco, 
beer  and  whisky  did  not  use  papers  to 
any  great  extent. 

Has  there  been  very  much  change? 
Money  is  much  more  easily  obtained,and 
there  is  more  wealth,  aud  certainly 
more  population  in  the  country; 
but  is  not  Greeley  still  right? 
When  the  times  become  hard  and 
close,  and  labor  is  difficult  to  be  secured, 
do  not  thousands  of  our  countrymen, 
both  native  and  adopted,stil!  cling  to  their 
tobacco,  beer  and  whisky,  and  abandon 
the  newspaper  rather  than  renounce  one 
ounce  of  tobacco,  a  mug  of  beer  or  dram 
of  whisky? 

So  we  think  man  is  about  the   same; 
he  has  more    education,    but  he  is  still  I 
ruled  by  his   sensuous  appetites.     It  is    'Jat'^^ns 
harder  for  him  to  break  away  from  these 
indulgences  than  to  go  for  days  without 
knowing  what  occurs  in  this  great  world. 
The  mere  perusal  of  news  would  relieve 
his  toil,  lighten    his    cares,    change    his 
anxieties,  and  at  the  same    time  serve  as 
a  daily    instructor    to    the  children  who 
are  to  succeed  him,  and  who  are  to  earn 
their  bread    by  the  sweat  of  their  brow. 
unlesB  they    can    display    such  superior 
intelligence  that  they  can  become  lead- 
ers and  foremen.    The    comfort  and  joy 
which  the  newspaper  can    daily  bring  to 
even  the  most  modest  of  homes  is  abso- 
lutely immeasurable.

Giveit   bis  Ideas. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Herald: 

I  desire,  as  an  owner  of  real  estate  in 
Duluth,  to  urge  that  great  consideration 
be  given  to  the  report  of  the  experts, 
published  in  your  issue  of  the  9th. 
Pure  as  is  the  natural  condition  of  the 
lake  water,  it  will  float  disease  germs  as 
readily  as  any,  and  when  200,000  people 
ive  and  conduct  manufacturing  on  the 
lower  St.  Louis  an  intake  pipe  two  or 
three  miles  long  will  not  secure  safety, 
as  specialists  well  know. 

A  resource  for  obtaining  pure  water  is 
probably  within    your  reach,  one  that 
may  assure    a  good     flow  without     the 
always  onerous  expense  of  pn.mping,  and 
that  is  underground  flow.    There  is   no 
filter  like  soil,  as  is  evidenced    by    the 
.sparkling  character  of  spring  water.    It 
not  only  acts  mechanically,  but  chemic- 
ally, for  the  roots  of  trees,  shrubs  and 
wrasses  absorb  eagerly  many  elements, 
such  as  arise  from  decay,  ammonias  etc. 
Therft      are      presumably      many      sit- 
where       gang        wells      or 
deep    tile    drains     would     draw     the 
water  from    wet  lands,  or  unattractive 
lakes  to  basins  ir^fa  which  it  would  flow 
to  a  high-service  reservoir  probably  with- 
out   pumping.      Such  a  service  should 
render  Duluth  independent  of  steam  fire 
engines,  and  would  probably  bring  water 
fit  such  rentals  as  would  make  the  use  of 
water  motors  very  general.     I  have  been 
using  water    thus   collected    for   many 
years  and  it  is  remarkably  jjure. 

As  the  chairman  of  a  water  company 
I  have  made  an  especial  study  of  under- 
ground waters,  and  I  am  convinced  that 
t.hey  are  the  most  uncontaminated  of 
any.  The  dangerous  disease  germs  will 
not  live  or  multiply  under  two  feet  of 
earth,  so  even  if  the  land  above  subter- 
ranean sources  is  not  protected  the  sup- 
ply is  ordinar  1.  safe.  Rut  it  should  le 
■  arefuliy  protected.  Sea  water  is 
fresh  a  little  back  from  the  beach,  and 
many  large  water  companies  are  seeking 
and  obtaining  great  volumes  of  water  by 
tapping  the  earth.  Brooklyn  has  this 
HyHtem  very  largely,  and  the  most  emin- 
ent engineers  now  favor  such  schemes.

A  Suit  that  Tests  Provisions  of 
the  Recent  Law 


HKD  MAY  NEED   miERPREIIIIION. 


A    Contest    on    Very    Valuable     Pre- 
empted iron  Lands  Near 
Sellwood. 


An  importanl  land  contest  came  up 
this  morning  for  a  hearing  before  the 
register  of  the  local  land  office.  It  is  en- 
titled Chas  Smith  vs.  Francis  Devme. 
The  contest  involves  the  8e>4  of  swVi, 
section  30,  and  ne>4  of  nw>4,  and  lot  7, 
section  31-63-11.  This  land  is  close  to 
tlie  celebrated  Hyde-McDonald  Eaton 
Merritt  properties,  and  adjoins  the  town 
of  Sellwood.  It  is  supposed  to  be  very 
valuable. 

In  his  affidavit  submitted  to  the  com- 
missioner of  the  land  office  applying  for 
leave  to  contest,  the  contestant  alleges 
that  he  is  an  actual  settler  on  the  land, 
that  Devine  never  made  actual  settle- 
ment, and  that  the  latter  made  a  con- 
tract before  making  final  proof  to  trans- 
fer oue-lhird  interest  of  the  property  to 
David  T.  Adams  and  William  J.  Rogers. 
Later,  he  alleges,  Devme  relinquished 
his  title  to  the  government  in 
the  whole  property  except  lot 
7  which  he  retains.  Later  J.  R.  Myers 
and  wife,  Herman  Nunnemacher  and 
wife  and  Fred  Huntress  each  released  a 
quarter  interest  in  the  property  to  the 
government. 

Thereupon  Thomas  Meredith  scripped 
the  land  thus  relinquished  with  soldiers' 
ailditioual.  Smith  continuing  alleges 
that  all  the  relinquishments  and  the 
subsequent  entry  were  fraudulent,  made 
with  the  intention  of  getting  the  land 
away  from  him. 

Attorney  Fielder  B.  Chew  moved  to  dis- 
miss the  contest  today  before  the  regis- 
ter on  the  ground   that  the  late  act  of 
congress  abolishing  pre-emption  knocks 
out  all  contests  of  this  character.    At- 
torney Smallwood,  for  the  plaintiff,  con- 
tendetl  that    a  vested  right    had    been 
established  by  a  contest  entered  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  act  mentioned,  and 
that  since  the  commissioner  had  ordered 
a  hearing  in  the  matter  prior  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  the  local  "land  office  had 
no  choice  but  to  take  the  testimony  and 
transmit  it  to  Washington. 

The  motion  was  taken  under  advise- 
ment by  the  register  and  receiver.  Sev- 
eral very  prominent  Duluthians  are 
concerned  in  the  contest.

CLEWS'  REPORT. 


The  Financial   Market    Kelieved   to  be  in 
Better  Shape. 

New    York,    March      16.— The  stock 
market    retains    extreme   dullness,  but 
while  transactions  have  been    so  limited 
in  volume,  certain  symptoms    have    ap- 
peared which  have  tended  to    encourage 
a  more  hopeful  feeling.    The    reports  of 
railroad    earnings    have    not,  as  a  rule, 
confirmed  the  late  discouraging  anticipa- 
tions, but  show    that    there  is    a    freer 
movement  of  trade  in   the  interior  than 
has  been  supposed  to  exist.    The  latest 
government  crop  report  confirms  an  im- 
pression that  has  been    growing    among 
handlers  of  grain  that    the    earher  esti- 
mates of  the  bureau  of    agriculture    un- 
derrated     the    out-turn    of    last  year's 
cereal  crops,  especially    those  of    wheat 
and  com.     A  favorable    impression    was 
produced    also    by    the    appearance   of 
London  orders  for  certain  stocks,  which 
was  construed  as    indicating  the    begin- 
ning of  a  revival  of  the    speculative   in- 
terest in    American    securities  on    that 
market.    The    more    importance  is    at- 
tached to  this  latter  symptom  Ijecause  it 
is  accompanied  with  other    evidences  of 
an  improving  feeling    at  London.     An- 
other favorable  indication   from  London 
is  the  fact  that  while  the  banks    rate  of 
discount  remains  at  3  per    cent,   its    re- 
serve   shows    a    considerable    increase. 
Moreover,  private  cables   indicate    that 
large  portion  of  the    Baring's    liabilities 
have  already  been  liquidated    and  that 
little  remains  on  that  account  to  warrant 
distrost 

This  information  from  London,  to- 
gether with  the  renewal  of  orders  from 
that  market  for  our  securities,  is 
calculated    to    materially    mitigate   the

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  St.  Louis  County  Medical  society 
Aus  organized  mainly  for  two  purpose?, 
viz:  To  enable  its  members  to  cultivate 
:ind  maintain  friendly  relations,  and  by 
the  exchange  of  thought  and  experience 
to  aid  in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  to 
oe  applied  to  tne  relief  of  the  suffering. 
The  society  is  in  no  sense  an  advertising 
body,  either  of  its  individual  members 
or  of  itself.  It  has  never  in  any  way 
striven  to  make  the  general  public  aware 
of  its  existence.  The  general  public  has 
never  blamed  the  County  Medical  so- 
ciety for  anything.  It  is  true  that 
among  the  many  foolish  things  that 
have  been  said  and  written  in  reference 
to  the  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever 
now  prevailing  here,  one  of  the 
most  fojlish  came  from  a  citizer: 
who  animadverted  on  the  evil  disposi- 
tion and  lethargy,  not  of  the  society,  but ,.' 
of  individual  physicians  of  Duluth,  who  I 
"gleefully  pocket  their  gains  and  neglect 
all  effort  to  discover  and  make  known 
the  cause  of  the  disease."  No  phsician 
would  do  aught  but  smile  at  this,  and  it 
would  not  have  been  noticed  here  but 
for  The  Herald's  attribution  of  the  res- 
olutions of  the  C<>unty  Medical  society 
to  the  censure  of  the  public.  The  Herald 
8  therefore  mistaken  as  to  the  origin  ot 
these  resolutions. 

The  daily  papers  have  stated  from 
time  to  time  that  this,  that  or  the  other 
physician  did  not  believe  that  the  city 
A-ater  was  the  cause  of  the  disease. 
These  resolutions  were  formulated  and 
placed  on  record  because  it  was  thought 
desirable  to  make  it  known  that  a  body 
of  intelligent  physicians  here  resident 
does  tirmiy  believe  that  our  water  supply 
is  polluted  and  is  mainly  the  cause  or 
ihe  typhoid  fever  now  prevalent  here. 

A  word  now  as  to  the  resolutions 
themselves.  The  society  does  not  ex- 
pect that  these  resolutions  will  effect 
anything,  or  that  they  will  serve 
any  purpose  other  than  that 
of  making  the  aforementioned 
fact  a  matter  of  record.  The 
passage  and  publication  of  resolutions 
was  opposed  by  some  members  on  the 
ground  that  they  would  do  no  good. 
The  resolutions  met  with  some  opposi- 
tion, but  were  finally  passed  without 
a  dissenting  vote.  They  were  meant  to 
be  comprehensive.  They  state  that  the 
A-ater  supply  is  polluted,  and  that  the 
intake  pipe  should  be  removed.  They 
do  not  recommend  the  extension  of  the 
intake  pipe,  but  its  removal  to  a  distance 
which  will  insure  a  pure  weter  supply; 
the  water  at  present  supplied  to  the  cit- 
izens being  impure,  they  recommend  the 
subjection  of  "all  water  to  a  prolonged 
boiling  before  using." 
Note  this  wording  carefully. 
Among  other  nonsense  is  one  state- 
ment that  has  been  frequently  repeated. 
It  is  to  the  effect  that  certain  of  the  vic- 
tims of  the  fever  have  drunk  nothing 
but  mineral  water,  etc.,  etc.  Who  goes 
toe  victims'  surety  that  his  whisky  was 
not  diluted  with  unboiled  lake  waier.  or 
that  the  milk  he  drank  was  not  from 
one-quarter  to  one-half  made  up  of  the 
same  polluted  fluid?  Who  goes  his 
surety  that  his  coffee  was  not  made  by 
pouring  water  brought  for  a  moment  to 
the  boiliog  point  over  the  browned 
coffee,  and  that  he  did  not  ju»t  before 
drinking  add  to  the  unb  iled  and  di- 
luted milk?  How  am  I,  for  instance,  to 
know  that  he  did  add  to  his  mineral 
water  i  je  cut  from  the  lake  in  the  im- 
mediate vicicity  of  the  canal?  Kave 
any  of  these  victims  ever  stated  tht.t 
they  cleansed  their  teeth  with  boiled 
water  only?  It  is  probable  that  those 
who  have  made  such  statements  have 
aeyer  thought  of  these  and  other  possi- 
bilities too  niiriierous  to  mention. 

"Subject  all  water  to  a  prolonged  boil- 
ing before  using."  These  are  the  words 
of  the  resolutions,  note  that  this  is  not 
to  boil  your  drinking  water  only.  Now, 
how  shail  this  be  done?  Have  a  recept- 
acle of  good  size  for  boiled  water  and  use 
this  water  for  ail  purposes.  How  long 
shall  the  water  be  boiled?  The  longer, 
the  better.  Two  hours  in  prob:ib'y  surti- 
cient,  and  by  the  use  of  a  special  tiiuk  us 
a  receptable  for  the  boiled  water  the  pro- 
longed boiling  becomes  less  inconvenient, 
for  water  can  be  kept  boiling  all  the 
time,  pouring  that  which  has  U^en  sult- 
ciently  boiled  into  the  tank  and  reliliing 
the  boiler. 

The   recommendations   of    this  para- 
graph are  the   writer's    own.     How    the  / 
recommendation  of  the  resolutions    was  | 
to  be  carried  out  is  a  point  that  was  not 
discussed  by  the  society.

St.  Paul,  March  17.— Hon.  Benjamin 
Butterworth,  secretary  of  the  World's 
Columbian  exposition  is  here  from  Chi- 
cago and  ai^dressed  the  legislature  in 
behalf  of  a  liberal  appropriation  for  a 
state  exhibit  before  the  houses  a^  10 
o'clock  this  morning.  He  io  escorted  by  the 
Minnesota  commissioners,  M.  B.  Harri- 
son of  Duluth,  and  Professor  Toueley  of 
Minneapolis.  Mr.  Butterworth  was 
seen  by  reporter  and  talked  freely  con- 
cerning World's  fair  matters.  He  depre- 
cated the  many  contiicting  statements 
which  have  been  published  broadcast 
regarding  the  proposed  general  plan  of 
the  commission  and  gave  a  clear 
idea  of  the  site  and  buildings  to  be 
placed  thereon. 

"A  ride  of  six  miles  on  the  lake  will 
take  the  visitor  there,"  said  the  secre- 
tary, "and  the  sights  along  the  route  will 
be  magniticent.  In  the  northern  portion 
of  the  grounds  the  visitor  will  see  a  pic- 
turesque group  of  buildings,  perhaps 
forty  or  fifty  of  them.  Here,  on  a  hun- 
dred acres  beautifully  laid  out,  will  stand 
the  buildings  of  foreign  nations  and  a 
number  of  the  states  of  the  Union.  They 
will  be  ranged  on  wide,  curving  avenues, 
will  include  some  of  the  most  costly 
structures  and  constitute  perhaps  the 
naost  interesting  portion  of  the  exposi 
tion.  In  the  western  part  of  the  group 
will  stand  the  Illinois  building,  400  by 
150  in  size,  and  costing  8350,000.  In  this 
portion  of  the  park,  too,  will  stand  the 
line  arts  building,  costing  $500,000. 

"Just  south  of  the  foreign  and  state 
buildings  may  be  observed  a  lagoon, 
with  inlet  to  the  lake,  and  encompassing 
three  islands.  On  the  largest  one  will 
stand  the  United  States  fisheries  build- 
ing, 700  feet  in  length  and  flanked  at 
each  end  by  a  curved  arcade  connecting 
it  with  two  round  pavilions  in  which  will 
be  aquaria  and  the  tackle  exhibit.  A 
little  south,  across  an  area  of  the  lagoon, 
will  be  the  United  States  government 
building,  measuring  3.10  by  i20  feet 
and  having  a  dome  120  feet  in 
diameter  and  150  feet  high. 
It  will  be  constructed  of  stone, 
iron  and  glass,  cover  four  acres  and  cost 
SiOO.OOO.  In  it  will  be  a  complete  ex- 
hibit from  the  several  federal  depart- 
ments, etc. — war,  treasury,  apnculture, 
interior,  postotlice,  navy,  Smithsonian 
institution  and  National  museum. 

"On  the  lake  shore  east  m^  its  building 
and  in  part  in  the  intervening  space,  the 
government  will  have  a  gun  battery,  life- 
saving  station  complete  with   apparatus, 
a  lighthouse,  war   balloons,    and    a    full 
size  model  of  a    §3,000,000    battleship  of 
the  first  class.    The  ship  will  be  348  feet 
Jong,  (39  feet  wide    amidships,    and    will 
have  all  the  fittings  and  apparatus  that 
belong  to  the  most  approved  war  vessel. 
Steaming  by  the  government  exhibits 
the    visitor    will    come  abreast   of    the 
largest  building  of  the    exposition— that 
of    manufactures    and  liberal    arte.     It 
will  measure  1700  by  800  feet,    with  two 
interior  courts  and  at  its  center  a  dome 
350  feet  in  diameter.    This  building  will 
be  of  the  French  renaissance.  The  visitor 
will  arrive  at  a  pier  where    two    parallel 
piers  will  extend  from  the    shore    about 
400  feet,  where  they    will    partially    en- 
close a  circular  harbor,  from    the  center 
of  which  will  rise  a  commanding  statue 
of  Columbus  or  of  the  republic.    On  the 
embracing    portions   of    the  piers    will 
stand  forty-four    columns,    representing 
the  forty-four  states.     Beyond    the  har- 
bor the  main  pier  will  extend    out  into 
the  lake  to  a  distance  of  1500  feet,   and 
having  at  its  extremity,  rising  from  the 
water  on  a  stone  foundation,  an  immense 
Greek  pavilion,  200  feet  in  diameter. 

"To  the  left  will  be  the  agricultural 
building,  measuring  800  by  500  feet.  It 
will  be  rectangular  in  form  and  cost 
1500,000.  Passing  the  agricultural  build- 
ing the  visitor  will  come  to  the  great 
machinery  hall,  which  lies  to  the  west- 
ward. It  will  be  nearly  identical  with  it 
in  size  and  cost,  but  will  differ  from  it 
coneiderably  in  appearance. 

"Opposite  machinery  hall  and  north 
will  stand  the  Exposition  Administra- 
tion building.  This  will  be  one  of  the 
most  imposing,  the  most  expensive  one 
of  the  large  structures.  It  will  repre- 
sent the  Italian  renaissance  and  cost 
$050,000. 

"To  the  northward  of  the  Administra- 
tion building,  will  be  two  more,  one  for 
the  electrical  and  the  other  for  the  min- 
ing exhibit.  These  will  be  equal  in  size, 
covering  each  a  little  more  than  five 
acres  and  a  half.  To  the  westward  will 
be  found  the  railway  facilities.  Depot 
accommodations  will  be  commensurate 
with  the  re3t  of  the  enterprise.  Here 
also  will  be  the  machinery  annex,  cover- 
ing several  acres.  The  power  house  for 
the  entire  exhibit  is  also  located  at  that 
point.  The  stock  exhibit  lies  to  the 
south  and  will  constitute  an  imi>ortant 
feature. 

"Other  large  buildings  will  be  the 
one  for  transportation,  which  rep- 
resents a  cost  of  $1.000,0C)0andthe  build- 
ings for  foreign  exhibits.  The  former 
will  be  noted  for  its  Proctor  tower, 
higher  than  the  Eiffel  of  Paris.  The 
woman's  building  will  be  one  of  the  chief 
objects  of  interest.  It  is  to  bb  400  by 
20O  feet,  two  stories  high  and  will  cost 
iCOO.OOO.  The  exterior  design  will  be 
furnished  by  a  woman  architect.  Hsre 
the  lady  managers  will  have  their  head- 
(luarters,  and  here  will  be  collected  a 
wonderful  exhibit  illustrating  the  pro- 
gress and  attainments  of  women  in  the 
various  branches  of  industry. 

"All  of  the  important  buildings  will 
stand  on  terraces  four  feet  above  the 
general  park  level,  thus  greatly  improv- 
ing the  general  landscape  effect  and  ren- 
dering their  own  appearance  more  im- 
posing. It  will  be  a  grand  spectacle, 
such  as  our  generation  will  probably 
have  but  one  chance  of  beholding." 

The  general,  after  his  talk  to  the  two 
houses,  stated  that  he  believed  the  fair 
appropriation  would  be  much  more  than 
$100,000.

The  Galena  Ctoes  Ashore  Followed  by  Her 
Kescuers. 

New  Bedford,  Mass.,  March  17. — Rev- 
enue cutters  Galatin,  of  Boston,  and  Dex- 
ter of  New  York,  have  arrived.

The 
Galena,  whith  was  wrecked  Sunday,  was 
m  a  dangerous  position  and  only  her 
masts  could  be  seen  through  the  waves. 
The  Triana  tind  Nina,  the  tugs  sent  to 
the  rescue,  are  undoubtedly  loat. 

The  Galena  at  the  time  of  the  disaster 
was  being  tewed  to  the  Portsmouth,  N. 
H.,  navy  yar<l  for  repairs.  Her  old  en- 
gines had  been  taken  out  and  her  new 
engines  were  up  on  the  upper  deck  anjl 
were  to  have  been  placed  in  position  a': 
the  Portsmouth  navy  yard.  The  en- 
gines cost  82[),000.  The  Galena  was  a 
third-rate  vetisel  of  1900  tons  and  cost 
nearly  $1,000,000.  The  Nina  is  a  tug  of 
350  tons  and  bhe  Triana  a  tug  of  450  tons 
burden. 

Two  boats  have  been  ordered  from 
Vineyard  Hiven,  New  Bedford  and 
Woods  HoU  to  the  assistance  of  the 
three  vessels.

land with  32.    Included  in  the  list  is  the 
Right  Rev.  Richard  Lewis  D.  D.,  bishop 
of  Llondaff,    who   is  owner    of  2  places 
which  are    devoted  exclusively    to    the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

London,  March   17— In    view    of  the 
approaching  census  which  is  to  be  taken 
next  month,  and  in    order  to    obtain  as 
correct  a  return  as  possible  of  the    num- 
ber, name  and  ages  of  all  sea-faring  per- 
sons, an  arrangement  has    been    arrived 
betweon)  her  majesty's    board    of    cus- 
toms and  the    registrar-general  that  the 
officers  of  customs  at  all  ports  and  har- 
bors of  Great  Britain    and    the  adjacent 
islands,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Coast 
Guard,  where  necessary,  shall  deliver  on 
board  every  vessel,    British    or    foreign, 
arriving  in    the    United  Kingdom    be- 
tween the  28th  of  March  and  the  6th  of 
April,  a  schedule  to  be  filled  up  by  the 
captain  containing  all  the  required  par- 
ticulars.   These  schedules  are  to  be  col 
lected  on  April  6th  and  in    the    case   of 
vessels  arriving    between  that  date  and 
June  30th,  the  captain  is  to  be  required 
to  fill  up  the  form  if  he  has  not  already 
done  so.     This  does  not  apply  to  Ireland 
where  the  census  is  to  be  taken  entirely 
by  the  royal  Irish  constabulary  and   the 
Dublin  Metropolitan  police. 

It  is  announced  that  after  mature  de- 
liberation, Secretary  Balfour  has  decided 
to  entreat  the  bail  of  Mqpsrs.  Dillon  and 
O'Brien,  notwithstanding  the  fact  of 
their  surrender  and  their  present  in- 
carceration. This  is  an  unusual  pro- 
ceeding even  in  face  of  the  rigor  which 
generally  characterizes  the  administra- 
tion of  English  justice,  and  is  but  an- 
other example  ot  the  vindictive  deter- 
mination with  which  Balfour  pursues 
the  unfortunate  members  of  the  Irish 
parliamentary  party. 

The  release    from     prison    is 
nounced  of  the  notorious  Irish 
Patrick  Booke  Kirwan,    who 
victed  of  the  murder  of  hie  young  wife, 
Maria  Theresa  Kirwan,  on  the  iehuid -oL 
Ireland's  Eye  in  September,   1852.    The 
murder  was  one  of  the  most  sensational 
in  the  annals  of  Irish  crime.    Kirwan, 
an  artist,  resided  with  his  wife  in  Dab 
lin,  but  was  also  a  constant  visitor  to  a 
woman  at  Spatield,  Sandymount,  named 
Theresa    Kenny,  and  although   the  in 
trigue  had  been  going  on  for  six  years 
neither  woman  knew  of  the  other's  exist- 
ence until  a  few  months  before  the  com- 
mission of  the  crime.    One  evening   in 
September  of  that  year  cries  were  heard 
coming  from  the  island  of  Ireland's  Eye. 
Two  boatmen  proceeded  to    the    island 
from  Howth,  and    found   Mrs.  Kirwan's 
body  in  a  place  known  as  the  Long  Hole, 
lying  on  the  rocks    attired    only    in    a 
bathing    dress     and     with     numerous 
wounds  upon  her  body.     There  were  in- 
dications of  a  struggle,  but  the  husband 
— if  he  was  the  murderer — managed  to 
get  back  to  Dublin    without  detection. 
He  was  arrested  for  the  crime  and   was 
defended  by  the  late    Ib'iac    Butt, 
original  parliamentarj-  cliHoipion  of 
home  rule  movement.    'J  ne  defense 
that  Kirwan    had    not    been    near 
place,  that  hie  wife  while  bathing  must 
have  boen  seized  with   an    epileptic  fit 
and  that  her  screams  and  the  blood  were 
the  result  of    her    struggles.     He    was, 
however,  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to 
death,  but  this  sentence  was  afterwards 
commuted   to  penal  servitude   for    life. 
Kirwan  has  been  incarcerated  for  thirty- 
nine  years,  and  is    now  released  a  with- 
ered, decrepit  old  man  of  nearly  70  to 
spend  his  few  remaining  months  in  free- 
dom.

The  bureau  has  existed  for  years  in 
the  form  of  a  secret  society,  and  it  is 
only  until  recently  that  it  was  concluded 
the  work  of  the  organization  could  be 
made  more  effective  by  conducting  it 
openly.  It  is  asserted  that  the  old 
organization  is  composed  of  single  and 
naarried  men  of  all  ranks  of  life,  the  no- 
bility, however,  constituting  a  large 
majority.  In  the  event  that  a  married 
noble  should  secure  an  American  heir- 
ess, the  native  wife  is  easily  kept  in  the 
background  by  the  payment  of  money 
sufficient  to  support  her  in  comfort.  The 
absolute  penurv  of  many  of  the  Italian 
nobility  and  the  not  over  strict  condi- 
tion of  Italian  society  renders  such  a 
state  of  affairs  not  only  possible  but  at 
times  a  dire  necessity.

GERMANY'S   NAVY. 

A  Large  Increase  in  efficiency  to  be  Made 
Thia  Year. 

Berlin,  March  14.— The  German  vavy 
will  receive  an  addition  during  the  pres- 
ent year  of  thirty-seven  ironclads,  gun 
boats  and  torpedo  boats.  The  navy  in 
service  will  consist  of  ninety  six  vessels. 
Great  iirportanoe  is  attached  to  the  tor 
pedo  boats.  Last  year  the  torpedo  boat 
squadron  consisted  of  only  twelve  tor- 
pedo boats.  This  year  the  torpedo  boat 
squadron  will,  if  the  program  is  car- 
ried out,  contain  one  dispatch  boat,  two 
torpedo  division  boats  and  twenty-four 
torpedo  boats.  The  torpedo  squadron  is 
on  active  service  from  April  1  to  Oct.   1. 

The  kaiser  has  not  given  up  his  plans 
for  the  increase  of  the  navy,  although 
for  the  present  the  unwillingness  of  the 
reichstag  to  add  to  imperial  expenditures 
blocks  his  progress. 

MONTE  CARLO  AGAIN. 

The  Bank  a  Loser  of  $40,000    to  a  Former 
Heavy  Winner. 

Monaco,  March  17— The  Englishman 
who  at  Monte  Carlo  recently  twice  broke 
the  bank  last  week  taking  oat  §200,000 
in  winnings,  today  won  $40,000  making 
him  he  says  quits  with  the  gambling 
table.  He  accuses  the  bank  of  cheating 
and  says  he  has  up  to  this  time  been  a 
steady  loser.  Curious  stories  have  been 
connected  with  the  recent  heavy  losses 
of  the  bank.

Found  Guilty  of  a  Peculiar  Murder;    Sen- 
tenced to  Eleht  Years 

St.  Petkrsburg,  March  17. — The  trial 
at  Warsaw  of  Prince  Bartinioff  for  the 
murder  of  Mademoiselle  Wisnoweka,  of 
the  Imperial  theater  of  Warsaw,  which 
was  reported  in  these  dispatches  a  week 
ago,  has  ended  in  his  conviction  and 
sentence  to  eight  years  of  penal  servi- 
tude Over  100  witnesses  were  examined 
and  the  verdict  was  received  with  a 
popular  demonstration  of  approval.  The 
defense  was  that  the  actress  ha  5  asked 
him  to  kill  her,  but  scraps  of  letters  in 
the  murdered  woman's  handwriting 
were  produced  showing  that  she  wrote 
to  her  mother  just  before  her  death  that 
Bartinioff  would  not  allow  h«r  to  depart 
alive,  that  she  died  involuntarily,  and 
that  the  prince  was  going  to  be  her  ex- 
ecutioner. It  was  also  shown  that 
jealousy  was  the  motive  of  the  murder 
and  that  at  one  time  the  prince  made  an 
attempt  upon  the  life  of  his  own  father 
because  he  objected  to  his  son's  proposed 
marriage  with  the  actress. 

It  was  developed  by  the  evidence  of 
some  of  the  witnesses  for  the  state 
that  at  the  time  of  her  death  Mademoi- 
selle Wisnowska  was  studying  English 
with  the  view  of  following  the  example 
of  Modjeska  and  seeking  her  fortune  on 
the  American  stage.

New  York,  March  17. — The  principal 
hotels  are  crowded  with  prominent  rail- 
road men  from  all  parts  of  the  East  and 
West,  and  for  the  rest  of  the    week  the 

city  will  be  alive  with  railroad  meetings, 
traffic  associations  and  rate  conferences. 
The  most  important  gathering  today  is 
the  conference  of  repre.sentatives  of  the 
Trans-Continental,  Trans  Missouri,  the 
Western,  the  Central  Traffic  and  the 
Trunk  Line  association,  which  opened 
at  the  office  of  the  Trunk  Line  associa- 
tion at  10  o'clock.  Amongst  those  pres- 
ent are  General  Passenger  Agent  Ford, 
of  the  Pennsylvania;  Ruggles,  of  the 
Michigan  Central;  Davis,  of  the  Grand 
Trunk;  Charlton,  of  the  Alton;  Eustis,of 
the  Burlington;  Daniels,  of  the  New 
York  Central;  and  Sebastian,  of  the  Rock 
Island.  The  Southwestern  and  Southern 
association  are  also  represented. 

The  object  of  the  conference  is  a  very 
iraportaut  one,  viz.,  to  consider  the  feasi- 
bility of  abolishing  unlimited  tickets 
throughout  the  country.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  sale  of  these  tickets  by  the  rail- 
roads has  done  more  than  anything  t-lse, 
not  excepting  the  payment  of  commis- 
sions, to  demoralize  passenger  rates,  as 
nearly  all  the  manipulations  by  scr.lpers 
are  made  on  unlimit.ed  tickets.  Hitherto 
the  trunk  lines  have  not  been  able  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Western 
roads  in  their  efforts  to  abolish  the 
system.  Recently  the  Western  associa- 
tions were  enlisted  in  the  proposed  re- 
forms, and  while  great  unanimity  of 
opinion  prevails,  there  will  probably,  be 
serious  debate  as  to  the  extent  to  which 
the  limits  shall  reach,  whether  they  shall 
provide  for  a  continuous  journey  only  or 
extend  over  a  week  or  a  month.  The 
outcome  of  the  meeting  will  be  of  over- 
whelming importance  to  the  traveling 
public.

Wilmington,  Del.,  March  17.— E.\- 
Secretary  of  State  Bayard,  speaking  of 
the  killing  of  four  supposed  subjects  of 
the  king  of  Italy,  said  to  a  reporter  to- 
day in  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the 
possible  demand  for  indemnity  by  the 
Italian  government: 

"Taking  the  newspaper  reports,  which 
cover  all  I  know  of  the  matter,  there  is 
no  basis  whatever  upon  which  the  Ital- 
ian government  can  pl«oe  a  claim  for  in- 
demnity.

All  the  divisions  of  the  Ancient  C^sr  of 
Hibernians,  the  Clan-na-Gael  Ouards, 
the  Hibernian  Rif!es,"  the  Gaelic  cluu, 
the  Irish  Columbian  club,  and  numer- 
ous other  organizations  particpated  in 
the  parade.  Fifteen  bands  were  in  line 
and  the  air  was  laden  witii  the  strains 
of  "St.  Patricks  Day  in  the  Morning," 
"The  Limirick  Races,"  "The  Rocky 
Road  to  Dublin,"  and  similar  Celtic  mel- 
odies. -  *  ^

ALL  HELD    ON    BUT   2754 

The  Record  Made  bv  Mr.  Harrison  Among 
the  .Postoflices. 

W^ASHiNGTON,  lilarch  17.— The  records 

of  the  postoffice  department  show  that 
durmg  the  two  years  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration ended  March  4,  1801,  there 
were  2754  appointments  made  of  Presi- 
dential postmasters.  Of  this  number  478 
were  made  upon  resignations,  9t>5  were 
made  upon  the  expiration  of  the  com- 
missions of  the  incumbents,  778  were 
made  upon  removals,  74  were  made  to 
till  vacancies  caused  by  death  and  459 
were"toade  at  offices  which  were  raised 
from  the  fourth  to  the  Presidential  class 
during  this  two  years'  term,  making  a 
total  of  2754  changes. 

The  whole  number  of  presidential  of- 
fices in  operation  on  March  4, 1891,  was, 
however,  2,809.  At  290  of  these  offices 
no  changes  have  yet  been  made.  The 
apparent  discrepancy  which  a  compari- 
son of  these  figures  shows  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  in  some  oases  presi- 
dential ofiices  where  appointments  had 
been  made  were  afterward  relegated  to 
the  fourth  class;  some  failed  of  confirma- 
tion, necessitating  two  appointments, 
and  at  other  offices  two  ap^iointments 
have  been  made  during  the  present  ad- 
ministration on  aooount  of  death.

LEARNED  FROM  OTHER  LIVES. 

The  retirement  of  Alden  J.  Blethen, 
lately  of  the  Minneapolis  Tribune,  after 
seven  years  of  almost  continuous  hard 
work  in  an  attempt  to  build  up  the 
paper,  is  an  unfortunate  thing,  and  The 
Herald  can  have  only  words  of  sympathy 
for  Mr.  Blethen.  He  was  a  conscientious 
newspaper  man,  though  at  times  in 
error,  and  with  the  faults  that  all  men 
are  heir  to,  he  is  a  public-spirited  citi- 
zen, a  man  of  great  energy  of  character 
and  a  most  loyal  republican,  and  what- 
ever commuity  may  secure  his  residence 
will  be  deserving  of  congratulation.  His 
retirement  will  probably  shift  the  only 
absolute  republican  morning  paper  of 
the  Twin  cities  to  free  trade  lines. 

In  his  closing  words  Mr.  Blethen  ad- 
mits that  he  has  lost  in  the  Tribune  his 
all,  being  able,  however,  as  he  says,  "to 
settle  every  dollar  I  owe,  and  step  down 
and  out  with  clean  hands."  In  1884  Mr. 
Blethen  went  to  Minneapolis  from  Kan 
S88  City,  with  considerable  money,  he 
made  a  great  deal  in  Minneapolis  specu- 
lations, and  the  paper  at  one  time 
showed  a  large  profit.  But  it  has  all 
gone.  In  the  single  year  that  Haskell 
A  Palmer  owned  the  Tribune  they  sunk 
$40,000. 

It  has  always  been  the  dream  of 
certain  Duluth  enthusiasts  that  this 
city  should  have  a  "great  paper,"  such  a 
paper,  for  instance,  as  the  Pioneer  Press, 
and  they  have  believed  that,  while  such 
a  paper  ''might  lose  money  for  a  year  or 
two,  it  would  then  be  a  winner."  They 
have  talked  of  raising  funds  for  starting 
such  a  paper.  Tlie  Herald  would  like  to 
recommend  to  these  gentlemen  Mr. 
Blethen's  experience.  If  a  paper  in 
Minneapolis,  a  weolth  city  of  100,000 
people,  far  the  larger  proportion  of  whom 
are  Americans,  with  an  established  busi- 
ness, a  surrounding  country  reached  at 
right  hours  by  innumerable  mails  and 
trains,  must  lose,  say  ^00,000  in  five 
years,  what,  in  heaven's  name,  would  be 
the  experience  of  a  Duluth  paper  as 
costly — or  costlier? 


"The  American  nature"  says  a  Man- 
chester, N.  H.  newspaper,  "has  some- 
thing of  the  dare-devil  in  it,  and  reck- 
less bravery  has  been  at  a  premium  ever 
since  the  days  of  Mad  Anthony  Wayne. 
The  realms  of  bravery  have  not  been  in- 
habited entirely,  however,  by  the  sterner 
sex.

Wouiun'H  Kifflits  In  Sweden. 

The  evolution  of  the  Swedish  woman 
toward  equality  with  the  Swedish  man, 
furnishes  instructive  reading  for  the  sex 
everywhere,  says  Illustrated  American. 
It  is  a  capital  illustration  of  the  rich 
fruits  to  be  gathered  when  the  gospel  of 
moderation  is  faithfully  preached  and 
practiced. 

As  wise  as  serpents  yet  harmless  as 
doves,  those  ladies  of  the  fair  North  won, 
without  striking  a  blow,  every  conces- 
sion for  which  their  sisters  over  here 
have  fought  gallantly  to  snatch  from 
the  grudging  hands  of  mankind.  They 
worked  warily  from  the  inductive  system, 
judged  the  individual,  and  applied 
Knowledge  thus  gained  to  the  whole 
body.  Then,  apprei  iating  the  folly  of 
attacking  the  citadel  before  storming 
the  walls,  they  laid  siege  to  small  tithes 
of  mint,  anise  and  cummin  before  assail- 
ing weightier  matters  of  the  law.  With 
wit  deserving  of  success,  leaders  of  the 
woman  movement  ignored  political 
privileges  at  the  very  outset,  and  de- 
voted their  energies  to  righting  small 
grievances,  knowing  that  the  natural 
course  of  events  would  bring  the  ballot 
in  good  time. 

Their  first  effort,  marked  by  dignity 
and  an  entire  lack  of  combativeness,  was 
directed  towards  opening  the  universi- 
ties on  equal  terms  to  the  sexes.  This 
accomplished,  their  next  request  was  for 
the  privilege  of  practicing  on  equal 
terms  the  learned  professions  acquired 
8  de  by  side  with  male  studente.  All 
commercial  pursuits  were  then  peti- 
tioned for  as  proper  callings  for  women 
qualified  to  fill  such  positions,  and  thus 
one  after  another,  barriers  were  laid  low 
by  the  strategy  that  no  violence  could 
ha/e  captured.  Had  there  been  the 
noisy  campaign  of  the  uncompromising 
suffragist  "io  drown  their  voices,  it  is  ex- 
tremely doubtful  how  fast  or  how  far 
the  progressionists  would  have  been  per- 
mitted to  advance.  But  there  were  no 
battlefields,  no  heroines,  no  martyrs,  and 
so,  with  cordial  grace,  the  Swedish  men 
granted  whatever  the  prudent,  forbear- 
ing Swedish  woman  wanted. 

It  is  a  pleasing  and  grateful  history  to 
read  of  the  gradual  unfolding  of  woman- 
ly ambitions,  fostered  by  manly  sym- 
pathy. No  romance  this,  but  a  chapter 
from  very  real  life,  fit  to  point  a  moral 
or  adorn  a  tale  in  America  or  England, 
where  women  are  called  upon  for  such 
constant  and  heavy  service.  It  is  scarce- 
ly possible  the  Norseman  is  a  degree 
more  liberal  or  chivalrous  than  our 
brave  citizens.  Perish  the  thought! 
Rather  Delieve  the  white  chill  of  the 
Scandinavian  climate  has  made  the 
Norsewoman's  pulse  beat  slower  and  her 
temper  of  a  less  nervous  edge  than  ours

It  is  safe  to 
say  that  in  the  still  waters  in  Mud  lake, 
especially  off  Port  aux  Frene,  and  at  the 
head  of  Lime  island,  the  ice  is  heavier 
than  usual  and  is  about  twenty  inches 
thick-  The  rains  of  1  he  past  two  weeks 
have  slushed  the  large  quantity  of  snow, 
and  recent  cold  weather  following  has 
frozen  it  solid.  All  people  traveling 
Mud  lake  report  the  ice  of  unusual  so- 
lidity. In  Lake  Superior  Whitetish  bay 
IB  full  of  ice.

TO  SERVE  THE  STATE. 

The  probable  action  of  Governor  Mer- 
riam,  in  case  the  senate  bill  should  pass 
the  lower  house  reducing  the  rate  of  in- 
terest, is  the  subject  of  considerable 
speculation.  The  governor  is  a  banker 
and  a  money  loaner  himself,  and  the 
point  is  made  that  the  situation  would 
be  somewhat  embarrassing  for  him.  The 
hope  IB  generally  expressed,  however, 
that  he  will  not  hesitate  to  veto  the  bill, 
in  the  interest  of  the  public. 

Senator  Washburn,  in  an  interview  in 
Minneapolis,  stated  that  the  governor 
owed  it  to  the  state  to  veto  the  measure 
if  it  came  to  him  in  its  present  objection- 
able shape;  that  it  was  clearly  his  duty 
to  do  so,  although  the  duty  might  be  an 
unpleasant  one  on  account  of  the  6p- 
portunity  afforded  for  the  charge  that 
it  was  done  in  his  personal  interest.  We 
are  now  on  the  eve  of  a  period  of  greater 
prosperity  in  Minnesota  than  we  have 
enjoyed  for  some  years,  and  it  would  be 
a  great  misfortune  to  have  money  made 
scarce  and  hard  to  get  by  such  mischiev- 
ouB  legislation.  The  governor  had  the 
power  to  prevent  such  a  calamity,  and  it 
was  his  duty  to  exercises  it.  If  Minnesota 
will  stand  by  sound  business  principlea 
it  will  be  all  the  better  for  us  that  other 
states  have  made  themselves  inhospit- 
abl«  to  mooey.

At  the  chamber  of  commerce  meeting 
this  murDin^  the  principal  matter  of  die- 
ouBsioD  proved  to  be  the  proposed  reduc- 
tioQ  by  the  legishiture  of  tho  rates  of  in- 
terest and  the  taxation  of  mortgages. 

The  bill  to  divide  the  county  funds 
equally  among  the  different  bankd  was 
discussed  and  the  committee  >;iven  fur- 
ther time  to  report.  Commissioner  E. 
R.  JetTerson  was  present  and  stated  that 
the  bill  introtluced  into  the  state  legis- 
lature had  been  withdrawn  because  not 
satisfactory.  The  aim  of  the  measure, 
according  to  Mr.  Jefferson,  was  to  com- 
pel the  county  treasurer  t<i  draw  by 
check  when  paying  bills  pro  rata  on  all 
the    barks.      Maj.  Hoover  opposed  the

As  exf»ected,  Henry  Truelson  was 
made  a  member  of  the  board  of  works 
by  the  mayor.  The  police  force  was  re- 
appointed. A  meeting  of  Lake  avenue 
property  owners  was  decided  on  to  talk 
over  the  change  made  necessary  by  the 
viaduct.  It  was  left  with  the  board  of 
works  to  leave  out  the  lower  end  of  (Jar- 
field  avenue  from  a  paving  contract,  be- 
cause of  a  proposed  bridge  to  Connors 
point.  Contracts  were  awarded  to  low- 
est bidders  as  heretofore  noted,  and  bil^ 
were  alloweil.  The  action  of  the  boaM 
of  works  in  building  a  sewer  on  Bench 
street  connecting  the  east  and  central 
sewers  was  authorized. 

ANOTHER  SAW  MILL- 

Stated  That  a    Mill  Will    be   BuUt  at  Iron 
Kiver. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  a  lumberman 
in  position  to  know  what  he  is  talking 
about  that  a  large  saw  mill  is  to  be  built 
at  Iron  river,  down  the  south  shore 
thirty  milas.  It  is  learned  by  The 
Herald  on  inquiry  that  such  a  project  is 
on  foot,  that  the  mill,  if  built,  will  not 
be  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  but  at  the 
crossing  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
South  Shore  roads,  and  that  those  talk 
ing  of  putting  in  the  mill  are  Eastern 
mill  men. 

Nothing  veiy  definite  can  be  learned, 
but  it  is  stated  that  the  parties  inter- 
ested are  owners  of  large  amounts  of 
pine  timber  along  the  river  and  near  the

year  in  k)S8  of  internet. 

The  matter  of  interest  and  taxation 
then  came  up.  C.  P.  Craig  opened  the 
discussion,  setting  forth  the  great  draw- 
back which  the  shutting  off  of  the  loan- 
ing of  capital  by  Eastern  investors  would 
be  to  Duluth  and  the  state.  R.  P.  Ed- 
son  maintained  that  it  would  build  up 
other  st^ates  aud  cities  at  the  expense 
of  Minnesota,  and  that  the 
tax  imposed  on  mortgagee 

would  result  in  placing  a  stipulation  in 
each  mortgage  that  the  mortgagor  would 
have  to  keep  the  tax  on  the  mortgage 
paid  up.  Thus  the  burden  would  fall 
on  the  poor  man,  not  the  money  leaner. 
He  maintained  that  the  rate  of  interest 
should  be  regulated  by  the  supply  and 
demand  for  money,  and  that  the  law 
should  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  X.  J. 
Upham  was  present  and  stated  he  had 
been  asked  a  great  many  times  by 
capitalists  in  the  East  r^arding  what 
our  legislature  was  going  to  do.  A  great 
many  Eastern  money  loaners  have  writ- 
ten that  they  will  loan  no  more  money 
in  Minnesota  until  the  present  legisla- 
ture adjourns.  A.  T.  Crossley  reiterated 
the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Upham.  He 
said  the  best  interest  law  in  the  world 
was  that  in  use  is  Massachusetts  where 
the  borrower  and  lender  agreed  upon 
their  own  rates.  There  was  no  question, 
according  to  Mr.  Crossley,  but  that  the 
Duluth  loan  agents  would  have  to  move 
across  the  bay  if  the  pending  legislation 
passed  and  the  constant  stream  of  cap- 
ital coming  west  would  then  be  diverted 
to  Wisconsin. 

The  sense  of  the  chamber  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Mr.  Canning  who  thought 
that  the  proposed  bill  reducing  legal 
rates  from  ten  cents  and  eight  cents  to 
eight  cents  and  six  cants  was  all  right, 
and  that  Minnesota  could  get  plenty  of 
money  at  those  ratet*,  was  strongly  in 
favoring  of  passing  resolutions  against 
the  pending  legislation.  Messrs.  Hale, 
Craig  and  Geggie  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee and  drafted  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved,that  this  ch  amber  of  commerce 
of  the  city  of  Duluth  view  with  great 
alarm  the  pending  legislation  in  the 
legislature  of  the  state  providing  for  the 
reduction  of  the  legal  rate  of  interest 
with  the  accompanying  provisions  and 
providing  for  the  taxation  of  real  estate 
mortgages;  that  it  is  the  belief  of  this 
chamber  that  such  legislation  will  result 
in  the  immetliate  withdrawal  of  millions 
of  dollars  of  Eastern  capital  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  people  of  this  city  and  state, 
and  the  keeping  away  of  millions  more 
that  is  necessary  for  the  future  solid  de- 
velopment of  the  state;  that  we  further 
believe  that  at  the  present  session  any 
change  in  the  existing  laws  relating  to 
the  borrowing  and  loaning  of  money 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  city  of  Du- 
luth and  the  state  of  Minnesota  gen- 
erally, and  we  earnestly  protest  against 
said  proposed  legislation. 

These  were  adopted  and  copies  were 
ordered  sent  to  our  senator  and  repre- 
sentatives and  also  to  the  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor and  speaker  of  the  house.  A.  T. 
Crossley  was  admitted  to  membership. 


THE  COUNCIL. 


It   Heant  a 


OockI    Many    Important    Corn- 
man  ications. 

At  last  night's  council  meeting,  the 
special  committee  of  three  citizens,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  investi- 
gating water  supply,  made  a  preliminary 
report.  The  report  of  the  expert  called 
by  the  committee  will  be  made  later. 
The  committee  said:  "We  have  called 
two  professors  of  high  reputation  from 
one  of  the  largest  universities  in  this 
country,  one  of  whom  has  personally  col- 
lected samples  of  water  and  milk  which 
he  has  forwarded  for  examination. 
Pending  the  result  of  such  examination, 
which  will  require  from  two  to  three 
weeks,  we  asked  him  to  state  what  could 
be  done  at  once  toward  stopping  the 
spread  of  typhoid  fever.  We  urge  the 
importance  of  empowering  the  board 
of  health  to  see  that  these  rec- 
ommendations    are      rigidly    enforced. 

In  the  bouse  about  000  feet  from  and 
above  the  reservoir  there  was  this  win- 
ter a  case  of  typhoid,  and  excretions 
were  thrown  on  the  ground  not  disin- 
fected, and  the  attending  physician  gave 
no  orders  for  disinfecting.  This  was 
sufficient  to  poison  the  whole  city.  We 
found  also  on  inquiry  several  other  in- 
stances where  no  effort,  had  been  or  was 
being  made  to  disinfect  typhoid  excre- 
tions. Our  expert  further  states  that 
every  person  in  charge  of  typhoid  fever 
cases  is  guilty  of  criminal  carelessness 
when  he  neglects  to  take  every  possible 
precaution  about  disinfecting.  We  sug- 
gest that  the  board  of  health  be  directed 
to  see  that  the  disinfectant  advised  is 
used  in  every  suspected  fever  case. 

Following  is  the  copy  of  the  expert's 
letter: 

I  would  recommend  that  you  urge  the 
following  ifteasures:  That  excretions 
from  persons  suffering  with  the  fever 
and  also  of  those  suspected  of  the  dis- 
ease be  thoroughly  disinfected.  Pot- 
assium permanganate  is  to  be  used  be- 
cause it  is  most  certain  in  its  action.  A 
teaspoonful  of  potassium  permanganate 
dissolved  in  three-fourths  of  a  cupful  of 
water  and  added  to  the  excretion  in  the 
vessel  and  allowed  to  stand  one-half 
hour  will  kill  all  germs.  That  water 
used  for  drinking  and  cooking  be  filtered 
through  a  Pasteur-Chamberlain  filter  or 
be  boiled.  All  milk  used  should  also  be 
boiled.  That  the  school  houses  be  fur- 
nished with  filters  and  no  water  except 
that  filtered  be  used  by  scholars.  That 
the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  physi- 
cians of  the  city  be  requested. 

President  Hugo  referred  this  com- 
munication to  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  and  said  that  the  council  would 
insist  that  the  recommendations  be  car- 
ried out,  and  would  expect  from  the 
board  of  health  a  detailed  report.  If  the

BRIBERY    IN    CALIFORNIA- 


Conclusive      JBvidence      Fished    Out     of  a 
Wast«  Paper  naslcet. 

Sacramento,  March  18. — After  ad- 
journment of  the  joint  legislative  con- 
vention yesterday  afternoon  a  sensation 
was  caused  by  the  connection  of  several 
legislators  in  actual  case  of  bribery  in 
behalf  of  Pelton.  A  republican  hay  for 
several  days  been  in  possession  of  infor- 
mation that  members  of  the  legislature 
were  being  bribed  to  vote  for  a  United 
States  senator.  Yesterday  a  memoran- 
dum was  fished  out  of  the  waste  paper 
baper  basket  in  the  state  library  on 
which  names  and  amounts  were  given. 
It  had  been  torn  up  but  was  pasted  to- 
gether again  by  the  person  who  found  it. 
This  evidence  was  turned  over  to  Attor- 
torney  General  Hart. 

When  asked  about  the  matter  Attor- 
ney General  Hart  stated  that  the  amount 
involved  was  S21,6(X),  and  that  the 
amount  paid  to  each  member  was  ^2000. 
No  names  are  yet  made  public. 

INDIANS    READY. 

Governor    M«llette    Will    Set.    on    Foot   a 
Thorough    Investigration. 

Chicago,  March  18. — Governor  Mel- 
lette, of  South  Dakota,  is  in  the  city. 
He  denies  the  published  stories  of  desti- 
tution in  his  state. 

The  governor  had  a  consultation  with 
Dr.  Eastman,  an  educated  Sioux  doctor, 
who  told  Melelte  that  20  per  cent  of  the 
Ogalallas  and  Brules  were  ready  to  go 
on  the  warpath  and  that  nearly  all  carry 
belts  of  ammunition  beneath  their 
shirts.  The  statement  so  impressed  the 
governor  that  he  telegraphed  the  chief 
of  staff  to  investigate  the  matter  and 
make  all  necessary  preparations  which 
the  situation  would  demand. 


CHICAGO    CARPENTERS 

They  Will  Begin  a  General  Strike  on  April 
1  Next. 

Chicaoo,  March  18.— At  a  meeting  of 
the  district  council  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  last  night  a  vote  taken  by 
the  local  unions  was  announced  as  in 
favor  of  a  general  strike  April  1.  The 
Brotherhood  valitied  the  action. 


Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

Nkw  York,  March  18.— The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  union 
opened  today.  There  is  likely  to  be  a 
warm  fight  over  the  presidency  of  the 
national  body.  It  has  been  understood 
that  Harry  Macmillan,  the  present  in- 
cumbent, would  have  a  walk-over  for 
the  chief  executive  position.  A  few  days 
ago,  however,  P.  K.  Stearns,  of  the  De- 
troit Athletic  club,  was  nominated  for 
the  office,  and  it  is  claimed  that  he  will 
have  the  united  support  of  the  Eastern 
and  Pacific  Coast  District  associations. 


Oaa  Supply  Decreaitinar. 

Pkru,  Ind.,  March  18.— A  report  on 
the  diminution  of  natural  gas  for  the  last 
eight  months  has  been  made  by  the  Peru 
Natural  Gas  company.  The  pipe  line  of 
the  company  is  twenty  miles  in  length 
with  twelve  wells  attahched.  The  aver- 
age preseure  for  November  was  804 
pounds;  December,  286;  January,  278; 
February,  265. 


St.  Pavi.,   March    18.— Senator  Davis' 
usury  bill— the  famous  senate  tile  No.  1 
— which    passed    the    senate  day  before 
yesterday,  may  never  become  a  law.     In- 
deed the  chances  are  that  the  bill  will  be 
killed  in  the  house,  and  that  IxDdy    will 
insist  that  precedence  be  given  the  Bull 
bill,  which  is  now  pending  in  the  senate. 
When  the  Davis  bilj  is    placed  before 
the  houae    it  will    be    referred    to    the 
committee  on  banks  and  banking.      Mr. 
Bull    says    four    of     the    nine    mem- 
bers of  that   committee    had  told    him 
that  they  were  friendly  to  his  bill.    This 
would    indicate    that    the    "balance-of- 
power  man"  could  be  won  over,  and  the 
indefinite  postponement  of  the  Davis  bill 
would    be    recommended  in   the  house. 
On  the    other    hand    the  friends  of  the 
Bull    bill    claim    that  enough  influence 
could    be   secured    in    the    senate    to 
acquiesce  in  the  house  finding  anent  the 
Davis  bill  and  agree  to  the  substitution 
of  the  house  enactment. 

Both  bills  provide  for  the  legal  rate  of 
interest  at  6  and  8  per  cent.  The  Bull 
bill,  however,  leaves  the  usury  laws  as 
today,  thereby  permitting  middlemen  to 
place  capital  on  commission  and  act  as 
the  agents  of  the  monied  men  of  the 
East.  

DESTRUCTIVE    FIRE. 

Some   of  the    Heaviest    LoHHeH      Recently 
Known  in  New  Vork. 

New  York,  March  18. — Fire  started  in 
the  sub-basement  of  the  nine  story,  man- 
sard-roofed brick  and  iron  building  on 
the  southeast  corner  of  Bleecker  and 
Green  streets,  last  evening  and  utterly 
ruined  it.  It  spread  to  the  two  buildings 
*!ast  of  it,  destroyed  them,  as  well  as  an- 
other in  the  rear,  that  ran  from  Green 
to  Mercer  street. 

The  building  in  which  the  fire  started 
was  owned  by  Mendel  Bros.,  real  estate 
men  of  Chicago,  and  was  occupied  by 
Alfred  Benjamin  &  Co.,  manufacturers 
of  fine  made  men's  clothing.  The  6-3tory 
building  adjoining  on  the  east,  occupi*^d 
by  M.  H.  Rosenstein,  ostrich  feathers, 
was  the  next  to  succumb  to  the  flame;?, 
which  then  moved  on  to  the  brick  build- 
ing owned  and  occupied  in  part  by  Ham- 
merslough,  Sacks  &  Co.,  clothiers,  on 
the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh 
floors;  and  by  O'Connell  &  Co.,  hatters, 
on  the  lower  floors.  Meantime  the  tire 
extended  to  the  sixth  story  of  the  brick 
building  occupied  partly  by  Rosentien 
and  Silvester  Leyathen  &  Co.,  manufac- 
turers of  bats,  caps  and  furs. 

At  10  o'clock  the  fire  was  under  con- 
trol, but  water  was  poured  upon  the 
smoking  ruins  all  night.  The  losses  are 
as  follows:  Benjamin  &  Co.'s  building, 
8400,000:  stock,  8450,000;  Hammerslough, 
Sacks  &  Co.,  loss  8100,000  on  building 
and  $250,000  on  stock;  M.  H.  ilosenetein, 
building,  $25,000;  stock,  855,000;  E.  V. 
Connell  &  Co.,  hatters,  $75,000.  In  the 
rear  the  building  owned  by  Dr.  Marcy 
was  valued  at  $150,000,  Silvester  Le- 
vacher  &  Co.,  hatters,  lose  $150,000;  M. 
V.  Schwartz  and  other  tenants  in  the 
rear  building  suffered  losses  estimated 
at  $155,000.  The  total  losses  will  prob- 
ably foot  up  to  about  $2,000,f  00. 


MUSICIANS    MEET.

Madison,  Wis.,  March  18. — The  demo-

TO  RELEASE  II CONVICIED  CBIMINAL. 


A  Necklace  With  a   History   to  Come 

to  America;  Live  Foreign 

Topics. 


Buenos  .Ayres,  March  18— The  de- 
tails received  here  of  the  recent  battle 
in  Chili  say:  Col.  Robles,  who  command- 
ed the  government  troops  on  March  G, 
being  short  of  provisions,  rashly  aban- 
doned a  strong  position  on  Mount  Sebas- 
topol  and  with  1200  infantry,  twenty-five 
cavalry  and  a  lew  guns  attacked  a  force 
of  2500  rebels.  The  enemy,  by  a  decoy 
truce  for  parley,  opened  a  fearful  fire  at 
close  quarters,  killing  or  wounding  two- 
thirds  of  the  government  troops. 

Col.  Robles  was  shot  in  the  foot  early 
in  the  battle.  After  the  bullet  had  been 
extracted  he  was  again  wounded  and 
placed  in  an  ambulance.  The  rebels 
captured  the  ambulance,  and  the  colonel 
in  it  was  flred  at  by  the  rebels,  being 
riddled  with  eleven  balls,  l>esides  being 
hacked  with  bayonets  and  indescribably 
mutilated.  A  general  massacre  of  the 
wounded  office»'S  ensued.  Of  the 
wounded  men  264  were  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed to  Valparaiso,  but  the  permission 
was  refused  to  send  the  body  of  Col. 
Robles  here.  The  loss  of  the  insurgents 
is  estimated  at  300  killed  and  400 
wounded. 

President  Balmaceda  admits  the 
gravity  of  the  disaster,  which  places 
Tarapaca  in  the  hands  of  the  insurgents. 
The  president  says,  however,  the  govern- 
ment has  30,000  troops  and  an  ample 
supply  of  funds.  The  future  scene  of 
operations  will  probably  be  nearer  Val- 
paraiso. 

FOR    MRS.   MAYBRICK'S   RELEASE. 

Appeal  to  the    Women  of  America  to  be 
Made  Soon. 

London,  March  18.— Mrs.  Evelyn  II. 
C.  King,  of  the  United  States,  an  Amer- 
ican lady  who  has  for  some  time  past 
been  a  prominent  member  of  the  Amer- 
ican colony  of  this  city  and  Paris,  is 
interesting  herself  in  the  promotion  of 
an  international  movement  looking 
toward  the  presentation  of  an  appeal 
from  the  women  of  the  continent  and 
the  United  States  to  Home  Secretary 
Matthews  for  the  pardon  of  Mrs.  May- 
brick.  Mi-s.  King  will  shortly  sail  for 
New  York  and  will  organize  a  committee 
in  that  city  with  a  view  of  holding  meet- 
ings in  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Milwaukee, 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis,  Boston,  Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore  and  elsewhere,  in  fur- 
therance of  the  movement. 


NORFOLK'S   MAYOR    INTERESTED. 

Receives  a  Letter  From  Kng^Iand  Concern- 
ing^ Mrs.  Maybrick. 

Norfolk,  Va.,  March  18. — Referring 
to  the  dispatch  of  today  under  London 
date  concerning;  the  movement  of  Mrs. 
King  in  behalf  of  Florence  Maybrick, 
now  undergoing  a  life  sentence  of  hard 
labor  in  England  for  the  alleged  poison- 
ing of  her  husband  in  Liverpool,  it  de- 
veloped that  the  mayor  of  this  city  re- 
ceived a  few  days  ago  a  letter  on  the 
subject  from  Mrs  King,  dated  at  the 
Spa,  Belgium,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"An  American  lady  takes  the  liberty 
of  sending  you  a  study  by  two  very  dis- 
tinguished English  analysts  who  exam- 
ined the  viscera  of  the  late  James  May 
bnck,  of  Liverpool,  England,  who  was 
once  a  resident  in  your  city,  which 
proves  most  conclusively  that  James 
Maybrick  died  of  gastro-enteritis  and 
was  not  poisoned  by  his  wife,  as  Justice 
Stephens  most  unjustly  decided.  I  know 
that  there  was  the  greatest  interest  felt 
in  Norfolk,  Va.,  during  the  trial  of  Mrs. 
Florence  Maybrick  on  a  false  charge  of 
poisoning  her  husband.  Mrs.  Maybrick 
was  condemned  before  her  trial,  as  the 
fact  of  her  being  an  American  lady  and 
not  an  English  womaii  was  terribly 
aginst  her,  although  it  v.  is  known  that 
Mr.  Maybrick  had  been  i\)r  many  years 
in  the  habit  of  taking  arsenic  when  he 
lived  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  and  four  Araeri 
cans  generously  crossed  over  to  Liver- 
pool to  give  their  evidence  to  show  that 
Mr.  Maybrick  was  an  arsenic  eater  when 
he  lived  in  Norfolk.  Mr.  Maybrick  had 
used  a  face  wash  since  1878,  as  his 
mother  has  the  original  prescription  in 
her  possession. 

"Mrs.  Maybrick  could  not  have  had 
anything  to  do  with  placing  the  arsenic 
about  the  house,  as  she  was  under  arrest. 
The  principal  witness  for  the  crown  was 
the  waiter  from  London  hotel.  Since 
the  trial  he  has  written  a  letter  stating 
that  he  had  been  made  by  the  police  to 
swear  falsely,  that  he  failed  to  indentify 
either  Mrs.  Maybrick  or  Mr.  Brierly  as 
having  been  at  the  London  hotel.  The 
truth  is  that  Mrs.  Maybrick  did  not  stay 
at  the  London  hotel,  but  with  a  friend 
of  the  Maybrick  family,  Miss  Bailie,  who 
has  since  died. 

"The  letter  which  that  servant,  Annie 
Yapp,  opened  after  it  had  been  given  to 
her  to  post,  was  originally  written  in  lead 
pencil.  The  letter  writ  ten  in  lead  pen- 
cil was  read  and  approved  by  James 
Maybrick.  The  letter  that  was  pro- 
duced in  court  so  injurious  to  Mrs.  May 
brick,  was  written  in  York  and  had  been 
altered.  No  experts  were  called  in  court 
to  examine  the  writing. 

"I  have  written  to  you,  (the  mayor)  to 
beg  you  to  let  it  be  known  that  the  la- 
dies of  the  United  States  and  the  friends 
of  the  Maybrick  cause  in  England,  are 
going  to  have  a  woman's  movement  over 
both  countries  and  sign  petitions,  pray- 
ing Home  Secretary  Mathews  of  England, 
to  release  Mrs.  Maybrick  from  prison. 

FROM  OVER  SEA. 

A  Necklace  With  a  BlHtory  Sold  to  an 
American ;  Foreign   NewH. 

London,  March  17. — The  celebrated 
diamond  necklace  which  was  presented 
by  Isman  Pasha  to  the  Empress  Eugenie 
on  the  opening  of  the  Suez  canal,  and 
which  was  sold  together  with  the  rest  of 
the  French  crown  jewels  a  few  years  ago, 
has  been  sold  by  a  Madrid  jeweler  to  an 
agent  for  an  American  lady.  The  name 
of  the  latter  is  not  given  but  she  is  be- 
lieved to  be  one  of  the  Astors.  The 
price  paid  was  $7G,000  dollars. 

During  the  trial  of  a  case  at  Liverpool 
today  it  was  developed  that  one  of  the 
largest  exporters  of  snuff  to  the  United 
States  has  for  years  been  in  the  habit  of 
adulterating  his  stock  with  the  sweep- 
ings of  tobacco  factories,  twist  tobacco, 
which  is  unfit  for  use  in  the  ordinary 
way,  and  also  with  sulphur  and  assa- 
ftotida.  This  adulteration  is  seriously 
detrimental  to  health.  Over  12(X> 
pounds  of  enuff  so  adulterated  have  been 
seized  by  the  government. 

The  home  aeoretary   hiw  iotorfered  to 


prevent  the  carrying  out  of  the  sentence 
of  two  years'  imprisonment  and  140 
lashes  which  was  recently  passed  by 
Judge  Lawrence  upon  John  Bell,  an 
iron  dresser,  recently  convicted  of  high- 
way robbery,  in  the  Liverpool  courts.  It 
was  represented  to  the  home  secretary 
that  the  result  of  this  punishment  would 
probably  be  to  cut  the  man  literally  in 
two,  and  the  sentence  has  consequently 
been  mitigated  to  two  floggings  of 
twenty  five  lashes  to  be  administered  on 
consecutive  Mondays. 

THE  LONDON  TIMES 

•lastitieB    the  KiUinK  of  the  New    Orleans 
Mafia. 

London,  March  18. — The  Times  in  a 
leading  editorial  today  on  the  New  Or- 
leans tragedy  says: 

"It  is  all  very  well  to  reprobate  the  ul- 
timate resort  of  violence  but  in  such  cir- 
cumstances as  these  of  New  Orleans, 
what  way  is  there  for  emancipating  the 
community  from  an  intolerable  and 
grinding  tyranny  of  fear  excepting  to  re- 
sort to  violence?  The  standing  rule  in 
New  Orleans  is  the  rule  of  violence,  and 
all  that  Mr.  Parkerson  and  his  followers 
have  done  is  to  accept  the  conditions  as 
pr*^8cribed  by  the  Mafia  itself.  All  law 
rests  upon  force,  and  when  the  courts 
are  dominated  by  the  criminals  whom 
they  exist  almost  solely  to  punish,  noth- 
ing remains  but  to  go  back  to  first  prin- 
ciples to  effect  their  deliverance."

FOUR    HUNDRED    DEAD. 

Nearly    Half  a     Thouitand      Italians    who 
Wont  Immigrrate  to  Anaerica. 

CriBRALTAB,  March  18.— The  British 
steamship  Utopia,  from  Italian  ports  to 
New  York  with  700  Italian  emigrants, 
collided  with  the  British  ironclad  Rod- 
ney, anchored  in  Gibraltar  and  sank 
soon  afterward  off  Ragged  Staff.  The 
Utopia  sank  quickly.  Two  hundred  pas- 
sengers were  drowned  and  the  rest  were 
rescued  by  ships  in  the  harbor. 

6  a.  m. — The  loss  of  life  by  the  sinking 
of  the  Anchor  line  steamer  Utopia,  which 
collided  yesterday  on  entering  the  bay 
here  with  the  British  ironclad  Rodney, 
was  larger  than  at  first  estimated. 

Later — at  this  hour,  3  p.  m.,  the  total 
number  of  rescued  from  the  Utopia  dis- 
aster is  said  to  be  331,  and  the  loss  of 
life  is  placed  at  about  400. 

PreRerve  Shakespeare  Mementoes. 

London,  March  18. — Parliament  has 
passed  a  bill  which  vests  the  corporation 
of  Stratford  as  trutees  of  Shakespeare's 
birth  place  and  other  memorial  places, 
with  the  power  to  purchase  the  Anne 
Hathaway  cottage  and  the  Wilmicote 
cottage,  which  once  belonged  to  the 
mother  of  Shakespeare. 

Russia's  Preparations  for  War. 

Beelin,  March  15. — The  Russian  gov- 
ernment continues  to  augment  its  mili- 
tary strength  on  the  German  frontier. 
Several  regiments  have  been  ordered  to 
the  various  fortresses,  already  heavily 
garrisoned,  and  garrisons  have  been  sta- 
tioned at  Ossick,  Rigian  and  other  minor 
points  which  hitlierto  have  not  been 
military  btations. 

INVESTIGATE  A  LOCKOUT. 

And  as  a  Result  Arrest  Officials  of   a  Labor 
Union. 

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  March  18.— At  the 
investigation  of  the  clothing  cutter's 
lockout  here  by  the  state  board  of  arbi- 
tration, the  scheme  by  which    money   is 

extorted  from  firms  by  the  Clothing 
Cutters  National  union  was  plainly 
shown  by  voluminous  correspondence 
between  the  manufacturers  and  Walter 
S.  Westerbrook,  secretary  of  the  cutters 
union,  and  James  Hi-ghes,  chairman  of 
the  executive  board  of  the  union.  West- 
erbrook has  been  arrested  in  New  York, 
while  President  Hughes,  of  the  union, 
IS  under  arrest  in  Philadelphia  and 
.James  McGuire  is  in  custody  in  Chicago, 
all  on  the  charge  of  extortion.  They 
wilf  be  brought  here.  James  A.  Wright, 
distriat  organizer  of  Knights  of  Labor, 
who  arrived  here  this  morning  from 
Philadelphia  together  wnth  John  G. 
Thieman  and  Frederick  A.  Arthur  of 
this  city  were  arrested  immediately  after 
the  close  of  the  session  of  the  board  of 
arbitration  on  charges  of  conspiracy. 


WISCONSIN    GERRYMANDER. 

Democrats  Carefully  Fixing  Cp  a  Political 
Curiosity. 

M11.WADKEE,  March  16, — The  appor- 
tionment of  the  state  is  proceeding  in  a 
manner  highly  satisfactory  to  the  demo- 
cracy of  Wieconsin.  It  is  reported  now 
that  there  is  no  possible  d<^ubt  that  the 
state  will  be  made  safely  democratic  so 
far  as  the  legislature  is  concerned,  which, 
of  course,  means  two  United  States  sen- 
ators. 

The  gerrymander  of  the  state  is  going 
to  be  a  political  curiosity.  It  will  fix 
matters  so  that  to  carry  the  state  the 
republicans  will  have  to  have  almost  a 
two  thirds  vote.  Of  course  there  will  be 
sections  left  where  the  republicans  will 
have  a  walk-away,  but  they  wili  be  iso- 
lated patches  which  will  not  count. 

Will  Not  Work  Without  Pay. 

Marquette,  Mich.,  March  16.— The 
miners  employed  in  the  East  Range 
mines  at  Negaunee  struck  this  morning 
on  account  of  not  receiving  their  pay. 
Six  hundred  men  went  out.  The  sheriff 
has  sworn  in  an  extra  force  to  protect 
the  property  of  the  companies.  No  dis- 
turbance has  yet  taken  place.  The  men 
are  in  an  ugly  humor  and  trouble  is 
feared. 

Three  Trunks  Seized. 

New  Yokk,  March  18.— Another  big 
seizure  of  fine  dresses  has  been  made  by 
the  customs  officials.  Three  trunks  com- 
prised the  capture.  They  were  the  prop- 
erty of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Knott,  of  102  Park 
avenue,  and  Miss  C.  J.  Barrell,  of  19 
East  Thirty-fifth  street.  The  two  ladies 
arrived  on  the  Eider.  A  rough  estimate 
places  the  value  at  $7000. 

Bank-Wrecker  Claasen's  Sentence. 

New  Yokk,  March  18  —Judge  Bene- 
dict, in  the  circuit  court  today,  sentenced 
Gen.  Peter  A.  Claaeon  to  six  years'  im- 
prisonment in  the  Erie  county  peniten- 
tiary. Claasen  was  convicted  of  wreck- 
ing the  Sixth  National  bank. 

Kx plosion  in  Steel  Works. 

PiTTSHUROH,  March  18.— By  an  explo- 
sion at  the  Crescent  Steel  works  this 
morning  one  man  was  killed,  two  fatally 
hurt  and  a  number  of  others  badly 
burned. 

A  Cruiser  to  Chilt. 

San  Fkancisco,  March  18.  —  The 
cruiser  San  Francisco  will  start  under 
sealed  orders  for  Chili,  it  is  stated,  but 
no  information  is  obtainable  as  to  what 
disposition  is  to  be  made  of  the  Charles- 
ton. 


Mike  in  the  Association. 

Chicaoo,  March  18.— Mike  Kelly  will 
play  with  the  American  association  and 
will  probably  be  captain  of  the  Cincin- 
nati club.

White  River,  Ark.,  March  18.— The 
mining  interests  of  this  part  of  Arkanst  a 
are  receiving  such  a  boom  as  they  have 
never  known  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  are  being  spent  for  lead,  zinc 
and  copper  oropertiee.  The  mining  re- 
sources of  Marion  county  and  that  sec- 
tion bordering  on  the  White  river  is  be- 
ing rapidly  developed.  The  stories  of 
mountains  of  lead,  zinc  and  copper,  re- 
lated by  the  people  of  the  Arkansas 
border,  appeared  faubulous,  and 
a  large  per  cent  of  these 
glow^ing  tales  of  undeveloped 
wealth  waiting  for  the  hand  of  modem 
transportation  to  convey  it  to  the 
markets  of  the  world  was  naturally  at- 
tributed to  the  local  pride  of  the  enthu- 
siastic barrators.  But  it  is  now  begin- 
ning to  appear  that  behind  these  mar^^el- 
ous  stories  were  realities  more  signifi- 
cant than  the  enthusiasts  themselves 
had  conceived.  North  Arkansas  -s  a 
mine  of  useful  ores  that  will  yet  astonish 
the  world. 

Years  ago  the  geologist  Owen  made  a 
survey  of  that  country  and  published  a 
report  which  was  highly  interestin«; 
from  a  scientific  standpKiint,  independ- 
ent of  the  great  economic  resources  lo- 
cated by  the  professor  in  the  picturesque 
regions  of  White  river.  What  the  scien- 
tist then  saw  in  the  mountains 
of  the  Arkansas  border  .the 
pick  and  shovel         of         the 

miner  today  are  opening  to  the 
view  of  the  people  of  that  section. 
Marion,  Boone,  Jasper  Searcy,  Izard  and 
many  other  counties  of  North  Arkansas 
are  lioday  full  of  miners,  and  if  transpor- 
tation could  be  had  the  whole  region 
would  be  alive  with  paying  camps. 

Mining  claims  that  sold  last  year  for 
$100  are  now  held  at  $10,000,  and  some 
even  as  high  as  $50,000.  When  these 
sections  of  the  country  get  the  railroad 
and  transportation  facilities  they  desire, 
it  will  be  one  of  the  finest  mining  re- 
gions in  the  country. 

SEVERAL  KILLED. 

A  Xetr  York  Tenement   Bums  This  Morn- 
ing With  Terrible  Results. 

New  Yokk,  March  18. — Fire  broke  out 
in  a  tenement  tiouse  on  Allen  street  at  6 
o'clock  this  morning.  It  is  known  that 
at  least  three  lives  were  lost,  but  noth- 
ing is  known  as  to  who  the  victims  may 
be. 

The  fire  broke  out  at  3:15  o'clock  this 
morning,  when  every  member  of  the  ten 
families  in  the  bouse  was  sound  asleep. 
Before  the  firemen  could  get  to  their 
work  the  flames  had  crept  up  the  only 
stairway  and  enveloyed  the  house  from 
the  street  to  the  roof.  The  tenants, 
mostly  Hebrew  tailors,  swarmed  down 
the  fire  escapes,  shrieking  and  wailing. 

The  iron  rungs  of  the  fire  escapes  were 
turning  red  with  the  intense  heat,  when 
Max  Goldstein  reached  them  on  the 
third  floor  and  stopped  in  despair  at  the 
window,  holding  his  three  children, 
whom  he  finally  dropped  to  the  ground 
below.  The  police  caught  Moses,  ai:d 
then  the  baby,  but  Abraham,  3  years 
old,  fell  heavily  on  the  pavement  and 
was  injured  internally,  so  badly  that  he 
will  die.  The  father  himself  jumped  and 
escaped  unhurt.  In  the  fifth  story,  next 
to  the  roof,  the  firemen  found  Barnette 
Jostor  and  bis  two  daughters  dead.

The  value  of  such 
concentration  is  apparent,  and  the  Ken- 
nedy philanthropy  may  lead  to  repeti- 
tions of  his  practical  kindness  by  otuer 
men  of  wealth  in  great  centers  of  popu- 
lation.

A  BILL  TO  RSTAHD  GROWTH. 

The  action  of  the  chamber  of  com 
merce  yesterday  in  regard  to  the  usury 
bill  voices  a  sentiment  in  which  the  state 
will  share.  Strange  as  it  may  seem 
there  is  a  general  apathy  on  the  part  of 
Minnesotians  on  this  question,  which 
is  one  of  the  most  vital  that  has 
ever  been  discussed.  Minnesota  If 
not  yet,  nor  will  it  be  in  years,  in  a  posi- 
tion to  shut  itself  out  from  the  advant- 
ages to  be  derived  from  Eastern  money. 
The  cities  of  the  state  are  especially  in- 
terested in  this  question,  and  a  serious 
question  it  will  be  to  them  if  the  bill  be- 
comes a  law. 

There  seems  not  the  slightest  doubt 
of  what  will  be  the  effect  of  the  usurj 
bill,  so  called,  if  the  state 
legislature  is  fool  enough  to  pass  it. 
Among  money  loaners  there  is  but 
one  statement,  and  that  proves  that 
not  only  will  the  law  do  incalculable  in- 
jury, but  that  its  agitation  has  already 
done  great  harm.  The  Minnesota  Loar 
Jc  Trust  company  has  S1,5CO,000  placed 
in  loans  in  Duluth  alone.  It  is  not  novi 
loaning  one  cent  and  will  not  until  thi^ 
question  is  decided  in  a  sensible  way. 
Other  concerns  doing  as  large  a  busi- 
ness are  in  the  same  position. 

What  will  be  the  effect  on  the  state 
and  Duluth  if  these  great  institutione 
are  forced  to  withdraw  their  agenciet 
and  divert  the  tiow  of  money  to  localitief" 
not  cursed  by  idiotic  legislation? 

But  the  withdrawal  of  future  busineef^ 
is  not  the  only,  nor  the  worst,  feature  of 
the  proposed  Jaw.  It  will  compel  the 
payment  of  all  present  mortgages  as 
soon  as  they  become  due,  or  the  re- 
newal at  such  rates  of  interest  that  the 
burden  will  be  ruinous.  The  provision 
of  a  tax  of  2  per  cent  on  mortgages  ip 
but  an  added  burden  on  the  borrower, 
whom  the  wise  solons  are  seeking  to 
protect.  Is  anybody,  even  Mr.  Donnelly, 
silly  enough  to  affect  to  believe  that  the 
lenders  will  pay  this  tax  for  the  privilege 
of  loaning  money  in  Minnesota,  whec 
dozens  of  states  and  millions  of  people 
stand  anxiOus  for  it  without  restric- 
tions? 

The  Herald  has  had  a  good  deal  to  say 
on  this  question  for  the  past  two  or  three 
weeks,  but  it  does  not  believe  that  too 
much  can  be  said  or  the  subject  be- 
come trite.  It  is  surprised,  however,  at 
the  apathy  evidenced  by  commercial 
bodies  and  newspapers  generally  on  a 
matter  so  intimately  connected  with  the 
very  life  of  the  state. 


CITY     PLAYGROU'  D8. 

The  example  of  public  spirited  oiti 
zens  of  Brooklyn,  in  forming  the  pioneer 
society  for  promoting  parks  and  play 
grounds  for  children  and  for  taking  act- 
ive measures  in  prepairing  suitable  play- 
grounds may  serve  as  an  inspiration  to 
effort  in  other  cities  and  in  bringing  en- 
couragement to  this  city,  much  needed 
at  the  present  time. 

Through  the  influence  of  the  Brooklyn 
citizens  an  act  of  the  legislature  author- 
izing the  incorporation  of  such  societies 
was  passed.  The  chief  work  of  the  so 
ciety  this  spring  will  be  the  preparation 
of  a  playground.  It  is  proposed  to  pur 
chase  in  the  overcrowded  portion  of  the 
city  a  site  100  feet  square,  which  will  be 
paved  with  asphalt  in  order  that  the 
place  may  be  perfectly  dry  and  capable 
of  being  used  throughout  the  year.  The 
society  has  planned  to  admit  to  this 
playground,  at  first,  only  children  under 
six  years  of  age  with  their  parents.  No 
rude  games  are  to  be  allowed,  and  the 
boys  and  girls  will  have  different  hours 
during  the  day  for  their  pleasures. 

The  "sand  gardens,"  which  are  useful 
summer  means  of  recreation,  under  the 
care  of  thoughtful  individuals,  are  small 
in  space  and  naturally  not  extended  in 
their  happy  means  of  providing  recrea- 
tion for  little  chilflren.  Each  summer 
young  people  of  the  cities,  in  spite  of 
the  fresh  air  funds,  suffer  for  need  of 
pure  air  and  opportunity  for  play  in 
open  spaces.  Boys  who  live  in  crowded 
regions  are  not  sufficiently  provided  with 
grounds  for  athletic  e-xercise,  and  it  is 
not  surprising  that  many  children  of 
the  poor  in  contracted  quarters  become 
vicious  when  in  need  of  such  reforma- 
tory influences  as  sunlight,  fresh  air  and 
»  chance  to  exercise  as  nature   intended. 


One  of  the  strangest  things  in  connec- 
tion with  the  late  New  Orleans  uprising 
is  the  fact  that  the  leading  foreign  news- 
papers, especially  those  of  England,  are 
unanimous  in  favoring  the  case  of  the 
indignant  citizens.  There  are  times 
when  one  is  justified  in  lawless  mea- 
sures, and  this  New  Orleans  case  was 
one  of  them.  As  to  Italy — the  incen- 
diary talk  and  actions  of  Italians  in 
America  will  have  no  other  effect  than 
to  put  them  under  suspicion  by  Ameri- 
can citizens.     Italy  will  not  interfere.

One  day  O'Reilly  was  summoned  by 
the  officer  in  whose  immediate  charge  he 
was,  who  said  to  him:  "You  will  go  down 
to  the  vessel  (mentioning  her  name)  and 
deliver  the  articles  named  in  this  bill  of 
lading;  read  it!" 

O'Reilly  read  it.  It  called  for  the  de- 
livery, in  good  order  and  condition,  of 
three  articles,  to  wit:  One  convict,  No. 
934.'>,  one  bag  and  one  hammock  or  bed. 
O'Rpilly  was  No.  9843;  his  de.stination 
was  the  convict  settlement  of  Bunbury. 
thirty  miles  along  the  coast,  west  of  Fre- 
mantle. 

Arrived  there,  he  was  assigned  to  on*^ 
of  the  road  parties  and  began  the  hard 
toil  of  a  convict,  which,  however,  was  re 
lieved  from  the  utter  woe  of  Millbank'p 
solitary  days,  or  the  revolting  cruelties 
)f  Chatham  and  Dartmoor.  Still  it  was 
bad  enough.  Among  the  criminals  with 
whom  he  was  forced  to  ansociate  were 
some  of  the  most  degraded  of  human 
kind — murderers,  burglars,  sinners  of 
every  grade  and  color  of  vice.  They 
were  the  poison  flower  of  civilization's 
corruption,  more  deproved  than  the  sav 
age,  as  they  were  able  to  mis- 
use the  advantages  of  superior 
knowledge.  They  were  the  over- 
flow of  society's  ceaspool,  the 
irriclaimable  victims  of  sin — to  often  the 
wretched  fruits  of  heredity  or  environ 
ment.  Happily  for  the  young,  generous, 
clean-minded  rebel  who  had  been 
doomed  to  herd  with  his  prison  scum, 
God  had  eiven  him  the  instincts  of  pure 
humaniny;  and  ill-fortune,  instead  of 
blighting,  had  nourished  their  growth. 
tie  looked  upon  his  fellow  sufferers  with 
■^yes  of  mercy,  seeing  how  many  of  them 
vere  the  victims,  directly  or  indirectly, 
of  cruel,  8«Ifish,  social  conditions.  In 
the  Australian  bush  he  saw  humanity  in 
two  naked  aspects — the  savage, 
utterly  ignorant  of  civilized  vir- 
tues as  of  civilized  vices;  and 
the  white  convict,  stripped  of  all  social 
hypocrisies,  revealing  the  worst  traits  of 
depraved  humanity.  Both  were  ''naked 
and  not  ashamed."  For  the  savages,  so- 
called,  he  entertained  a  sincere  and 
abiding  admiration.  "Why,"  he  said, 
vears  afterward,  "I  found  that  those 
creatures  were  men  and  women  just  like 
the  rest  of  us;  the  difference  between 
those  poor  black  boys  and  the  men  of 
the  Somerset  club  were  only  external.  I 
have  good  friends  among  tho«e  Aus- 
tralian savages  today  that  I  would  be  as 
glad  to  meet  as  any  man  I  know."

Village  by   the   Shore  Doesn't 
Want  Annexation  Yet. 


MOCH    RJIHEB  *  WAIT. 


Some    Excellent    Heretofore    Unpub- 
lished Provisions  of  the  New 
City  Charter. 


The  Liakeside  people  are  conBiderably 
dissatistied  with  the  com  promise  made 
on  the  annexation  question. 

They  are  willing  to  come  into  Duluth 
in  1S9:>,  but  meanwhile  they  are  anxious 
to  make  many  improvements  which  can- 
not be  a«.lvanta^eously  done  under 
the  terms  of  the  present  vil- 
lage   charter.      The    bill    prepared    for 

introiluction  to  the  state  legislature  on 
the  annexation  question  provides  that 
Lakeside  may  come  into  Duluth  at  any 
time  prior  to  ISiXJ  that  a  majority  of  the 
citizens  of  the  suburb  vote  in  favor  of 
annexation.  Some  of  the  citizens  of 
Liakeeide,  however,  do  not  want  to  come 
into  Duluth  until  ISlXi,  but  meanwhile 
they  are  very  anxious  to  open  Grand  ave- 
nue through  Lakc'side  for  the  purpose 
of  allowing  the  street  railway  company 
to  put  in  a  line  thereon  connecting  them 
with  Duluth.  The  Duluthinns  proposed 
to  have  a  bill  passed  allowing  them  to 
issue  bonds  for  this  purpose  but  the  citi- 
zens of  Lakeside  desire  to  assess  the 
costs  involveil  in  such  an  opening  of 
the  street  largely  to  property  benefitted 
and  this  they  cannot  do  without  a  char- 
ter. 

A  meeting  of  the  mayor,  city  attorney, 
E.  C.  Liovett  and  the  West  Duluth  peo- 
ple interested  in  the  matter  is  called  this 
afternoon  for  4  o'clock  at  the  mayor's 
office  to  come  to  some  conclusion  re- 
garding the  matter.  Duluthians  op- 
posed the  granting  of  a  separate  city 
charter  to  Lakeside  to  expire  Jan.  1, 
1S*.>3,  because  it  was  feared  that  West 
Duluth  would  object  to  such  an  ar- 
rangement. A  telegram  was  received 
this  morning  from  Mr.  Boyd  stating 
that  he  was  not  opposed  to  such  a  char- 
ter for  Lakeside. 

The  law  to  be  passed  for  villages  of 
over  2LXX>  inhabitants  for  the  benefit  of 
Weet  Duluth  will  in  no  wise  help  out 
Lakeside  which  hiis  only  10C()  inhabi- 
tanta  A  special  village  charter  for 
Lakeside  cannot  be  granted  on  constitu- 
tional grounds.  The  wisest  policy  would 
seem  to  be  the  adoption  of  a  law  apply- 
ing to  villages  of  from  500  to  ICOO  inhab- 
itants instead  of  *2C0O  as  proposed. 


WEST     DULUTH. 


THE    NEW    CHARTER- 

Important  Provisions  That   Have  Mot  Tet 
Been  Made  Public. 

A  copy  of  the    new    or    amended  city 
charter  for  Duluth    is    in    the  hands  of 
the  city    attorney.    Among   the    provi- 
sions of  this  charter  not  yet  made    pub- 
lic are: 

A  provision  empowering  the  city  to 
make  asseesments  for  the  removal  of  ice 
and  snow  from  sidewalks,  and  for  laying 
an  independent  system  of  gas  and  water 
mains.  It  gives  the  council  the  right 
to  direct  certain  street  work 
formerly  wholly  under  the  direction 
of  the  board  of  public  works;  provision 
that  city  work  shall  be  done  by  day 
labor  when  a  majority  of  the  property 
owners  asking  for  an  improvement  spec- 
ify that  the  work  is  to  be  done  by  day 
labor;  provision  for  the  Ontario  plan  of 
street  assessments  i.  e.  that  on  the  option 
of  the  property  owner  his  asseements 
shall  be  divided  into  five  parts,  the  first 
payment  to  be  made  at  once  and  the 
others  annually;  provision  giving  the

THE   IRON   TRADE. 


Sitaatlon    Apparently  rh    Mixed   as   Kver; 
A  CIiang;e  Hoped  for  .Soon. 

The  Iron  Trade  Review,  speaking  of 
the  present  state  the  ore  market  says: 

The  situation  is  getting  more  and 
more  complicated  every  day.  Close 
upon  the  solemn  declaration  of  the  bulk 
of  the  iron  ore  dealersthat  they  expected 
no  market  until  the  end  of  June,  comes 
the  news  of  the  sale,  for  use  in  this  fur- 
nace district,  of  100,000  tons  of  Norrie 
ore,  and  the  advance  in  the  pig  iron  lines 
is  off.set  by  the  fact  that  there  is 
none  to  be  had.  There  had  been  some 
rumors  that  the  Xorrie  had  disposed  of  a 
million  tons  of  ore  to  the  Illinois  Steel 
company,  and  as  the  latt,er  concern  is  a 
heavy  stockholder  in  Norrie,  the  report 
was  credited.  Other  ore  men  are  firm 
in  their  belief  that  there  is  not  the 
slightest  occasion  to  make  even  an  at- 
tempt to  sell  ore.  and  the  general  run  of 
furnacemen  certainly  entertain  no  views 
favorable*  to  starting  up. 

The  vessel  men  have  had  meetings 
with  a  view  to  an  agreement  to  keep 
their  craft  out  of  commission  until  May 
]">  or  even  .June  1.  Vessel  owners  are 
agreed  that  it  would  be  far  more  profit- 
able to  have  a  short  and  busy  season, 
than  a  long  and  dull  one.  Pig  iron  has 
advanced.  It  may  be  that  the  next 
thirty  days  will  Dring  an  improvement  in 
the  general  feeling,  which  is  most  to  be 
desired;  for  the  iron  market  will  not 
flourish  under  the  impetus  of  a  tempo- 
rary boom,  and  without  the  manifesta- 
tion of  complete  confidence  by  all  the 
factors  concerned.

Boston,  March  18.-^  Rabbi  Solomon 
Sohindler  addressed  his  people  lust 
night  on  the  proposition  to  restore  the 
Jews  to  Palestine,  taking  strong  ground 
againet  the  scheme.  He  said  that  Amer- 
icans had  no  business  to  interfere  in  a 
European  quarrel.  Palestine  could  sup- 
port only  3,0()0,0tX)  people,  whereJis  Rus- 
sia alone  had  a,000,000  Hebrews.  Fur 
thermore,  a  Jewish  commonwealth,  if  es- 
tablished in  the  midst  of  the  European 
powers,  would  either  be  obliged  to  con- 
tract an  alliance  with  one  of  them  or  be 
absorbed.  One  of  the  great  reasons  for 
the  advocacy  by  Christians  of  the  restor- 
ation of  the  Jews  is,  in  Rabbi  Sohind- 
ler's  opinion,  their  desire  to  bring  about 
the  fulfillment  of  the  new  testament 
prophecy. 

St.  Loulx'  Smallpox  Scare. 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  March  18.-  One  more 
case  of  smallpox  developed  today  among 
the  patients  in  division  No.  9  of  the  city 
hospital,  where  the  epidemic  originated 
a  week  ago.
